MAYOR'S  MESSAGE. 

Delivered  before  the  City  Council  April  2,  \  900. 


To  the  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen  : — Under  the  provisions  of  the  charter  that 
the  mayor  "  shall  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
whatever  measures  he  may  deem  necessary  for  prudentially 
and  efficiently  carrying  on  the  affairs  of  the  city,"  I  have 
the  honor  to  make  the  following  suggestions  : 

Our  property  valuation,  as  assessed  for  purposes  of  taxa- 
tion, is  $12,839,742  \  the  net  bonded  debt  is  $578,640.18  and 
the  tax  rate  last  year  was  150  cents  on  the  dollar  of  the 
grand  list.  I  repeat  here,  what  in  substance  I  said  in  my 
message  a  year  ago,  that  both  the  debt  and  the  tax  rate  are 
large  enough,  and  neither  should  be  increased  except  under 
pressure  of  emergency,  but  that,  in  such  case,  both  could  be 
somewhat  increased  without  substantial  loss  of  credit  to  the 
city  or  distress  to  the  tax  payer.  L,ast  year,  without  appar- 
ently diminishing  the  efficiency  of  any  department  by  undue 
economy,  we  managed  to  keep  up  our  property,  pay  current 
bills,  provide  for  the  sinking  fund  and  apply  over  $6,000  on 
the  floating  debt.    It  is  probable  that  we  may  do  as  well  the 


mayor's  message. 
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present  fiscal  year  although  there  will  be  an  increase  in  out- 
lay for  schools,  and  a  slight  diminution  of  receipts  by  reason 
of  the  closing  of  the  city  agency,  but  it  is  hoped  that  there 
may  be  some  increase  in  the  next  and  succeeding  grand  lists, 
and  here  lies  the  sole  hope  of  lessening  the  rate  of  taxation 
for  years  to  come.  In  any  event,  I  favor  the  administration 
of  the  city's  affairs  every  year  with  a  view  to  keeping  cur- 
rent expenses  within  the  sum  which  can  be  raised  by  the  rate 
of  1%  per  cent,  of  valuation.  To  succeed  in  this  the  admin- 
istration must  be  wary  in  the  matter  of  increasing  the  in- 
debtedness and  the  resulting  interest  charge,  and  the  depart- 
ments must  be  moderate  in  their  ambitions.  Even  then  the 
expenditure  in  any  year  may  exceed  the  estimate  by  reason 
of  unusual  requirements.  In  such  case,  I  should  consider 
the  expediency  of  a  special  tax  or  the  carrying  of  a  debt, 
limited  as  to  time  and  amount,  before  increasing  the  annual 
rate  above  named.  I  believe  that  the  municipality,  with  its 
present  equipment,  could  conduct  its  business  without  a  ma- 
terial increase  of  expense,  excepting  for  schools,  and  still 
provide  for  the  public  necessities  of  a  considerably  increased 
population. 

As  a  matter  of  public  interest  a  tabulation  prepared  by 
the  city  clerk,  of  the  grand  list,  the  tax  rate  and  the  net 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city,  for  the  several  years  since 
its  organization,  is  given  below.  The  increase  in  the  list  of 
1881  is  due  to  the  law  of  1880,  "  an  act  to  equalize  taxa- 
tion," and  the  rating  of  all  taxable  property  "  as  its  value 
in  money;"  and  the  increase  in  1887  is  largely  due  to  the 
quadrennial  appraisal  and  readjustment  of  values  in  1886. 
The  tax  rates  appearing  in  the  table  prove  nothing  except  in 
the  recent  years  when  property  has  been  listed  at  its  value.

last  ten  years.  On  the  other  hand,  the  proportion  of  debt  to 
the  grand  list,  twenty  years  ago,  was  nearly  three  times 
greater  than  now. 


MAYOR  S  MESSAGE. 
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SINKING  FUND. 

The  sinking  fund  is  made  up  wholly  of  the  notes  and 
bonds  of  the  city.  Why  not  cancel  a  certain  amount  of  these 
and,  by  so  much,  reduce  the  gross  debt,  since  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  a  sinking  fund  is  to  meet  and  pay  the  debt  as  it  ma- 
tures ?  This  I  do  not  insist  upon  but  recommend  it  as,  in  my 
judgment,  good  business  policy.  An  individual  who  had 
paid  and  taken  up  his  note  would  not  hold  it  against  himself 
but  would  cancel  it.  Why  should  a  municipal  corporation  do 
otherwise  ? 

THE  LAKE  FRONTAGE. 

The  matter  of  a  public  dock  has  recently  been  brought  to 
general  notice  and  has  revived  public  discussion  of  our  rights 
to  the  water  front.  Assuming  the  utility  of  a  public  dock, 
which  is  debatable,  then,  in  order  to  its  erection  and  mainte- 
nance, legislation  granting  the  power  therefor  is  advisable 
and  probably  necessary.  To  that  end,  and  to  empower  the 
city  to  keep  open  the  approaches  of  the  streets  to  and  upon 
the  lake,  I  introduced  and  advocated  a  bill  in  the  Senate  of 
1890.    This  received  no  home  support  and  failed. 

The  question  of  the  rights  of  the  municipality  in  the 
lands  bordering  upon  the  lake  is  not  a  simple  one.  Its  dis- 
cussion has  naturally  evoked  more  talk  than  it  has  disclosed 
knowledge.  It  can  only  be  settled  by  the  law  as  applied  to 
the  obscure  history  of  the  frontage.  Suits  have  been  brought 
through  competent  counsel  and  the  whole  matter  should  be 
systematically  pressed  to  a  right  conclusion.  Meanwhile  it 
is  idle  to  apply  hard  names  to  the  corporations  or  individuals 
who  were  made  welcome  to  take  possession,  create  values 
and  build  up  the  business  of  the  community  at  a  time  when 
water  lots  were  cheap,  or,  in  the  public  view,  worthless.  If 
the  town  and  city  of  Burlington  have  not  guarded  their  own 
interests,  the  fault  is  theirs.

EXEMPTIONS* 

The  law  exempting  manufacturing  and  other  industries 
for  a  period  of  ten  years,  when  "  the  town  so  votes,"  should 
be  amended  so  as  to  make  the  term  five  years,  as  was  form- 
erly the  law.  The  period  of  ten  years  is  unreasonably  long 
and  works  injustice  to  the  unexempted  taxpayers.  The  pro- 
vision that  the  exemption  can  only  be  had  if  the  town 
(city)  so  votes  "  does  not  alter  the  case.  As  a  practical 
matter  for  us,  the  voice  of  the  people  is  not  always  adequately 
expressed  at  a  city  meeting,  for  many  reasons,  one  of  them 
being  that  the  City  Hall  where  meetings  are  held  cannot 
accommodate  one-third  of  the  voters. 

THE  DEPARTMENTS. 

I  have  little  comment  to  make  upon  the  administration 
of  the  different  departments.  Their  condition  and  wants  are 
fully  stated  in  the  reports  of  the  several  officials.  So  far  as 
I  can  discover,  they  have  all  been  managed  honestly  and 
with  reasonable  economy.  Of  course,  it  is  our  business  to 
see  to  it  that  they  are  keptup  to  a  high  standard  of  efficiency. 

CONCLUSION. 

Every  administration  has  a  natural  ambition  to  identify 
itself  with  some  public  improvement  to  mark  its  history,  and 
the  days  of  borrowing  and  of  extended  public  works  are  the 
pleasantest.  But  debts  have  to  be  paid,  and  my  conclusion 
is  that,  without  permitting  any  of  the  city's  property  to  run 
down,  or  the  efficiency  of  the  public  service  to  be  impaired, 
we  should  maintain,  for  the  present,  only  a  moderate  pace  in 
the  matter  of  new  work  and  wait  for  an  increase  in  the  grand 
list  and  a  diminution  of  the  indebtedness,  before  undertaking 
much  that  is  still  required  in  order  for  our  beautiful  city  to 
reach  its  ideal.

Burlington,  Vt.,  March  31st,  1900. 

To  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  just  completed  the  annual  School 
Census  for  the  City  of  Burlington,  in  pursuance  of  the  law, 
a  summary  of  which  is  hereby  presented. 

Table  No.  1,  shows  the  number  of  children  of  each  year 
of  school  age,  in  each  of  the  wards,  with  the  totals  for  each 
ward  and  for  the  entire  city,  together  with  the  number  of 
illiterates  and  the  percentage  of  illiteracy. 
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CITY  OF  BURLINGTON. 


By  comparing  this  with  my  former  reports,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  present  enumeration  exceeds  that  of  last  year 
by  four  hundred  and  two,  and  further  that  it  exceeds  that  of 
1898,  which  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  City  up  to 
the  present  time,  by  exactly  three  hundred.  In  the  first 
ward  the  number  is  the  same  as  last  year,  while  in  the  fourth 
it  is  decreased  by  twenty.  The  second  ward  shows  a  gain  of 
145,  the  third  a  gain  of  34,  and  the  fifth  a  gain  of  243. 

This  extraordinary  increase  in  ward  five  is  largely  at 
Lakeside  Park,  where  there  has  been  a  large  influx  of  families, 
and  where  the  number  of  children  of  school  age  is  two  hun- 
dred and  ninety-seven. 

With  this  large  increase  at  Lakeside  Park  and  with  a 
considerable  increase  at  the  "Addition"  it  is  obvious  that 
we  must  soon  furnish  additional  quarters  in  this  section. 
This  will  mean  a  new  school  building  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  city. 

The  present  enumeration  is  to  my  mind  exceedingly 
gratifying,  as  it  attests  beyond  a  question  the  continuing 
growth  of  our  city.

SCHOOL,  PROPERTY. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  connected  with 
our  Public  Schools,  was  the  completion  of  the  Edmunds' 
High  School. 

The  need  of  a  new  High  School  building,  the  steps 
taken  to  secure  it,  and  the  progress  made  in  respect  to  loca- 
tion, plans,  and  construction  up  to  January  1,  1900,  have 
been  set  forth  in  previous  reports. 

It  remains  now  to  speak  of  the  dedication  of  the  build- 
ing, of  the  transfer  of  the  school  from  the  old  to  the  new 
home,  and  to  give  a  description  of  the  building. 

The  dedicatory  exercises  were  held  in  the  Assembly 
Hall,  April  28,  1900,  under  the  general  direction  of  Mr. 
Charles  C.  Miller,  President  of  Board  of  School  Commission- 
ers, who  presided,  and  were,  in  brief  as  follows  : 
Prayer— Offered  by  Rev.  W.  S.  Roberts,  D.  D. 
Music — By  High  School  chorus  conducted  by  Mr.  J.  H. 
Humphrey,  Supervisor  of  Music. 
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Historical  Address — President,  Charles  C.  Miller. 
Address— Honorable  Robert  Roberts,  Mayor. 
Music — High  School  Chorus. 

Address— President  M.  H.  Buckham,  "The  High  School  as 
the  safe-guard  and  hope  of  American  Civic  life." 
Music — High  School  Chorus. 

The  Assembly  Hall  was  crowded  with  a  deeply  inter- 
ested audience. 

At  the  close  of  the  exercises,  many  availed  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  to  inspect  the  building  under  the  guid- 
ance of  members  of  the  School  Board  and  of  the  teachers. 

The  following  letters  were  received  from  Hon.  George 
F,  Edmunds,  and  Mr.  J.  D.  Bartley  and  Mr.  S.  W.  London, 
two  former  principals  of  the  school  : 

Philadelphia,  April  13,  1900. 

My  Dear  Mr.  Wheeler  : 

I  have  your  very  kind  note  of  the  10th  inst.,  inviting  me  to  attend 
the  opening  of  the  new  high  school  building  on  the  30th  instant.  I  al- 
ways enjoy  visiting  the  city  I  have  loved  so  long,  but  it  is  not  possible 
for  rne  to  be  in  Burlington  at  that  time.  I  heartily  congratulate  the 
people  of  the  city  on  the  prospect  of  having  improved  and  increased 
facilities  for  that  free  public  education  so  absolutely  essential  to  the 
safety  and  welfare  of  a  people's  government,  and  which  is,  also,  one  of 
the  chief  corner  stones  of  truth  and  justice.  I  most  gratefully  appre- 
ciate the  honor  the  city  has  done  me  in  associating  my  name  with  the 
building  and  the  good  work  to  go  on  in  it.  I  wish  for  the  school  every 
measure  of  prosperity  and  for  the  friends  and  people  among  whom  I 
have  spent  the  largest  part  of  my  life,  every  happiness,  I  am,  in  haste,

Principals.  W.  Landon,  now  of  Bordentown,  N.  J., 
also  sent  a  cordial  letter  in  reply  to  the  invitation  extended 
to  him  by  Superintendent  Wheeler,  in  which  he  said  : 

"  I  wish  to  thank  you  most  cordially  for  your  invitation  to  me  to  be 
present  at  the  opening  of  the  new  high  school,  and  I  cannot  tell  you 
how  sorry  I  am  that  I  cannot  accept.  It  is  practically  impossible  for 
me  to  do  so  and  this  for  a  variety  of  reasons." 

The  following  extract  from  The  Daily  Free  Press  of  April 
29,  1900,  may  be  taken  as  the  expression  of  the  popular 
interest  in,  and  appreciation  of  the  new  building  and  the 
school  : 

"The  dedicatory  exercises  of  the  handsome  new  Edmunds  high 
school  took  place  yesterday  afternoon  at  2:30  in  the  assembly  hall  of  the 
building.  The  exercises  were  excellent  in  character  and  were  attended 
by  an  audience  which  filled  the  hall  and  forced  some  to  secure  places 
upon  the  second  floor  where  the  addresses  could  be  heard  from  the  bal- 
conies. The  address  of  President  M.  H.  Buckham  was  appropriate  to 
the  occasion  and  commanded  the  close  attention  of  the  audience  ;  the 
remarks  of  Mayor  Robert  Roberts  and  President  C.  C.  Miller  of  the 
school  board,  who  presided,  were  worthy  of  the  occasion  and  the  music 
of  the  high  school  chorus,  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  J.  H.  Humphrey, 
was  very  well  received. 

Although  the  grounds  which  have  not  yet  been  graded,  will  add 
much  to  the  external  appearance  of  the  new  building,  its  handsome 
architecture  and  excellence  of  arrangement  and  appointments  fills  the 
heart  of  every  citizen  with  just  pride.  The  audience  yesterday  was  a 
representative  one  and  indicates  in  no  small  degree  that  the  interest  of 
the  city  in  matters  educational  was  never  more  marked. 

"The  dedication  of  the  Edmunds  high  school  yesterday  afternoon 
marked  the  beginning  of  a  new  epoch  in  the  educational  progress  of 
Burlington.  The  reputation  of  our  high  school  has  long  been  enviable, 
its  rank  among  the  best  preparatory  schools  in  the  State  having  been 
generally  recognized.    The  work  of  the  institution  was  seriously  handi- 
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capped,  however,  by  lack  of  modern  appliances  and  by  cramped  quar- 
ters ;  and  the  town  had  unquestionably  suffered  material  loss  during  the 
past  few  years  on  account  of  the  necessity  experienced  by  the  school 
board  of  turning  away  many  pupils  from  outside  of  the  city  who  desired 
to  gain  some  of  the  benefits  of  our  educational  system." 

The  erection  of  the  Edmunds  high  school  which  is  a  monument  to 
the  generosity  of  the  distinguished  statesman  whose  name  it  bears  as 
well  as  to  the  public  spirit  and  progressiveness  of  our  taxpayers,  places 
Burlington  among  the  foremost  cities  of  its  size  in  the  United  States,  as 
regards  educational  facilities.  The  new  building  embodies  all  of  the 
most  modern  and  approved  features  of  school  structures  of  this  charac- 
ter, and  with  the  accommodations  and  appliances  which  are  to  be 
afforded  it  will  be  possible  to  provide  a  curriculum  that  will  make  Bur- 
lington's high  school  one  of  the  most  successful  preparatory  schools  in 
New  England." 

The  description  of  the  building  and  account  of  its  con- 
struction, which  appear  below,  are  furnished  by  the  archi- 
tect, Mr.  W.  R.  B.  Wilcox  : 

THE  EDMUNDS  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Competition  for  plans  for  the  new  High  School  building  was  an- 
nounced April  20,  1898.  Drawings  were  received  until  May  18th.  Thir- 
ty-one architects  submitted  designs  and  a  month  later  the  Board  of 
School  Commissioners  decided  to  adopt  that  of  W.  R.  B.  Willcox  of  this 
city.  Three  weeks  were  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  working 
drawings.  Bids  were  then  sought  for  making  the  basement  excavation 
and  building  the  foundation  walls  to  grade.  The  Champlain  Manufac- 
turing Company  of  this  city,  secured  this  contract,  and  the  work  was 
performed  by  Dodge  &Devanny  of  Pittsfield,  Mass.  While  the  work  was 
in  process  an  order  was  placed  with  the  Woodbury  Granite  Co.  of  Hard- 
wick,  Vt.,  for  the  granite  face  work,  and  the  proposal  of  Prescott,  Buck- 
ley &  Callanan  of  Keeseville,  N.  Y.,  for  completing  the  structure,  secured 
in  competition,  was  accepted.  Before  the  work  was  abandoned  that  fall 
the  walls  had  risen  to  the  height  of  the  water  table  or  sill  course  of  the 
first  story. 

As  early  as  practicable  in  the  spring  of  1899  work  at  the  building 
was  resumed.  The  terra  cotta  which  had  been  manufactured  during  the 
winter  by  the  Standard  Terra  Cotta  Co.  of  Perth  Amboy,  N.  J.,  was 
early  delivered  upon  the  grounds,  while  the  window  and  door  frames 
built  at  the  shops  of  the  contractors  were  brought  across  the  lake  upon 
the  first  boat  after  the  ice  broke  up.  The  gray  brick,  ordered  in  the  fail 
of  the  Hydraulic  Press  Brick  Co.  of  New  York,  were  delivered  in  two  or 
more  consignments  as  needed.  Singular  good  fortune  was  experienced 
in  regard  to  the  delivery  of  structural  iron,  floor  beams  and  roof  trusses, 
furnished  by  the  Pittsburg  Bridge  Co.,  the  order  for  which  had  been 
placed  just  previous  to  the  largely  increased  demands  of  that  season, 
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which  caused  delays  on  over  80  per  cent  of  building  enterprises  through- 
out the  country.  Early  in  the  year  Prof.  S.  H.  Woodbridge  of  Boston, 
Mass.,  prepared  final  plans  for'the  heating  and  ventilating  plant,  the 
contract  for  installing  the  same  being  let  subsequently  to  W.  H.  Buckley 
&  Co.  of  this  city.  It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  from  the  beginning  of 
operations  in  the  spring  up  to  the  time  the  building  was  roofed,  there 
were  but  two  days  when  inclement  weather  interfered  with  the  work  for 
more  than  part  of  the  time,  the  rains  coming,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  brief  showers,  at  night. 

The  completed  building  shows  a  basement  story  of  quarry  faced 
granite,  the  granite  reaching  to  the  water  table  at  the  level  of  the  win- 
dow sills  of  the  main  story.  The  three  principal  entrances,  furnished 
by  J.  W.  Goodell  of  this  city,  are  of  the  same  kind  of  granite  but  dressed 
to  a  smooth  surface.  They  extend  upward  through  the  height  of  the 
first  story,  that  of  Union  street  terminating  in  a  balcony  accessible  from 
the  library  on  the  second  floor. 

The  material  of  the  walls  from  the  water  table  to  the  eaves,  as  well 
as  of  the  two  ventilating  stacks,  which  rise  systematically  above  the 
roof  to  the  north  and  south,  are  gray  brick  with  white  terra  cotta  string 
and  ornamental  courses,  while  the  roof  is  of  black  Pennsylvania  slate. 

To  review  the  interior  arrangement,  the  Union  street  entrance  at 
the  middle  of  the  west  front  opens  upon  a  corridor  having  the  adminis- 
trative offices  on  either  side  ;  those  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  and 
school  commissioners  to  the  right,  and  the  principal  and  teachers  to  the 
left,  each  with  toilet  and  coat  rooms  and  commodious  storerooms.  This 
corridor  continues  to  a  junction  with  the  main  corridor  extending  the 
length  of  the  building  between  the  north  and  south  entrances,  and 
across  which  from  the  Union  street  entrance  ascends  the  main  stairway. 
This  stairway  divides  at  a  landing  a  half  dozen  steps  above  the  floor 
and  continues  to  the  floor  above  by  two  flights,  one  to  the  north  and  one 
to  the  south.  A  similar  stairway  extends  between  the  second  and  third 
floors,  while  just  within  the  north  and  south  entrances  are  stairways 
leading  from  the  basement  to  the  third  floor. 

The  plan  of  the  ends  of  the  building  is  practically  alike  on  all  floors, 
there  being  a  class  room  in  each  corner  with  a  recitation  room  and  stair- 
way between.  These  rooms  open  upon  corridors  running  from  the  main 
corridor  to  the  east  wall  of  the  building.  These  three  corridors  confine 
a  space  60  ft.  square  in  the  middle  of  the  east  side,  occupied  through  the 
height  of  the  first  two  stories  by  the  Assembly  Hall,  and  on  the  third 
floor  by  two  laboratories  with  specimen  rooms  and  a  Lecture  Hall.  Di- 
rectly over  the  Union  Street  entrance  and  flanking  offices  is  the  Library, 
with  a  recitation  room  on  either  side,  with  a  Teachers'  and  Girls' Retiring 
Room  beyond  them  on  the  second  floor,  while  the  corresponding  space 
on  the  third  floor  is  finished  for  a  large  Draughting  Room  with  Photo- 
graphic and  Modeling  Rooms  to  the  North  and  South.  The  basement 
contains  Toilet  and  Bicycle  Rooms  adjoining  the  North  and  South  entran- 
ces, a  Gymnasium,  Janitor's  Room,  coal  bunker,  boiler,  engine  and  fan 
rooms. 

The  interior  finish  throughout  the  building,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Assembly  Hall,  consisting  of  door  and  window  casings,  wardrobes 
and  paneled  wainscoting  around  all  rooms  and  corridors  is  of  quarter 
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sawed  oak.  The  Assembly  Hall,  60  ft.  square  by  27  ft.  high,  has  all  the 
woodwork  painted  white  with  the  walls  tinted  a  warm  reddish  color, 
and  the  ceiling  panels  a  pale  green  with  stenciled  borders  of  a  darker 
green.  There  are  nine  ceiling  panels,  formed  by  the  crossing  of  four 
beams  Si  ft.  deep.  The  scheme  of  the  arches  over  the  three  large  win- 
dows in  the  east  wail  is  continued  around  the  room  framing  the  entrances 
with  superimposed  balconies  at  the  middle  of  the  north  and  south  sides 
and  elsewhere  forming  wall  panels  which  it  is  to  be  hoped  may  ere  long 
be  filled  with  fitting  allegorical  or  historical  paintings. 

The  heating  plant  is  installed  beneath  the  Assembly  Hall  and  is 
operated  as  follows  :  fresh  air  is  taken  from  out  doors  and  drawn  by 
means  of  a  rotary  fan  through  a  large  coil  of  steam  pipes,  which  serve  in 
part  to  raise  the  air  to  the  required  temperature  ;  thence  it  is  borne 
through  ducts  to  upright  brick  flues  leading  to  the  several  rooms  into 
which  it  is  expelled  at  eight  feet  above  the  floor.  In  each  flue  is  a  sub- 
ordinate steam  coil  which  effects  the  final  tempering  of  the  air.  After 
completing  the  circuit  of  the  room,  the  air  is  forced  to  the  attic  through 
brick  vents  and  thence  to  the  ventilating  stacks.  This  system  insures  to 
each  pupil  fifty  cubic  feet  of  fresh  air  per  minute.  At  night  the  fan  is 
stopped  and  the  fresh  air  intake  closed,  and  direct  steam  coils  in  each 
room  preserve  the  proper  temperature  without  the  expense  of  continued 
warming  of  cold  air  from  without. 

Before  planning  the  foundations,  an  excavation  was  made  near  the 
Northwest  corner  of  the  building  and  the  nature  of  the  soil  at  the  depth 
of  the  footings  was  found  to  be  of  a  clay  formation  of  exceeding  hardness 
when  dry,  and  later  it  was  found  to  vary  but  slightly  throughout  the 
diggings.  Unexpectedly  no  springs  were  opened  within  the  area  of  the 
excavation,  while  about  the  only  large  obstruction  met  with  was  the 
large  boulder,  which  was  transported  to  Battery  Park  where  it  now  bears 
the  tablet  erected  by  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.  The 
footings  of  all  walls  and  piers  are  of  concrete  from  one  to  three  feet  in 
thickness  and  of  varying  areas  so  proportioned  that  all  loads  bear  upon 
the  soil  at  the  rate  of  two  and  a  half  tons  per  square  foot.  The  exterior 
walls  of  the  building  are  virtually  a  series  of  piers  spanned  by  the  arches 
of  the  second  story  windows,  and  as  these  piers  actually  carry  the  floors, 
all  masonry  from  the  footings  to  the  crown  of  the  arches  might  be  re- 
moved and  the  stability  of  the  building  be  practically  unimpaired.  By 
a  singular  coincidence,  the  height  of  the  building  from  the  footings  to 
the  peak  of  the  roof  is  an  even  hundred  feet.  The  roof  itself  weighs  105 
tons  and  is  carried  principally  by  four  iron  trusses  of  80  ft.  span  bearing 
upon  eight  interior  piers,  the  outer  walls  receiving  but  a  small  percent- 
age of  the  total  load.  The  ventilating  stacks  extend  20  ft.  above  the 
roof  and  are  10£  ft.  square.  The  laboratories  and  the  Lecture  Hall,  the 
latter  amphitheatrical  in  form  and  lighted  by  means  of  a  skylight,  with 
a  seating  capacity  of  100  pupils,  are  borne  upon  two  steel  plate  girders 
four  feet  deep,  (>3  ft.  long  and  weighing  1\  tons  each.  The  floors  of  these 
rooms  form  the  ceiling  of  the  Assembly  Hall  and  the  girders  mentioned 
are  encased  in  the  ceiling  beams  running  north  and  south. 

The  twelve  corner  class  rooms  for  fifty  pupils,  and  six  recitation 
rooms  for  twenty-five  pupils,  each  give  available  accommodation  for  750 
pupils,  besides  four  laboratories,  draughting  room,  library,  lecture  and 
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assembly  hall.  Each  floor  is  provided  with  janitor's  cupboards,  general 
store  rooms,  wardrobes,  two  drinking  fountains  and  two  standpipes  for 
use  in  the  case  of  fire.  Telephone  connection  is  had  between  all  rooms 
and  the  principal's  office,  where  also  is  the  master  clock  regulating  the 
electric  clock  system  installed  in  the  building.

The  building,  in  conception,  location,  design,  material 
construction,  and  general  appointments  and  furnishings  is 
admirably  adapted  to  its  purposes,  and  reflects  great  credit 
upon  those  who  have  taken  and  borne  the  burden  of  it,  in 
the  different  ways  indicated  above,  from  beginning  to  end. 
For  myself,  I  am  profoundly  grateful  that  we  have  such  a

building,  and  I  heartily  congratulate  the  city  upon  its 
possession. 


Principal  Thomas  having  made  his  assignment  of  teach- 
ers and  pupils  to  the  different  class  rooms  in  the  new  build- 
ing, on  the  day  following  the  dedication,  April  29,  1900, 
moved  his  school  to  its  new  home,  and  on  the  following 
Monday,  May  2nd,  began  regular  work  under  most  favorable 
circumstances. 

Considering  the  long  expectation  and  waiting,  the  hope 
frequently  deferred,  and  the  great  change  involved  in  the 
reorganization,  the  transfer  and  installation  were  effected 
very  pleasantly  and  satisfactorily.  The  scholars  have 
adapted  themselves  to  the  new  conditions  in  a  very  com- 
mendable manner,  and  the  general  tone  and  spirit  of  the 
school  have  been  admirable. 

SINGLE  SESSION. 
When  the  new  building  was  occupied,  on  the  application 
of  the  teachers,  the  school  board  voted  to  adopt  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  term,  in  the  High  School,  a  single  solid  ses- 
sion, opening  at  8.30  o'clock  A.  M.  and  closing  at  1  o'clock 
P.  M. 

This  arrangement  was  continued  during  the  fall  term, 
and  is  still  followed. 

A  great  difference  of  opinion  exists  among  the  patrons 
of  the  school  as  to  the  advisability  of  following  this  plan,  but 
the  teachers  and  pupils  seem  to  be  practically  unanimous  in 
favor  of  it. 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  preferences  of  the 
parents  in  the  matter,  the  School  Board  directed  the  super- 
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intendent  to  send  communications  to  resident  parents,  re- 
questing an  expression  of  opinion  on  the  subject. 

Two  hundred  twenty-three  replies  were  received,  and  of 
this  number  one  hundred  eighty-one  were  in  favor  of  the 
single  session,  and  forty-two  were  opposed  to  it.

The  School  Board  could  not  well  disregard  this  great 
preponderance  of  opinion  in  favor  of  the  single  session  and 
therefore  allowed  it  to  continue  indefinitely. 

LAWRENCE  BARNES  SCHOOL, 

When  this  building  was  erected,  the  third  story  was 
designed  for  an  assembly  hall,  but  was  left  unfinished. 

Several  years  ago  the  pupils  overflowed  the  finished  por- 
tion of  the  building  and  it  became  necessary  to  secure  ac- 
commodations for  the  Kindergarten  elsewhere.  For  this 
purpose  a  room  designed  for  a  store,  situated  on  the  south- 
west corner  of  North  Champlain  and  North  streets  was  leased 
of  Mr.  J .  W.  Madigan. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  school,  however,  continued 
to  increase  so  that  the  corridors  were  utilized  for  school 
rooms,  and  the  School  Commissioners  became  convinced 
that  it  would  not  only  be  a  measure  of  comfort  and  conven- 
ience to  pupils  and  teachers,  but  also  of  economy  for  the 
city  to  finish  the  third  story,  and  it  was  decided  to  provide 
class  rooms  and  not  an  assembly  hall. 

Accordingly  the  services  of  Mr.  W.  R.  B.  Willcox  were 
again  brought  into  requisition,  and  he  prepared  plans  for  the 
proposed  changes,  which  were  adopted. 
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The  work  was  then  placed  in  charge  of  Mr.  Alfred  L,. 
Austin. 

The  changes  in  the  exterior  consisted  of  making  three 
dormer  windows  on  the  south  slope  of  the  roof,  and  of  broad- 
ening the  east  gable  so  as  to  admit  of  two  additional  win- 
dows. 

The  interior  was  converted  into  two  pleasant  school 
rooms,  one  at  the  east  and  the  other  at  the  west  end  of  the 
building,  separated  by  a  hail  extending  through  the  width  of 
the  building.  Bach  end  of  the  hall  is  reached  by  a  stairway 
ascending  from  the  second  floor.  Water  closets  and  commo- 
dious cloak  and  store  rooms  are  also  provided.  The  rooms 
are  warmed  and  ventilated  by  the  general  system  installed 
in  the  building.  The  wood-work  is  of  hard  pine  and  con- 
forms to  the  general  finish  of  the  building. 

This  change  is  a  great  convenience  and  comfort  to 
teachers  and  pupils,  is  a  considerable  saving  in  running  ex- 
penses, and  relieves  the  city  of  the  necessity  of  paying  rent 
for  an  annex  building. 

The  Lawrence  Barnes'  building  was  repaired  in  the  way 
described  during  the  summer  vacation. 

With  the  exception  of  this  work  and  some  incidental 
repairs  at  the  S.  W.  Thayer  School,  little  was  done  upon  the 
other  school  property. 

It  was  stated  in  my  last  report  that,  although  during  the 
last  ten  years  the  School  Commissioners  had  been  con- 
stantly building  school  houses,  yet  that  school  house  con- 
struction had  not  kept  pace  with  school  attendance.  For 
several  years  there  have  been  loud  calls  for  increased  and 
improved  accommodations  in  the  south  part  of  the  ci'y.  And 
especially  since  the  successful  transformation  of  the  Pome- 
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roy  building  into  an  eight-room  building,  has  a  similar 
treatment  of  the  Adams'  building  seemed  feasible,  and  the 
demand  for  such  a  change  seemed  reasonable.  During  this 
year,  as  mentioned  before,  the  attendance  in  both  the  pri- 
mary and  intermediate  departments  has  exceeded  the  seat- 
ing capacity  of  the  building.  The  population  in  that  part  of 
the  city  is  increasing,  as  the  manufacturing  establishments 
are  multiplying  and  enlarging.  The  schools  in  the  Howard 
Hose  building  and  on  Park  Avenue  are  feeders  for  the 
Adams'  School  in  the  upper  grades,  and  those  who  pass 
from  the  intermediate  grades  have  for  two  years  been  com- 
pelled to  goto  distant  parts  of  the  city  for  accommodation. 

If  the  Adams'  building  should  be  retained  in  its  present 
form,  large  expense  will  soon  be  incurred  in  providing  new 
heating  apparatus,  new  plumbing  and  closets,  and  new  floors 
throughout. 

The  School'  Commissioners  believe  it  would  be  unwise 
to  expend  so  large  a  sum  as  would  be  required  to  make  these 
necessary  repairs,  upon  this  old  building,  which  would,  when 
thus  renewed,  be  as  inadequate  as  now,  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  pupils  in  that  part  of  the  City.  They,  therefore, 
recommend  that  the  Adams  School  be  enlarged  and  changed 
into  an  8-room  building.  With  this  done,  a  foundation  sys- 
tem of  schools  reaching  to  and  including  the  seventh  grade 
will  be  provided  for  the  city,  to  which  additions  can  be  made 
as  circumstances  may  require.  It  is  probable  that  this  matter 
will  soon  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  body 
in  a  special  way  by  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners. 
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ARCHIBALD  STREET  SCHOOL. 

This  school  is  crowded  and  very  soon  it  will  be  necessary 
to  give  relief  at  this  point.  The  school  contains  only  the 
Primary  grades,  and  the  pupils  promoted  from  the  A  Primary 
class  pass  to  the  C  Intermediate  classes  in  the  Pomeroy  and 
Lawrence  Barnes  schools.  This  results  in  large  C  Interme- 
diate classes  in  these  two  schools — too  large  for  their  rooms. 
To  illustrate — the  present  C  Intermediate  class  in  the  Law- 
rence Barnes  school  has  sixty-five  pupils  in  a  room  which  at 
most  should  have  only  fifty  pupils. 

This  condition  causes  injustice  to  teachers  and  pupils, 
and  satisfactory  work  can  not  be  done  under  such  circum- 
stances. A  new  4-room  or  8 -room  building  should  be  erected 
on  the  Archibald  Street  school  lot  for  the  better  accommoda- 
tion of  the  pupils  in  the  vicinity,  and  for  the  relief  of  the 
Lawrence  Barnes  and  Pomeroy  schools. 

PARK  AVENUE  SCHOOL. 

The  Conger  building  which  the  School  Commissioners 
were  so  fortunate  as  to  secure  for  school  purposes  has  served 
a  good  purpose,  but  it  falls  so  far  short  of  furnishing  proper 
accommodations  for  the  pupils  now  in  that  part  of  the  City, 
that  the  present  situation  there  is  very  discreditable. 

As  the  greater  number  of  the  pupils  now  in  this  school 
come  from  Lakeside  Park,  the  School  Commissioners  have 
arranged  for  more  commodious  quarters  there,  in  a  building 
now  in  process  of  construction. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  large  part  of  the  population  in 
this  district  is  changeable  and  unsettled,  the  School  Commis- 
sioners have  considered  it  for  the  interest  of  the  City  to  rent 
schoolrooms  for  the  present  rather  than  to  erect  a  new  build- 
ing.

For  the  purpose  of  exhibiting  more  clearly  the  record 
of  school  house  construction  in  recent  years,  cuts  of  the  new 
buildings  appear  in  this  report.  They  show  a  creditable 
group  of  public  buildings. 

GENERAL  CONDITION. 

Incident  to  the  occupancy  of  the  Edmunds  High  School, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  place  announced  in  my  last  re- 
port, the  classes  of  the  grammar  grade,  in  the  Grammar 
Annex  building,  and  designated  as  Main  Street  Grammar, No. 
1,  and  Main  .Street  Grammar,  No.  2,  were,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  present  school  year,  transferred  to  the  old  High 
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School  building,  and  the  Ungraded  School  was  brought 
from  the  Star  Hose  building  to  the  Grammar  Annex. 

The  old  High  School  building  is  now  occupied  entirely 
for  grammar  school  purposes  and  Miss  Mary  B.  Wells  is 
principal  of  the  building. 

Miss  Harriet  Towne  having  resigned  the  position  of 
principal  of  Pomeroy  School,  Mrs.  Kate  P.  Miller  was  pro- 
moted from  the  principalship  of  Adams  Primary  to  that  of 
Pomeroy  School  ;  Miss  Emma  J.  Chapman  was  promoted 
from  the  principalship  of  Adams  Intermediate  to  that  of  the 
Adams  building-  and  Miss  Mary  A.  Farrell  was  promoted 
from  the  A  Primary  Converse  School  to  the  position  of 
teacher  in  charge  of  Adams  Primary  under  Miss  Chapman. 

Several  of  these  changes  were  made  in  pursuance  of  the 
present  policy  of  the  School  Board,  of  having  only  one  prin- 
cipal in  a  building.  Formerly  the  large  buildings  had  two 
principals,  as,  a  primary  and  an  intermediate  principal,  or  a 
High  School  principal  and  a  Grammar  School  principal.  A 
single  headed  management  is  much  to  be  preferred  to  the 
double  headed  arrangement  formerly  in  vogue  here. 

FALLS  PRIMARY  AND  KINDERGARTEN. 

In  response  to  a  petition  of  many  residents  of  the  First 
Ward,  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Falls  School  building,  the 
School  Commissioners  opened  this  building  for  a  kindergarten 
and  lowest  primary  class  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year, 
and  placed  Miss  Gertrude  M.  Wheeler,  a  graduate  of  our  High 
School,  a  teacher  of  experience  and  a  trained  kindergartener, 
in  charge.  This  school  will  be  a  great  convenience  to  the 
youngest  pupils  in  that  part  of  the  city. 
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FALLS  EVENING  SCHOOL. 

I  regret  to  report  that,  as  the  number  of  pupils  who  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  this  school  during  the 
last  few  years,  has  been  very  small,  the  School  Board  discon- 
tinued the  school  this  season.  An  evening  school  in  this  part 
of  the  City  ought  to  be  largely  patronized,  and,  if  attended 
by  those  who  need  such  a  school,  would  be  of  great  benefit. 

HIGH  SCHOOL,  DRAWING,  MUSIC. 

For  particular  information  in  regard  to  the  work  of  the 
High  School,  and  to  Drawing  and  Music  in  all  the  schools, 
you  are  referred  to  the  valuable  reports  of  Mr.  Thomas,  Miss 
Herrick  and  Mr.  Humphrey. 

MENTAL  ARITHMETIC,  LANGUAGE  AND 
GRAMMAR. 

The  general  work  of  the  schools  has  progressed  as  usual 
and  with  few  changes.  Effort  has  been  made  to  strengthen 
some  of  the  weak  places,  to  supply  some  deficiencies,  and  to 
place  increased  emphasis  where  needed.  To  give  right  propor- 
tion to  the  different  subjects  taught  always  furnishes  a  difficult 
problem.  Our  aim  has  been  to  avoid  specialties,  and  hobbies, 
and  to  have  a  well-balanced,  systematical  course  of  stud}-  pur- 
sued in  a  well-balanced,  systematical  way.  But  any  work  of 
importance  requires  constant  attention.  A  few  years  ago, 
mental  arithmetic  held  a  very  prominent  place  in  our  schools. 
Then  came  a  reaction  and  the  subject  nearly  disappeared.  In 
relegating  this  subject  to  an  inferior  position,  the  schools  suffer- 
ed a  great  loss.  The  power  to  grasp  a  subject,  and  to  hold 
and  look  through  a  mental  process,  which  had  been  cultivated 
by  the  study  of  mental  arithmetic,  was  weakened  when  this 
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study  dropped  out,  and  the  effect  was  felt  all  along  the  line  of 
studies,  and  in  the  general  development  of  intellectual  strength. 
This  being  the  case,  the  course  to  be  pursued  is  clear, — and  we 
are  restoring  mental  arithmetic  to  its  rightful  place.  , 

The  study  of  grammar  has  passed  through  an  experience 
somewhat  similar  to  that  of  mental  arithmetic,  and  with  like 
effects.  The  effort  to  make  the  subject  attractive,  has  resulted 
in  making  it  weak.  We  have  called  grammar  "language," 
nouns  "name  words,"  and  verbs  "action  words."  We 
have  invented  new  definitions  suited  to  the  diluted  subject  pre- 
sented, and  then  have  required  the  pupils  to  unlearn  these,  and 
substitute  the  older  and  stronger  definitions  farther  along 
in  the  grades.  The  natural  consequence  of  this  course  has 
been  confusion  of  terms  and  of  ideas. 

Parsing  is  almost  a  lost  art,  and  the  uses  of  the  parts  of 
speech,  and  the  relations  of  the  parts  of  a  sentence  to  each 
other  have  lost  their  significance  in  great  measure,  and  are 
only  dimly  seen.  It  would  be  better,  in  my  judgment,  for  the 
grammatical  constitution,  and  for  the  mental  muscle  of  our 
pupils  to  return  to  a  reasonable,  solid  diet  of  grammar,  includ- 
ing for  a  relish,  a  portion  of  analysis  and  parsing  in  Young's 
Night  Thoughts  and  Pollok's  Course  of  Time,  than  to  follow 
longer  the  course  which  has  been  pursued  to  a  great  extent  for 
the  past  few  years. 

Our  pupils  need  a  presentation  of  this  subject  which  will 
both  stimulate  and  necessitate  thinking.  That  was  the  point 
of  excellence  in  some  of  the  old  methods  and  old  books.  They 
presupposed  ivork  on  the  part  of  the  pupil,  and  made  work  a 
condition  of  successful  progress. 

There  has  been,  too,  an  inclination  to  treat  grammar  as  if 
it  was  a  separate  and  distinct  subject  without  any  relation  to 
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anything  else.  Whereas  there  is,  perhaps,  no  other  branch  of 
study  which  is  brought  into  use  so  frequently  in  other  subjects, 
and  is  thus  so  closely  connected  with  all  other  branches,  as 
grammar.  We  need,  therefore,  to  place  stronger  emphasis 
upon  grammar  in  all  oral  and  written  expression  connected 
with  all  school  work.  In  justice  to  our  schools  it  should  be 
said  that  these  remarks  upon  arithmetic  and  grammar,  by  no 
means  apply  to  our  local  condition  alone,  or  specially,  but 
refer  rather  to  the  general  situation  and  treatment  of  these 
subjects. 

Recognizing  our  need,  we  are  now  giving,  and  intend  to 
give,  to  grammar  and  language  a  prominent  place  in  our 
curriculum. 

CHEMISTRY  AND  PHYSICS. 

Until  the,  present  time  our  High  School  has  had  no 
chemical  or  physical  laboratory,  and  scarcely  any  apparatus, 
and  we  have  been  able  to  do  but  very  little  in  chemistry  and 
physics. 

Within  a  few  weeks,  our  laboratories  in  the  Edmunds 
High  School  will  be  equipped  with  suitable  furniture  and 
apparatus,  and  our  High  School  pupils  will  have  better  ad- 
vantages in  pursuing  these  studies  than  they  have  ever  en- 
joyed before. 

On  the  whole,  the  year  1900  has  been  notable  for  the 
erection  of  the  ''Edmunds  High  School,"  for  great  im- 
provement in  High  School  facilities  and  equipment,  for  fin- 
ishing the  third  story  of  the  Lawrence  Barnes  School,  and 
for  general  advancement  all  along  the  line.

Mr.  II.  0.  Wheeler,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir  : — I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the  High  School, 
covering,  in  brief  outline,  the  period  from  September  1898,  to  the 
present. 

In  September,  1898,  the  project  of  the  new  High  School  building 
was  so  near  completion  that  the  school  authorities  felt  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  begin  the  enlargement  and  rearrangement  of  the  course  of  study 
in  order  both  to  suit  it  to  the  new  conditions  and  to  bring  it  more  nearly 
in  line  with  what  the  largest  and  best  High  Schools  of  the  country  were 
doing.  But  as  the  management  of  the  school  was  changed  at  that  time, 
and  as  it  was  certain  that  the  building  on  College  street  would  have  to  be 
occupied  at  least  one  year  longer,  it  was  thought  wise  not  to  attempt 
much  at  first  in  the  way  either  of  enlargement  or  change  of  the  curricu- 
lum. Accordingly,  only  some  slight  additions  were  made  in  the  Eng- 
lish work  and  in  the  modern  language  work  ;  otherwise  the  school  was 
kept  strictly  upon  its  former  lines  of  study. 
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CHANGES  IN  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Near  the  close  of  the  school  year  1898-99,  the  Superintendent  and 
Board,  expecting  to  be  able  to  move  the  school  into  its  new  quarters  at 
the  beginning  of  the  winter  term,  requested  the  Principal  to  submit  to 
them  a  course  of  study  suitable  to  the  new  needs  and  the  new  condi- 
tions of  the  school.  In  complying  with  that  request,  the  Principal' had 
the  following  objects  in  view  : 

(1)  Greater  attention  to  the  needs  of  those  who  could  not  hope  to 
go  on  with  their  studies  beyond  the  High  School,  involving;  (a)  A 
larger  and  better  provision  for  the  study  of  English  Literature,  French, 
and  German  ;  (b)  A  slight  rearrangement  of  the  Mathematics  so  as  to 
bring  all  the  elementary  work  nearer  the  beginning  of  the  course  ;  and 
(c)  an  opportunity  for  a  more  extended  study  of  History. 

(2)  An  increase  in  the  number  of  studies  to  be  carried  by  each 
pupil. 

(3)  A  consequent  increase,  not  exceeding  three,  in  the  number  of 
recitations  each  week. 

(4)  No  radical  change  in  the  course. 

A  course  of  study,  compassing  these  objects,  was  submitted  by  the 
Principal  in  May  and  approved  by  the  Board  in  1899.  With  the  new 
course  of  study,  permission  was  obtained  to  make  trial,  in  the  coming 
year,  of  the  literal,— A,  B,  C,  D, — system  of  marking,  instead  of  the 
numeral. 

THE  GOOD  ORDER  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

Neither  the  order  of  the  school  for  the  (year)  '98-' 99,  nor  the 
methods  used  for  securing  it,  had  been  satisfactory  to  the  F'rincipal,  and 
he  felt  that  he  ought  to  deal  with  the  question  in  accordance  with  the 
following  theories  of  discipline — so-called — theories  which  he  has  held 
for  many  years,  and  which  have  proved  successful  in  practice  : 

(1)  That  good  order  in  the  High  School  is  to  be  considered  a  means 
to  good  work,  is  therefore,  to  be  subordinated  to  the  work,  and  is  to  be 
regarded  as  a  matter  of  course  ; 

?""t(2)  That  such  good  order  is  best  obtained  (a)  by  not  making  a 
point  of  it  and  (b)  by  putting  the  responsibility  for  it  where  it  belongs, 
upon  the  pupil ; 

(3)  That  any  system  devised  for  securing  this  good  order  that  does 
not  have  for  its  aim  the  self-restraint  of  the  pupil,  is  not  worthy  the 
serious  consideration  of  thinking  men  ; 

(4)  That  any  pupil  refusing,  after  due  and  patient  trial,  to  measure 
up  to  his  responsibility  for  good  order,  should  be  separated  from  the 
school. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  1899-'00,  the  Principal  was  in 
some  doubt  whether  or  not  to  attempt  all  these  changes  under  the  harder 
conditions  of  the  old  building  ;  but  expecting  to  be  transferred  to  the 
new  building  in  four  months,  at  the  latest,  and  having  confidence  in  the 
steadiness  of  his  teachers,  he  resolved  to  go  ahead.  He  believes  now 
that  the  decision  was  wise,  though  the  extra  four  months  in  the  build- 
ing on  College  street,  increased  many  times  the  difficulty  of  transition 
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from  the  old  to  the  new  course  of  study,  the  new  marking  system  and 
the  new  system  of  order.  But  the  transition  was  safely  made  ;  not  as 
quickly,  it  is  true,  as  it  would  have  been  made  under  better  conditions, 
but  yet  safely  made  without  any  backward  step.  The  results,  as  seen  in 
the  school  to-day,  more  than  justify  the  changes  and  the  making  of 
them  when  they  were  made. 

I  have  thus,  very  briefly,  both  shown  what  changes  have  been  made 
in  the  school  since  September,  1898,  and  have  also  indicated  what  is 
meant  by  them,  viz.:  (1)  To  give  a  course  equal  to  that  given  in  the 
best  High  Schools  ;  (2)  To  secure,  in  time,  work  equal  in. scholarship  to 
the  best  grade  of  such  schools  ;  and  (3)  to  maintain  the  good  order  nec- 
essary for  such  work  by  securing  self-restraint  and  self-training  as  far  as 
ought  reasonably  to  be  expected  in  High  School  boys  and  girls. 

ATHLETICS. 

A  brief  word  ought  to  be  said  about  the  athletics. 

(1)  They  have  been  put  upon  a  self-supporting  basis,  no  money 
having  been  solicited  for  them  from  citizens,  since  the  fall  of  1898. 

(2)  More  important  still,  they  have  been  made  purely  High  School 
athletics. 

(3)  They  have  served  as  a  rallying  point  for  the  school,  in  school 
spirit,  school  loyalty  and  school  honor. 

(4)  They  have  been  kept  subordinate  to  school  work,  and  must 
always  be  so  kept  or  cease  to  be. 

THE  PRESENT  CONDITION. 

It  remains  to  speak  of  the  present  condition  of  the  school. 

(1)  The  good  order  of  the  school  may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that 
only  two  cases  of  discipline — involving  suspension — have  had  to  be  re- 
sorted to  since  the  opening  of  school,  September  10th  ;  and  from  the 
more  important  fact  that  the  spirit  of  order  pervades  the  whole  school. 

(2)  The  attendance  has  been  much  better  than  at  any  time  in  the 
past  two  years,  the  absences  this  year,  not  counting  cases  of  prolonged 
sickness,  having  decreased  by  nearly  three-fourths  of  their  former  num- 
ber in  any  corresponding  month. 

(3)  The  work  is  better  in  every  way  than  at  any  time  since  Sep- 
tember, 1898  ;  better  in  spirit  and  better  in  quality.  And  the  number 
of  failures,  serious  enough  to  necessitate  dropping,  has  been  only  three 
since  the  opening  of  the  year. 

(4)  The  enterprises  of  the  school  are  all  in  good  condition.  The 
''Register"  is  sustaining  its  good  reputation  both  in  literary  qual- 
ity, and  in  management ;  the  Debating  Society  is  well  attended  and 
well  managed,  and  the  music  clubs  have  been  finally  organized  as  school 
institutions,  working  for  the  interests  of  the  school  and  subject  to  its 
call. 

This  good  condition  of  the  school  is  due  to  a  variety  of  causes.  Any 
enumeration  of  them  would  include  the  faithful  and  harmonious  work 
of  the  body  of  teachers,  the  better  conditions  of  building,  the  better  ar- 
rangement of  school  session  by  which  both  teachers  and  pupils  have 
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leisure  for  careful  preparation,  with  consequent  better  health  as  well  as 
greater  economy  of  effort, the  growing  loyalty  of  the  pupils  to  the  school, 
and  the  hearty  support  of  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Com- 
missioners. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Com- 
missioners for  their  confidence  and  support  while  I  have  been  Principal 
of  the  High  School,  and  to  assure  them  that  I  appreciate  the  compli- 
ment they  have  thus  paid  me.

Report  of  Teacher  of  Drawing. 


Mr.  H.  0.  Wheeler,  Superintendent: 

Dear  Sir  : — Five  years  in  the  service  of  the  Burlington  schools  as 
teacher  of  drawing  only  deepens  my  conviction  regarding  the  great  use- 
fulness of  Art  Education.  Many  of  the  children  whom  I  meet  have 
practical  impulses  and  dispositions,  and  they  welcome  with  eagerness 
employment  that  calls  into  being  the  higher  faculties  of  love  of  harmony, 
fitness,  proportion,  and  color.  Such  children  can  not  always  learn  a 
mass  of  facts  and  repeat  what  they  have  learned,  neither  are  they  ready 
with  tasks  calling  into  play  the  reasoning  powers,  but  they  are  at  home 
in  manual  work,  and  the  drawing  lesson  brings  enjoyment  born  of  self- 
respect  caused  by  a  conscious  increase  of  power,  muscular  and  scientific. 
Throughout  the  schools  the  children  view  their  completed  drawings  and 
articles  constructed  with  a  sense  of  real  ownership,  and  whole  classes 
respond  to  the  question,  "  Would  you  like  to  take  your  work  home  with 
you?"  with  a  unanimous  "Yes,"  which  proves  their  attempts,  works  of 
art  in  one  sense  at  least,  for  William  Morris  defines  an  art  work  as  "one 
which  gives  joy  to  both  producer  and  consumer." 

So  I  hope  we  shall  place  increasing  emphasis  upon  the  more  active 
studies  which  demand  vivid  expression,  such  as  nature  study,  elemen- 
tary science,  art  and  music.  These  studies  furnish  a  two-fold  training, 
employing  both  the  mind  and  senses.  For  this  reason  they  gain  a  more 
vital  hold  upon  the  pupils  than  knowledge  appealing  to  the  intellect 
alone. 

The  old  education  of  the  schools  with  its  memory  training  and  feats 
of  reasoning  was  rounded  out  by  the  varied  industries  of  the  home  in 
which  every  child  was  trained  to  lend  a  willing  hand.  Mary  could  spin 
and  John  could  construct  needed  implements  for  the  farm.  By  such 
experience  qualities  of  mind,  such  as  observation,  creative  faculty,  con- 
structive genius  and  judgment  were  wrought  into  the  characters  of  the 
fortunate  pupils.    Attainments  in  dexterity,  neatness  and  accuracy 
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sometimes  excite  our  wonder  as  we  see  them  displayed  by  our  fathers 
and  mothers,  and  unless  the  school  of  to-day  offers  a  training  equivalent 
to  the  united  efforts  of  home  and  school  as  illustrated  in  the  old  educa- 
tion, the  children  of  to-day  will  be  less  fitted  than  their  fathers  for  the 
practical  responsibilities  of  life.  Hence  we  advocate  an  education  of 
hand  and  mind  together.  Drawing  and  constructive  work  in  paper  or 
in  wood  have  the  great  advantage  of  showing  results  as  they  progress. 
They  are  cooperative  rather  than  individual  in  the  opportunity  they 
afford  for  visible  suggestions  and  interchange  of  ideas.  By  them,  help- 
fulness, an  important  factor  in  life's  experience,  is  encouraged.  In  a 
school  working  for  results  in  drawing,  we  have  a  combination  of  forces 
all  working  toward  a  community  standard.  Under  such  conditions 
discipline  takes  care  of  itself  and  character-building  advances  rapidly. 
The  achievement  of  a  specially  gifted  pupil  is  greeted  with  a  joyful  pride 
of  common  ownership.  Children  comprehend  Art's  message  that 
"Labor  can  be  made  a  delight  and  blessing  to  all."  They  learn  its 
meaning  when  they  try  to  make  things  well  and  at  the  same  time 
beautiful,  when  they  design  a  chair  which  shall  be  constructed  hon- 
estly for  endurance  and  shall  be  made  beautiful  for  enjoyment.  They 
come  to  know  that  Art  elevates  common  life,  and  that  Art's  true  home 
is  at  our  firesides,  in  our  shops  and  in  our  streets,  and  in  looking  for  the 
flower  which  the  teacher  has  described,  the  pupils  find  that  "  beauty  is 
of  times  nearer  when  we  stoop  than  when  we  soar." 

This  all  round  training  which  we  advocate  will  keep  the  young  of 
the  present  day  from  swelling  criminal  ranks.  Statistics  tell  us  that 
"eighty-two  per  cent  of  criminals  in  our  prsons  never  learned  any  kind  of 
trade^  and  that  11  only  six  per  cent,  of  criminals  are  skilled  artisans  or  me- 
chanics. ' ' 

Not  only  would  Art  Education  save  the  child  from  becoming  de- 
generate, but  would  exert  a  powerfully  refining  and  elevating  influence 
by  its  culture.  It  would  render  him  familiar  with  the  art  of  all  ages, 
teaching  him  canons  of  good  taste.  Thus  educated,  he  will  no  longer 
estimate  surroundings  by  the  standard  of  the  almighty  dollar,  but  he 
will  be  filled  with  enthusiasm  for  beauty  and  truth. 

Having  thus  reviewed  ideals  and  aims  of  Art  Education  as  we  un- 
derstand it,  we  review  the  work  of  the  past  year  as  carried  on  to  ac- 
complish those  ideals  and  aims.

Exhibits  were  also  shown  from  Montpelier,  from  Springfield,  Mass., 
from  Plattsburgh  Normal  School,  and  from  Brookline,  Mass.  . 

7.  Great  improvement  as  to  the  artistic  environment  of  the  chil- 
dren has  been  made  during  the  past  five  years.  Art  enters  more  and 
more  into  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  pictures  and  beautiful 
plants. 

8.  A  remarkable  willingness  to  furnish  color  materials  and  to  loan 
models  has  been  shown  by  the  children  during  the  past  year. 

9.  The  best  work  yet  produced  by  B  and  A  Grammar  classes  is  the 
present  work  of  the  A  and  B  classes  at  the  old  High  School  building. 

10.  The  normal  art  classes  of  former  years  at  the  High  School,  re- 
port the  successful  practice  of  the  lessons  studied  by  the  " teacher's 
class,"  thus  proving  the  wide  spreading  influence  of  the  education  gained 
here  applied  in  the  work  of  those  graduates  who  leave  us,

1.  An  adequate  equipment  for  drawing  work  in  the  Grammar  and 
High  Schools.

Report  op  Supervisor  op  Music. 


II.  0.  Wheeler,  Superintendent  : 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom,  I  hand  you  my  report  of  music 
work  done  in  the  public  schools  of  this  city  during  the  year  1900. 

During  the  school  year  closing  June,  1900,  some  portions  of  our  work 
met  with  greater  success  than  usual.    Notably  that  in  the  Converse 
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school,  where  the  work  of  the  pupil  teacher  referred  to  in  my  report  of 
one  year  ago,  was  of  very  great  value.  This  fact,  it  seems  to  me,  should 
convince  the  School  board  of  the  wisdom  of  seeking  the  services  of  some 
one,  either  as  pupil  teacher  or  special  assistant,  who  could  do  the  daily 
music  drill  in  those  classes  whose  regular  teachers  do  not  feel  equal  to 
music  work.  Thus  far  this  year  these  same  classes  are  making  slow 
progress  in  consequence  of  the  lack  of  this  daily  drill.  Of  course  these 
remarks  apply  with  equal  force  to  any  building  where  similar  conditions 
exist.  I  am  happy  to  say,  however,  that  in  no  other  building  is  the 
problem  quite  so  troublesome. 

The  work  in  most  of  the  schools  is  moving  along  systematically, 
and  results  are  fairly  satisfactory. 

In  my  report  of  last  year,  I  referred  to  the  High  School  Chorus.  I 
am  glad  to  say  that  it  fulfilled  our  expectations.  The  music  for  gradu- 
ating exercises  was  furnished  by  the  chorus,  assisted  by  the  Howard 
Opera  House  Orchestra,  and  was  of  a  very  creditable  character.  The 
same  chorus  also  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  singing  at  the  opening  of  the 
Edmunds  High  School  building  in  May,  1900,  an  occasion  anxiously 
waited  for  for  several  months. 

I  desire  to  just  mention  the  fact,  that  the  Association  of  Music  Su- 
pervisors, alluded  to  in  my  former  report,  is  still  alive,  and  held  an  en- 
thusiastic meeting  last  August  at  New  Haven,  Conn.  Methods  were  dis- 
cussed in  the  same  impartial  spirit  which  prevailed  at  Utica.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN* 


Burlington,  Vt.,  January  2,  1901. 

To  the  Trzcstees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library  : 

Again  my  report  begins  with  a  note  of  sorrow,  a  tribute 
to  the  memory  of  the  Hon.  E.  J.  Phelps,  who  was  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  the  foundation  of  the  Library. 
For  some  years  he  had  not  been  able  to  take  an  active  part 
in  the  affairs  of  the  Library  on  account  of  his  long  absences 
from  the  city  as  Minister  of  the  United  States  to  England, 
and  as  a  Professor  of  Law  at  Yale  University.  But  he  did 
not  withdraw  from  his  connection  with  the  management  of 
the  Library,  showing  a  continued  interest  in  its  progress 
when  in  the  city  by  visiting  the  Library  and  inquiring  as  to 
its  growth  and  usefulness.  In  England  as  in  this  country  he 
was  known  and  admired  as  a  man  of  brilliant  social  qualities, 
a  cultivated  scholar,  an  eminent  lawyer,  a  successful  diplo- 
matist ;  while  those  who  knew  him  intimately,  found  him  a 
man  of  marked  individuality  and  valued  him  as  a  sincere  and 
constant  friend  whose  place  cannot  easily  be  filled. 

The  Librarian's  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1900,  the  twenty-seventh  report  since  the  organi- 
sation of  the  Library  and  the  sixteenth  which  I  have  had  the 
privilege  of  laying  before  your  Board,  is  respectfully  submit- 
ted. 
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During  the  last  year,  640  volumes  have  been  added  to 
the  catalogue  of  accessions  and  the  shelf  list,  making  the 
number  so  entered  26,759.  Of  these  103  were  added  from 
binding  periodicals  (35  of  which  were  gifts),  59  were  gifts  of 
volumes,  87  were  bought  to  replace  those  worn  out,  and  424 
were  new  books.  This  does  not  include  a  number  of  gifts, 
government  documents,  etc.,  for  which  there  wTas  no  proper 
place  on  the  shelves.  A  list  of  these  is  kept,  and  they  are 
stored  for  reference  in  a  room  on  another  story.  The  year's 
purchases  for  the  Library  do  not  include  anything  of  special 
importance,  yet  the  average  quality  is  quite  as  high  as  in 
former  years. 

There  were  552  cards  issued  to  applicants  for  the  privi- 
lege of  borrowing  books  from  the  Library,  169  less  than  last 
year.  It  has  been  thought  necessary  to  take  away  the  cards 
from  and  refuse  books  to  several  persons,  who  retained 
volumes  from  the  Library  for  mouths,  or  injured  and  defaced 
them  and  refused  to  pay  the  fines  they  owed. 

The  books  given  out  for  home  use  numbered  49,433,  a 
decrease  of  2,5 72  compared  with  1899,  when  the  circulation 
amounted  to  52,005.  Of  the  books  circulated  36,864  were 
classed  as  fiction  and  books  for  the  young,  1,465  less  than 
last  year.  The  loss  in  circulation  can  be  accounted  for  in 
part  by  the  number  of  book  and  magazine  clubs  that  have 
been  formed  here  recently.  Some  persons  who  came  or  sent 
to  the  library  nearly  every  week  have  not  visited  it  this  year. 
A  new  book  every  week,  coming  regularly  without  even  the 
trouble  of  choosing  it,  supplies  their  wants  and  fills  their 
time  for  reading.  Some  of  the  literary  clubs  have  been  re- 
organized on  a  different  plan,  not  calling  on  the  Library  for 
the  same  assistance  for  their  work.    The  foreign  news  has 
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been  of  an  exciting  nature,  and  many  have  interested  them- 
selves chiefly  in  newspapers.  Those  who  had  friends  in 
China,  of  whose  fate  they  were  uncertain,  were  not  inclined 
to  read  for  recreation  or  to  desire  serious  study.  -Many  find 
it  convenient  to  go  to  the  University  Library  for  their  read- 
ing, and  come  to  this  Library  only  when  they  do  not  find 
their  wants  supplied  there.  Perhaps  also  a  smaller  number 
of  additions  to  the  Library  has  had  some  effect  in  lessening 
the  circulation. 

The  Library  has  kept  up  its  usual  close  connection  with 
the  public  schools  of  the  city.  A  number  of  duplicate  vol- 
umes selected  by  teachers  and  librarian  are  sent  to  the 
schools  and  retained  a  school  term,  if  the  teacher  wishes. 
The  number  taken  depends  entirely  on  the  interest  and  en- 
thusiasm of  the  teacher.  The  use  of  the  Library  by  the 
scholars  for  reference  work  and  study  of  subjects  allied  to 
their  lessons  is  large,  encouraged  by  the  teachers.  The  pupils 
find  that  there  is  a  relation  between  their  ordinary  textbooks 
and  literature,  and  are  also  learning  to  use  more  intelligently 
encyclopaedias  and  various  helps  to  research. 

The  demand  for  the  new  books  of  fiction  has  been  very 
great,  stimulated  by  clever  and  persistent  advertising,  by  ex- 
travagant notices  in  periodicals,  and  a  kind  of  vogue  these 
stories  have  obtained.  It  would  be  impossible  to  satisfy  the 
demand  without  purchasing  a  great  number  of  duplicates  that 
another  year  would  see  useless  on  our  shelves.  Other  books 
on  current  topics  of  the  day  of  somewhat  transitory  nature 
must  be  supplied  in  some  measure  to  meet  the  wants  of  the 
public.  But  as  one  experienced  librarian  has  said,  "  The 
best  in  literature  is  none  too  good  for  the  poorest  mind. "  A 
large  part  of  our  purchases  have  always  been  useful  works  of 
history,  art,  science,  literature,  and  books  of  reference  that 
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will  always  be  available  to  those  who  really  seek  informa- 
tion. 

With  every  year  the  unsuitability  of  the  building  used  to 
store  the  library  books  increases.  Your  attention  has  often 
been  called  to  the  awkward,  inconvenient  entrance  and  stairs, 
the  shabby  library  room,  shelves  so  placed  as  not  to  be  well 
lighted  at  any  time,  the  gradual  injury  to  the  books,  the 
danger  from  fire,  the  heavy  reference  books  that  must  be 
piled  up  or  kept  in  double  rows  on  the  shelves,  the  reading 
room  which  is  no  reading  room  but  a  long  desk  crowded  at 
man}7  hours  of  the  day  and  always  noisy. 

In  every  report  the  need  of  additional  shelf-room  is  en- 
larged upon.  With  every  year's  accessions  the  need  be- 
comes more  pressing.  We  are  hoping  for  some  shelves  in  a 
room  on  another  story,  that  is  not  now  occupied,  to  which  we 
can  remove  some  books  in  least  frequent  use.  The  incon- 
venience of  leaving  the  library-room,  when  these  are  wanted, 
unlocking  doors,  keeping  applicants  waiting,  will  not  be  as 
great  as  the  present  crowded  condition  of  the  Library,  with 
books  in  rows  on  the  floor  and  piled  up  in  the  window  seats. 

The  appendix  gives  a  list  of  those  who  have  given 
books  to  the  Library.  The  newspapers  of  the  city  give  us 
their  issues,  and  publish  gratuitously  lists  of  books.  The 
University  Cynic  and  High  School  Register  are  among  our 
gifts  F.  P.  Stearns  of  Massachusetts  and  Rev.  W.  E. 
Barton  of  Illinois  have  kindly  sent  some  of  their  interesting 
and  useful  publications.  All  of  these  and  many  more  are 
gratefully  acknowledged.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

HEALTH  OFFICER. 


To  the  Honorable >  the  City  Council ; 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
report  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1900. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  during  the 
year  was  three  hundred  and  forty-six  (346).  This  number  in- 
cluded seventeen  (17)  still  births  and  eighteen  (18)  deaths 
of  non-residents  at  hospitals.  If  these  are  omitted  in  making 
the  computation,  the  death  rate,  based  upon  a  population  of 
18,640  according  to  the  Census  of  1900,  is  16.67  to  each  1,000 
inhabitants. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  sixteen  (16)  cases  of  diphtheria  and 
membranous  croup,  twenty-five  (25)  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 
thirty-five  (35)  cases  of  typhoid  fever  and  one  hundred  and 
forty-seven  (147)  cases  of  measles  were  reported.  There 
were  eleven  deaths  from  these  diseases  during  the  year,  two 
(2)  from  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup  ;  one  (1)  from 
scarlet  fever ;  one  (1)  from  measles ;  and  seven  (7)  from 
typhoid  fever.  The  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  reported 
was  somewhat  larger  than  for  a  few  years  past  owing  to  a 
slight  epidemic  in  the  Thayer  school  in  June.    The  first  case 
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originated  from  a  defective  drain  at  the  home  of  the  patient, 
and  the  others  unquestionably  were  contracted,  directly  or 
indirectly  from  the  first.  No  deaths  resulted  among  these 
cases  and  only  two  (2)  during  the  year  from  the  entire  num- 
ber reported. 

The  greatest  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases  were  re- 
ported during  the  first  four  months  of  the  year ;  fortunately 
most  of  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  form,  only  one  death  result- 
ing from  this  disease.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep 
in  check  this,  as  well  as  other  contagious  diseases  ;  the  pa- 
tients are  isolated  and  a  strict  quarantine  maintained  until  all 
danger  of  contagion  has  passed.  The  house  is  then  thoroughly 
disinfected  with  formaldrhyde  gas. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  (147)  cases  of  measles 
reported  during  the  year,  fifty-two  (52)  occurred  during  the 
months  of  May  and  June.  One  death  resulted  from  measles 
complicated  with  bronchitis. 

The  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported  during 
the  year  was  thirty-five  (35).  Of  this  number  twenty-two  (22) 
occurred  during  the  first  four  months  of  the  year ;  the  re- 
maining thirteen  ( 13)  during  the  last  eight  months.  Some  of 
our  citizens  have  been  inclined  to  believe  that  typhoid  fever 
in  Burlington  is  due  to  impurities  in  the  city  water.  Repeated 
analyses  of  water  procured  from  different  parts  of  the  city, 
from  the  lake  directly  over  the  intake,  and  from  various 
points  both  near  and  far  from  the  intake  have  failed  to  show 
any  reasonable  grounds  for  such  belief.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered also  that  many  of  the  cases  reported  to  the  Health 
Officer  of  Burlington  are  undoubtedly  contracted  elsewhere. 
Seven  (7)  of  the  thirty-five  (35)  cases  resulted  fatally  ;  of 

these  seven  at  least  two  are  known  to  have  contracted  the 
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disease  in  other  parts  of  the  state,  and  to  have  come  here  for 
treatment. 

CONSUMPTION. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  as  due  to  consumption 
during  the  year  1900  was  twenty  (20.)  This  is  a  decrease 
over  the  preceding  year  of  eight  (8) ,  or  a  decrease  in  mortality 
of  over  28  per  cent.  The  reason  for  the  decrease  may  be 
due,  in  part,  to  the  fact  that  the  people  at  large  are  begin- 
ning to  realize  that  the  disease  is  contageous.  The  growth 
of  this  knowledge  is  leading  the  people  associated  with  con- 
sumptives to  greater  prescautions  in  regard  to  disinfection 
and  destruction  of  the  sputum.  I  believe  that  an  ordinance 
should  be  passed  requiring  physicians  to  report  all  cases 
of  consumption,  and  the  thorough  disinfection  of  the  house 
after  the  death  or  removal  of  the  patient.

ANALYSIS  OF  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

During  the  year  1900,  the  marriages  in  Burlington  num- 
bered one  hundred  and  seventy-three  (173);  the  births,  five 
hundred  and  forty-five  (545);  and  the  deaths,  three  hundred 
and  forty-six  (346).  Excess  of  births  over  deaths,  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety-nine  (199).  There  were,  in  1900,  twenty- 
nine  (29)  more  marriages,  ninety-two  (92)  more  births  and 
thirty-two  (32)  less  deaths  than  in  1899.  Still  births  are  in- 
cluded in  the  totals  of  births  and  deaths. 
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MARRIAGES. 

The  ratio  of  persons  married,  in  1900,  to  the  whole  popu- 
lation (18,640)  was  1  in  53.81. 

Seasons. — There  were  twenty-nine  (29)  marriages  in  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year,  forty-nine  (49)  in  the  second,  fifty- 
four  (54)  in  the  third  and  forty-one  (41)  in  the  fourth.  The 
month  of  June  had  the  largest  number  of  marriages,  twenty - 
six  (26)  and  the  month  of  March  the  smallest  number,  three 
(3)- 

Nativity. — On  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  grooms  and  one 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  (128)  brides  were  born  in  the 
United  States  ;  twenty-seven  (27)  grooms  and  thirty-two  (32) 
brides  in  Canada  ;  three  (3)  grooms  and  two  (2)  brides  in 
Ireland  ;  and  thirteen  (13)  grooms  and  eleven  (11)  brides  in 
other  countries. 

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  in  1900  was  five  hundred  and 
forty-five  (545),  which  was  ninety-two  (92)  more  than  in 
1899.  In  this  number  are  included  seventeen  (17)  still  births.

Sex. — Males,  two  hundred  and  eighty-three  (283)  ;  fe- 
males, two  hundred  and  sixty-two  (262). 

Parentage. — Three  hundred  and  forty-three  (343)  fathers 
and  three  hundred  and  forty-eight  (348)  mothers  were  born  in 
the  United  States  ;  one  hundred  and  sixteen  (116)  fathers 
and  one  hundred  and  seven  (107)  mothers  were  born  in  Can- 
ada •  six  (6)  fathers  and  three  (3)  mothers  were  born  in  Ire- 
land ;  fifty-six  (5 6)  fathers  and  fifty-six  (56)  mothers  in  other 
countries.  The  nativity  of  twenty-four  (24)  fathers  and 
thirty-one  (31)  mothers  was  unknown. 
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Seasons. — The  largest  number  of  births,  one  hundred 
and  sixty-two  (162),  occurred  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year; 
one  hundred  and  forty-eight  (148)  in  the  first  )  one  hundred 
and  forty-three  (143)  in  the  second  ;  and  ninety-two  (92)  in 
the  fourth. 

Locality. — One  hundred  and  fifty-five  (155)  births  oc- 
curred in  the  Second  Ward  ;  one  hundred  and  forty-nine 
(149)  in  the  Third  Ward  ;  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  (139) 
in  the  Fifth  Ward  ;  sixty-five  (65)  in  the  Fourth  Ward  ;  and 
nineteen  (19)  in  the  First  Ward.

Th3  total  number  of  deaths  in  1900,  including  seven- 
teen (17)  still  births,  was  three  hundred  and  forty-six  (346), 
thirty-two  (32)  less  than  in  1899  and  forty-three  (43)  more 
than  in  1898.  With  a  population  of  18,640  the  ratio  of 
deaths,  exclusive  of  still-births,  and  eighteen  (18)  non- 
residents at  hospitals  was  16.67,  or  one  death  in  59.93  of  the 
population.

The  greatest  number  of  deaths,  ninety-four  (94)  oc- 
curred in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  ;  the  smallest  number, 
seventy-nine  (79)  in  the  first,  The  greatest  monthly  mor- 
tality was  in  April  and  September,  thirty-six  (36)  deaths, 
each  ;  and  the  smallest  twenty-three  (23)  deaths  was  in 
June.

One  hundred  and  fourteen  (114)  of  the  deaths,  including 
seventeen  (17)  still  births,  were  of  children  under  one  year  of 
age,  which  was  32.94  per  cent  of  all  deaths  ;-  seventeen  (17) 
were  of  children  between  one  and  five  years  of  age,  or  4.91 
per  cent  of  all  deaths  ;  twenty-four  (24)  were  between  five  (5) 
and  twenty  (20)  years  of  age,  or  6.8  per  cent  of  all  ;  sixty-six 
(66)  were  between  twenty  (20)  and  fifty  (50)  years  of  age,  or 
19.07  per  cent  of  all;  sixty-two  (62)  were  between  fifty  (50) 
and  seventy  (70)  years  of  age,  or  17.9  per  cent  of  all  ;  sixty- 
three  (63)  were  seventy  (70)  and  over,  or  18.2  per  cent  of  the 
total.

CITY  PHYSICIAN. 


To  H,  R.   Watkins,  M.  D.,  Health  Officer: 

I  herewith  beg  leave  to  submit  my  report. 
Since  my  appointment  as  City  Physician  April  25,  1900,  to 
January  1,  1901,  I  have  visited  the  Poor  Farm  39  times. 
The  health  of  inmates  upon  my  last  visit,  I  found  in  general, 
good.  In  addition  to  my  duties  at  the  Poor  Farm,  I  have 
been  called  upon  as  City  Physician  to  attend  about  910  pa- 
tients in  10 1  families  visited.  From  this  number,  had  eight 
deaths,  causes  of  death  being  :  Old  age,  one;  phthisis  pul- 
monalis,  two;  cholera  infantum,  two;  appendicitis,  one;  heart 
disease,  one  ;  and  one  malarial  fever.  In  addition  to  this  I 
have  had  154  consultations  at  office.

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TWELFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THK 

WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Honorable ,  the  City  Council,  City  of  Burlington  : 

GENTLEMEN  : — In  compliance  with  the  city  ordinance, 
the  Water  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  the  following, 
their  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1900, 

The  receipts  from  water  rates  for  the  year  have  been 
$49,093.46,  an  increase  of  $310.75  over  the  receipts  of  last 
year.  This  excess,  following  the  recent  reduction  of  rates, 
is  largely  due  to  the  use  by  the  village  of  Winooski  of  from 
ten  to  eighteen  thousand  cubic  feet  per  day  for  the  last  three 
months  of  the  year. 

A  temporary  connection,  between  the  fire  service  of  the 
Burlington  Flouring  Company  and  the  Winooski  mains  with 
a  three  inch  meter  in  the  cellar  of  the  Flouring  Mill  was  in- 
stalled and  maintained  by  the  Winooski  Aqueduct  Company 
without  expense  to  the  City  of  Burlington.  The  temporary 
line  crossing  the  bridge  has  not,  as  yet,  been  taken  up, 
though  it  has  been  disconnected  at  both  ends,  and  the  meter 
removed.  There  is,  at  present,  no  connection  between  the 
Winooski  Aqueduct  Company  and  those  of  this  city. 

The  unusually  large  amount  of  the  unpaid  bills  for 
water,  $425.27,  an  excess  of  $346.55  over  the  amount  report- 
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ed  a  year  ago,  is  due  to  our  inability  to  collect  bills  to  the 
amount  of  $326.35  for  metered  water  furnished  to  a  depart- 
ment of  the  city. 

The  water  supply  is  now  off  for  non-payment  in  four 
places  only,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  expect  that  the  city 
will  be  the  loser  by  reason  of  the  non-payment  of  any  of  the 
bills  carried  forward. 

The  indicated  pumpage  for  the  year,  312,896,525  gallons, 
is  about  4,000,000  in  excess  of  that  of  1899.  Taking  into 
account  the  fact  that  of  this  amount  about  11,000,000  were 
consumed  in  Winooski,  it  is  apparent  that  our  consumption 
for  the  year  has  been  about  7,000,000  less  than  for  1899,  or 
about  35,000,000  less  than  that  of  1893. 

The  pumping  machinery  has  recently  been  thoroughly 
overhauled  and  is  in  condition  to  render  as  efficient  service 
as  at  any  time  since  its  purchase. 

The  stone  post,  mentioned  in  the  recorded  description  of 
the  Pumping  Station  premises,  as  marking  the  intersection 
of  the  north  line  of  the  right  of  way  with  the  west  line  of 
Lake  Street,  has  not,  as  yet,  been  set. 

In  response  to  a  resolution  of  your  Honorable  Board, 
calling  upon  the  Central  Vermont  Railroad  Company  to  va- 
cate Lake  street,  or  arrange  to  set  apart  other  land  accepta- 
ble to  the  city  in  lieu  thereof,  a  representative  of  that  cor- 
poration recently  visited  this  city,  and  was  shown  the  loca- 
tion of  Lake  street  and  the  water  main  in  the  North  Lumber 
yard.  The  latter  lies  along  under  the  railroad  track  from 
Cranes's  office,  northerly,  for  a  distance  of  about  two  thou- 
sand feet. 

The  condition  of  the  market,  though  tending  to  lower 
prices,  has  not  been  such  as  to  encourage  extensions,  and  it 
has  again  been  deemed  best  to  curtail  pipe  laying  wherever 
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possible,  without  serious  detriment  to  the  service,  and  make 
correspondingly  increased  deposits  to  the  sinking  fund. 

The  receipts  for  1899,  the  amount  provided  for  disburse- 
ment in  1900,  have  proved  sufficient  to  meet  the  current-  ex- 
penses of  the  department,  interest  included,  pay  a  debt  of 
$2,200.00,  authorized  by  your  Honorable  Board  for  Construc- 
tion, and  increase  the  sinking  fund  by  112,296.58. 

The  bonded  debt  of  the  city  incurred  for  this  department 
is  made  up  as  follows  :

Fifteen  thousand  of  the  issue  due  in  1906  are  held  by  the 
sinking  fund.  There  is  no  other  outstanding  indebtedness 
incurred  for  the  water  department. 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  amendment  to  the  city  charter 
requiring  that  "A  sum  not  less  than  five  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  of  the  gross  receipts  from  all  sources  derived  from 
the  use  of  water  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  of  December  of 
the  year  previous,  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  sinking, 
fund,  to  be  applied  in  the  reduction  of  the  bonded  and  other 
indebtedness  of  the  city  incurred  for  the  benefit  of  the  water 
department,"  deposits  have  been  made  with  the  City  Treas- 
urer as  follows  :

The  resolution,  establishing  a  discount  on  all  bills  for 
-water  paid  before  10  P.  M.,  of  the  10th  day  of  the  month  in 
which  they  become  due,  has  now  been  in  force  for  three  col- 
lection periods.  About  eighty-five  per  cent,  of  the  water 
takers  save  the  discount,  and  the  saving  in  office  work  is 
considerable. 

While  the  regulations,  in  regard  to  the  granting  of  the 
discount,  have  been  generally  satisfactory,  there  have  been, 
as  was  to  be  expected,  some  instances  of  parties  who  felt,  or 
claimed  to  feel,  that  during  the  first  ten  days  of  the  water 
collection  period,  they  were  too  busy  to  attend  to  the  matter, 
and  that,  in  their  case,  the  discount  should  be  permitted  on 
the  nth  or  later.  But  few  such  cases  have  come  to  our  no- 
tice, nearly  all  of  the  delinquent  rate  payers  appreciating  the 
fact  that  some  rule  is  necessary,  and  that  the  five  per  cent,  is 
but  a  small  penalty  for  their  thoughtlessness  or  neglect. 

Your  Water  Commissioners  appreciate  the  fact  that  they 
have  no  authority  to  make  exceptions  to  the  regulations  pro- 
vided for  their  guidance,  and  in  the  matter  of  discounts,  have 
seen  no  cause  to  recommend  that  exceptions  be  made.  Our 
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experience  indicates  that  with  continued  fair  and  impartial 
observance  of  the  regulations,  in  regard  to  discount,  the  gen- 
eral satisfaction  with  the  same  will  increase,  rather  than 
diminish,  The  statements  occasionally  made,  "  If  every 
one,  paying  later  than  the  ioth,  loses  his  discount,  I  am  wil- 
ling to,  but  if  there  are  any^exceptions,  I  wish  to  be  included 
in  the  list."  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  your  instruc- 
tions, in  this  matter,  have  been  carefully  followed. 

The  number  ofithose  to  whom  any  considerable  variation 
in  the  amount  of  the  water  bill  immediately  suggests  inaccu- 
racy of  the  meter,  as  also  the  number  of  those  who  fail  to 
appreciate  the  peculiarity  of  the  request  that  water  wasted  be 
furnished  at  a  less  rate  than  the  same  quantities  legitimately 
used,  is  becoming  noticeably  less. 

Owing  to  the  better  acquaintance  of  the  general  public 
with  the  water  meter,  and  in  part,  no  doubt,  to  the  frequent 
inspections  now  in  vogue,  there  have  been,  during  the  year, 
but  two  written  applications  for  rebate  of  meter  bills.  In 
neither  case  were  we  able  to  recommend  to  your  Honorable 
Board  that  the  request  be  granted,  and  in  neither  case  was 
it  granted. 

Biological  and  chemical  examinations  have  been  made 
as  usual,  at  the  laboratory  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.

HIGH  SERVICE. 

The  consumption  on  the  high  service,  as  indicated  by 
the  pumping  record  of  that  station,  was  about  thirteen  million 
gallons,  or  about  4  per  cent,  of  that  of  the  low  service.  Of 
this  amount  about  77^  percent,  was  measured  to  consumers 
through  meters.  Four  per  cent,  was  estimated  to  have 
been  used  where  meters  stopped  and  where  it  was  inexpe- 
dient to  apply  meters,  five  per  cent,  was  the  estimated  loss  in 
the  motor,  and  about  13^  per  cent,  remains  unaccounted  for. 

About  82  per  cent,  of  the  pumpage  was  accomplished  by 
the  automatic  machine,  operated  by  down  town  consump- 
tion, and  the  remaining  18  per  cent,  by  the  auxiliary  steam 
plant. 

METERS.

To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  of  Burlington  for  the 
year  ending  December  3 1,  1900.  This  report  includes  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  all  fires  and  alarms  that  have  occurred 
during  the  year,  with  the  losses  and  insurance  as  near  as  can 
be  ascertained. 

It  also  contains  an  inventory  of  the  equipment  and 
effects  of  each  fire  station,  with  a  report  of  the  condition 
thereof,  and  a  table  of  facts  relating  to  the  force  of  firemen 
in  the  present  service  together  with  certain  recommenda- 
tions and  suggestions  which  in  my  judgment  will  tend  to  the 
improvement  and  successful  working  of  the  Fire  Department. 

manual  force. 

The  present  force  of  the  department  is  as  follows  :  chief 
engineer,  two  assistant  engineers,  four  captains,  four  drivers, 
six  pipemen  and  ladder  men,  one  electrician  and  twenty- 
seven  call  men.  There  have  been  three  suspensions  during 
the  past  year  in  the  regular  force. 
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APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  the  follow- 
ing :  Oae  second-class  Button-steam  fire  engine,  one  Bab- 
cock  double  tank  chemical  engine,  (50 gall,  tanks),  3  four- 
wheel  two-horse  hose  wagons,  one  hook  and  ladder  truck,  one 
exercise  wagon  and  two  hose  sleds. 

HOSE. 

The  department  has  at  present  4,650  feet  of  good  hose, 
and  1,500  feet  of  medium  quality  hose. 

HORSES. 

There  are  at  present  8  horses  in  the  department,  all  in 
active  service.  Of  the  horses  in  station  two,  one  is  in  fair, 
the  other  in  poor  condition.  One  team  in  station  three  is  not 
suitable  for  the  present  service  ;  in  station  one,  three  of  the 
horses  are  in  good  condition,  one  not  suitable. 

HARNESSES. 

The  harnesses  in  the  department  are  in  fair  condition, 
but  will  soon  need  repairing,  and  one  new  set  should  be  pur- 
chased. 

HOUSES. 

At  present  all  houses  are  in  a  good  state  of  repair,  ex- 
cept that  they  are  badly  in  need  of  painting  to  prevent  them 
from  decay.

FIRE  LOSS. 

The  most  reliable  statistics  place  the  estimated  loss  at 
$245,333.34;  insurance  paid,  $122,880.48.  Estimated  value 
of  property,  $5?7>738-34- 

In  response  to  call  for  aid  the  department,  during  the 
year,  attended  outside  of  the  city  limits,  November  21,  at 
Winooski.  Number  three  station  was  ordered  to  place  of 
fire,  where  it  was  in  service  nine  hours. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  department  the  past  year  was 
$14,764.29.  The  appropriation  was  $14,000.  Now,  as  it  can 
be  plainly  seen  that  it  is  impossible  to  run  this  department 
with  the  appropriation  made  last  year,  I  would  ask  that  the 
appropriation  for  the  year  1901  be  $16,000,  as  we  are  greatly 
in  need  of  new  apparatus,  hose,  and  other  supplies  to  main- 
tain the  efficiency  of  the  department. 

NUMBER  OF  BUILDINGS  IN  THE  CITY. 

Brick  and  stone  buildings,  eleven  hundred  and  seventy- 
two  ;  wooden  buildings,  three  thousand  two  hundred  and 
sixty-one. 

FIRE  ALARM — CHANGES  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  several  changes 
made  :  The  lines  have  been  shortened  and  renewed  and 
made  more  substantial.  Our  fire  alarm  system  is  in  good 
condition  but  a  few  alterations  are  needed. 

WATER  supply. 

Our  water  supply  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the 
last  few  years.  The  pumping  station  now  has  a  capacity  of 
1,800,000  gallons  every  twenty-four  hours.  It  is  composed  of 
two  pumps.  This  capacity  gives  an  average  water  pressure  of

about  75  pounds,  and  at  extreme  pressure  120  pounds.  We 
have  now  in  use  in  our  city  213  hydrants. 

I  also  desire,  at  this  time,  to  call  your  attention  again 
to  the  necessity  of  adding  to  the  number  of  fire  hydrants,  as 
at  present  in  some  parts  of  the  city  it  requires  long  lines  of 
hose  which  is  a  decided  detriment  to  the  working  of  the  de- 
partment. 

In  order  to  get  full  power  of  our  hydrants  and  do  good 
and  effective  work,  our  lines  of  hose  should  be  made  as 
short  as  possible.  - 

The  first  cost  of  putting  in  a  hydrant  is  really  the  only 
expense  as  the  maintenance  thereafter  is  merely  nominal, 
therefore  in  my  judgment,  it  is  cheaper  to  have  a  large  num- 
ber of  hydrants  and  less  quantity  of  hose. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Under  this  head  I  beg  again  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
urgent  necessity  of  the  adoption  of  the  recommendations 
made  in  previous  reports  which  have  not  been  acted  upon. 
They  are  briefly  as  follows  : 

One  new  horse  for  station  one  ;  a  horse  and  wagon  for 
the  chief  ;  to  build  a  suitable  building  for  station  one  and 
the  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  ;  also  a  new  modern  hook 
and  ladder  truck,  as  the  one  now  in  use  is  not  equal  to  the 
rest  of  the  apparatus,  and  the  inconvenient  arrangements  for 
the  handling  of  this  piece  of  apparatus  have  been  plainly 
apparent  for  some  time;  to  connect  all  stations  with  the  pub- 
lic telephone;  to  appoint  a  city  electrician;  better  fire  pro- 
tection in  our  places  of  amusements. 

To  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the  use  and  storage 
of  calcium  carbide. 
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I  would  also  recommend  that  at  least  three  Vageur 
Beder  smoke  protectors  be  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  de- 
partment, as  they  are,  in  my  opinion,  the  most  practical  and 
useful  instruments  in  aiding  the  department  to  save  life  and 
property. 

I  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  urgent  need 
of  a  new  exercise  wagon,  as  the  one  now  in  use  is  in  an  un~ 
safe  condition,  being  dangerous  to  life  to  respond  to  an  alarm 
in  its  present  condition,  as  it  is  beyond  repairing. 

Also  to  the  urgent  need  of  additional  fire  alarm  boxes. 
Some  portions  of  the  city  are  unprovided  for  and  it  is  mis- 
leading to  the  department  when  responding  to  an  alarm  in 
some  parts  of  the  city,  the  distance  between  boxes  being  so 
great. 

The  need  of  compulsory  provision  of  portable  escapes 
in  each  room  of  all  hotels, boarding  houses  and  lodging  houses 
and  high  buildings.  For  several  years  my  recommendations 
for  additional  fire  protection  and  apparatus  were  set  aside, 
notwithstanding  that  property  in  certain  sections  of  the  city 
is  not  properly  protected  and  I  feel  that  your  honorable  body 
must  agree  with  me  that  to  save  in  the  matter  of  cost  for 
additional  fire  protection  and  new  apparatus  at  the  constant 
risk,  of  human  life  and  great  destruction  of  property,  is  a 
false  and  expensive  economy  and  I  can  not  too  strongly 
urge  the  absolute  importance  of  providing  for  these  press- 
ing and  immediate  needs. 

ELECTRICAL  INSPECTOR, 

As  this  is  an  important  matter  in  connection  with  the 
fire  department,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  again  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  subject.  I  would  recommend  that  there  should 
be  a  city  electrician,  and  that  he  shall  have  the  supervision 
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of  the  construction  of  all  wires  and  appliance  used  in  the 
interior  of  all  buildings,  public  or  private,  including  electri- 
cal plants,  and  of  every  wire  and  appliances  within  any- 
building  designed  to  carry  or  supply  electrical  current,  and 
shall  have  the  right  to  prohibit  the  use  of  any  wire  or  appli- 
ance which  shall  be  defective  or  dangerous,  either  in  ma- 
terial or  workmanship.  Experience  is  teaching  us  that  in 
the  construction  of  wires  and  appliances  designed  for  electri- 
cal purposes  upon  public  streets  and  in  private  ways,  there 
is  great  danger  to  life  and  property,  unless  such  work  is 
properly  performed.  Up  to  this  time  there  has  been  no 
adequate  means  provided  by  the  city  for  an  intelligent  su- 
pervision of  such  work.  A  longer  delay  in  this  matter  may 
bring  serious  results. 

Attention  has  been  called  to  this  important  matter  in 
previous  reports  ;  but  additional  force  is  lent  to  this  suggestion 
at  this  time  by  the  fact  that  during  a  heavy  storm  in  the  past 
year  the  fire  alarm  system  was  almost  entirely  crippled  for  a 
period  of  three  days,  the  cause  being  heavily  charged  electric 
wires  coming  in  contact  with  the  fire  system.  This  resulted 
in  burning  out  six  boxes  and  three  tap  bells,  rendering  one 
complete  circuit  useless  for  a  period  of  three  days.  This 
encroachment  on  the  premises  of  the  fire  system,  by  string- 
ing wires  in  dangerous  proximity  thereto,  should  by  all  means 
be  stopped.  Some  rules  and  regulations  should  be  adopted 
in  relation  thereto,  and  a  competent  electrician  appointed 
who  shall  be  authorized  to  see  that  such  rules  and  regulations 
are  not  violated. 

I  trust  that  your  Honorable  Board  will  be  impressed  with 
the  importance  of  this  matter,  and  will  take  proper  steps  to 
accomplish  the  necessary  measures. 
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REMARKS. 

During  the  past  year  only  two  fires  of  any  considerable 
magnitude  have  occurred.  The  total  fire  loss  for  the  year 
was  somewhat  larger  than  in  the  preceding  year,  but  consider- 
ing the  great  amount  of  property  involved  in  the  two  large 
fires,  and  the  opportunities  which  existed  for  a  far  greater 
loss,  the  total  results  for  the  year  are  very  creditable  to  the 
fire  department. 

And  stopping  to  consider  the  matter,  one  cannot  but  be 
impressed  by  the  brief  duration  and  insignificance  of  the 
greater  number  of  fires  that  occur,  as  compared  with  those  in 
the  years  before  the  existence  of  the  paid  fire  department. 
And  with  the  greatest  personal  satisfaction  I  can  only  con- 
clude that  this  is  to  the  credit  of  the  paid  department,  and 
not  only  this,  but  the  excellent  records  of  the  years  past 
could  only  be  attained  by  general  excellence,  systematized 
methods,  and  close  attention  to  duty  on  the  part  of  the  pres- 
ent fire  department. 

In  connection  with  the  above  it  is  pertinent  to  here  re- 
mark, that  of  all  the  departments  in  this  or  any  city,  the  fire 
department  must  come  first  in  point  of  importance.  It  is  the 
department  which  is  called  upon  to  perform  the  most  import- 
ant duties,  with  scarcely  a  moment  for  plans  to  be  made,  and 
the  slightest  error  is  liable  to  result  in  wholesale  destruction 
of  property  and  possibly  loss  of  life.  Therefore  it  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  that  men  of  cool  judgment  and  experi- 
ence should  be  at  the  head  of  the  department,  and  that  after 
having  proved  their  competency  for  the  position  they  occupy, 
they  should  only  be  removed  for  good  and  sufficient  cause. 

Having  referred  to  the  brief  duration  of  the  greater 
number  of  fires  that  occur,  it  is  consistent  and  valuable  to 
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again  note  that  58  per  cent,  of  all  the  fires  during  the  past 
year  were  put  out  with  the  chemical  engine.  This  practical 
piece  of  apparatus  has  proven  of  invaluable  service  where 
prompt  measures  were  required,  not  only  in  saving  property 
from  damage  by  fire,  but  from  damage  by  water  which  would 
otherwise  have  had  to  be  used. 

For  the  best  interests  of  the  fire  department,  I  feel  it  in- 
cumbent on  me  to  here  pass  opinion  on  a  resolution  recently 
submitted  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen  regarding  rating 
and  payment  of  the  call  men  on  a  system  of  percentage,  at- 
tendance at  every  fire  during  a  year  giving  a  perfect  percent- 
age, absences  from  fires  lowering  the  percentage,  the  rating 
and  payment  of  the  men  corresponding  with  their  percent- 
age standing. 

In  my  opinion  such  a  system  would  not  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  fire  department.  Under  such  a  system,  the 
men  would  come  to,  feel  a  certain  amount  of  liberty  to  ab- 
sent themselves  from  a  fire  if  the  same  occurred  at  a  time 
inconvenient  or  unpleasant  for  them  to  attend.  They 
would  feel  that  in  absenting  themselves  they  would  merely 
suffer  the  loss  of  a  small  percentage,  and  that  that  would  be 
the  entire  substance  of  the  matter.  This  might  prove  a  seri- 
ous matter  if  it  should  occur  on  some  night  when  weather 
conditions  tended  to  keep  many  indoors. 

Furthermore,  the  keeping  of  such  a  percentage  system, 
as  can  be  readily  understood,  would  be  such  a  complicated 
matter,  would  require  such  an  endless  amount  of  detail  work, 
that  it  would  be  highly  impractical.  Far  better  be  it  to 
have  it  definitely  understood  what  amount  of  compensation 
the  call  men  are  to  receive,  have  attendance  at  all  fires 
where  their  services  are  needed  compulsory,  and  have  sick- 
ness, death  in  the  family  or  permitted  absence  from  home, 
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the  only  excuses  that  would  be  accepted  for  non-attendance 
at  fires. 

In  closing  this  thirty-fifth  annual  report,  I  wish  to  ex- 
tend to  the  officers  and  members  of  this  department  my  sin- 
cere thanks  for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  they  have  per- 
formed their  several  duties.  I  also  extend  to  your  honorable 
body  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  many  courtesies  shown  me 
by  you  while  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.  Your  willing- 
ness at  all  times  to  aid  us  by  furnishing  such  improvement 
as  the  organization  of  this  department  has  demanded  from 
time  to  time,  has  been  very  gratifying  to  me,  and  should  be 
appreciated  by  all  citizens  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our 
department. 

My  thanks  are  extended  to  all  persons  with  whom  I 
have  been  associated  in  the  performance  of  my  official  duties 
as  chief  of  the  department.

Gentlemen  : — The  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  of  the 
City  of  Burlington  submit  to  your  honorable  body  their  Tenth

STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

For  use  in  this  department  we  have  received  from  the  City 
Treasurer  the  following  several  amounts  : 

Balance  on  hand  January  1,  1900,  $23.47  >  from  the  high- 
way tax,  $26,459.75  ;  State  highway  tax,  re-apportionment 
for  1899  and  1900.  $646.38  ;  which  makes  the  total  amount 
for  our  use  during  the  year,  $27,129.60.

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There  has  been  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for  curbing, 
sidewalk  and  sprinkling  assessments  $10,731.19,  and  for  work 
done  for  other  departments  of  the  city,  including  the  sale  of 
crushed  stone,  collected  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets, 
$4,666.68,  which  amount  having  been  used  by  this  department 
the  second  time,  makes  the  total  amount  received  by  this  de- 
partment $42,527.47.  Of  this  sum  there  has  been  expended 
by  our  Superintendent  of  Streets  during  the  year,  as  shown  by 
his  report,  $42, 506. 72, leaving  an  unexpended  balance  on  hand 
January  1,  1901,  ot  $20.75. 

PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENT  FUND. 

In  this  department  we  had  on  hand  January  1,  1900,  a 
balance  of  $1,000.00  and  from  the  sale  of  crusher  plant  to  the 
Street  Department  $2,000.00,  making  a  total  of  $3,000.00, 
which  amount  has  been  expended  in  brick  pavement  on  Pearl 
street,  under  the  direction  of  the  Advisory  Board. 

SEWER  DEPARTMENT. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  and  placed 
to  our  credit  by  the  City  Treasurer  for  sewer  purposes  was 
$500.00  and  there  was  assessed  against  the  abutting  property 
for  work  done,  as  ordered  by  the  City  Council  and  paid  into 
the  City  Treasury,  $835.21,  making  a  total  of  $1,335.21.  We 
have  expended  during  the  year  #1,312.20,  leaving  a  balance  on 
hand,  January  1,  1901 ,  of  $23.01 . 

ELECTRIC  LIGHTS. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  for  electric 
lights  for  the  year  1900  was  $13,440.00  and  the  cost  of  the 
same  for  the  year  was  $13,164.61,  leaving  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $275.39. 
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We  now  have  172  lights  to  which  should  be  added  a  small 
light  in  Mechanics  Lane,  for  which  the  city  pays  $10.00,  which 
will  make  the  total  cost  for  lights  for  the  year  1901, 
$13,770  op. 

For  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount  spent  in  the 
above  mentioned  departments  and  for  what  purpose  it  has 
been  expended,  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  our  Superintend- 
ent of  Streets. 

For  the  uniform  courtesy  shown  us  by  your  honorable 
board,  and  your  heart}7  co-operation  in  our  work,  we  tender 
you  our  sincere  thanks.

We  have  examined  the  books  and  vouchers  of  the 
Street  Department,  and  find  them  correct. 


The  work  of  a  permanent  character  done  is  as  follows  : 

Bank  street — Curbed,  the  gutters  paved,  5  foot  concrete 
sidewalks  laid  and  the  roadway  gravelled  from  St.  Paul  street 
to  Champlain  street,  and  also  curbed  and  the  gutters  paved 
from  Champlain  street  to  Battery  street. 

Battery  street — Curbed,  the  gutters  paved,  and  an  eight 
inch  macadam  roadway  laid  from  College  street  to  Pearl 
street. 

Brookes  avenue — The  roadway  gravelled  from  Prospect 
street  westerly,  a  distance  of  500  feet. 

Cherry  street — The  roadway  gravelled  from  Champlain 
street  to  Battery  street. 

Howard  street — The  roadway  gravelled  from  Union 
street  to  Willard  street. 

Mansfield  avenue — Curbed,  the  gutters  paved  and  5  foot 
concrete  sidewalks  laid  from  Colchester  avenue  to  L,oomis 
street. 

Maple  street — The  roadway  from  St.  Paul  street  to  Bat- 
tery street  was  resurfaced  with  crushed  stone. 

Pearl  street — Curbing  reset  from  Clarke  street  to  Wi- 
nooski  avenue,  widening  the  roadway  5  feet,  and  the  road-

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way  paved  with  brick  from  Church  street  to  Winooski  avenue. 
The  total  cost  was  $4,133.86,  of  which  the  Permanent  Fund 
furnished  $3,000,  it  being  the  balance  of  the  fund. 

Pine  street — Roadway  from  Howard  street  southerly,  a 
distance  of  1800  feet,  resurfaced  with  crushed  stone,  and  the 
roadway  gravelled  from  Cherry  street  to  Pearl  street. 

Prospect  street — Roadway  gravelled  from  Pearl  street  to 
IyOomis  street  and  a  5  foot  concrete  sidewalk  laid  on  the  west 
side  from  Main  street  to  Maple  street. 

Shelburne  street — Filling  the  ravine  at  the  Englesby 
farm  caused  the  most  of  the  expense,  and  that  was  for  labor, 
as  the  earth  was  generously  donated  by  Mr.  Henry  Holt. 

Union  street — Roadway  was  repaired  from  Main  street 
to  Maple  street,  making  it  a  first  class  macadam  with  3  foot 
brick  gutters.  For  a  distance  of  two  hundred  feet  north  from 
Maple  street,  an  experiment  was  made  at  a  cost  of  thirty 
cents  per  square  yard,  by  using  tarred  macadam,  E.  F. 
Moore  doing  the  work.  This  is  an  entirely  new  feature 
here,  but  it  is  highly  recommended  by  some  of  the  larger 
cities,  and  the  result  will  be  watched  with  a  good  deal  of  in- 
terest. 

Willard  street — Curbed,  the  gutters  paved  and  5  foot 
concrete  sidewalks  laid  from  North  street  to  Charles  street. 
Also  curbed,  the  gutter  paved  and  a  5  foot  concrete  sidewalk 
laid  on  the  east  side  from  Pearl  street  to  IyOomis  street. 

But  two  crossings,  both  of  stone,  have  been  laid  as  fol- 
lows : 

One  across  Brookes  avenue  at  Willard  street. 
One  across  Bradley  place  at  Union  street. 
A  concrete  crossing  in  Union  street  at  south  side  of 
Main  street,  was  replaced  with  brick.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

CITY  ENGINEER, 


To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  annual  report  of  the  City  Engineer 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1900,  is  herewith  respect- 
fully submitted. 

As  usual  this  report  is  brief,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
details  of  construction  and  costs  are  found  in  the  reports  of 
other  departments. 

The  customary  work  of  giving  lines,  grades  and  eleva- 
tions for  curbing,  grading  and  sidewalks  was  given  the  street 
department  upon  the  following  named  streets  : 

Bank  street,  1376.38  feet  of  curbing  and  687.4  feet  of 
walk;  Battery  street,  2214.15  feet  of  curbing  (including  curb 
reset);  Bradley  Place,  628.7  feet  of  curbing  and  3 16.4  feet  of 
walk  ;  Mansfield  avenue,  2088.46  feet  of  curbing  and  1946.55 
feet  of  walk;  North  street,  309.85  feet  of  walk;  Prospect 
street,  135.8  feet  of  curbing  and  759  feet  of  walk;  St.  Paul 
street,  721  feet  of  walk  (including  flag  replaced  with  concrete)  ; 
Pearl  street,  509.2  feet  of  curbing  reset ;  Union  street,  1531. 
feet  of  curbing  reset  ;  Willard  street,  1540.8  feet  of  curbing 
and  1888.95  feet  of  walk  ;  Williams  street,  200.7  feet  of  walk. 
The  total  length  of  new  curbing  set  during  the  year,  7843  99 

12 
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feet,  and  the  total  length  of  new  walk  laid  was  6539. 1  feet, 
with  a  total  area  of  3665.61  square  yards. 

The  measurements  for  curbing  include  returns  for  drive- 
ways and  street  intersections.  After  completion,  the  work 
was  measured  and  assessment  maps  made,  showing  number 
of  feet  of  curbing  and  square  yards  of  walk  to  be  assessed 
against  each  property  owner  abutting  the  above  improve- 
ments. 

Stakes  were  set  giving  grade  for  resurfacing  776  feet  of 
macadam  roadway  on  Maple  street  ;  1100  feet  of  macadam 
roadway  and  400  feet  of  gravel  roadway  on  Pine  street ;  950 
feet  of  gravel  roadway  on  Prospect  street  ;  and  762  feet  of 
macadam  roadway  on  Union  street.  The  necessary  lines, 
grades  and  elevations  were  given  for  the  paving  of  470.25 
feet  on  Pearl  street  with  brick.  The  area  paved,  including 
the  street,  intersections,  was  2033.6  square  yards. 

The  Street  Department  received  2512.53  cubic  yards  of 
rubble  from  Isle  L,a  Motte,  and  978.6  cubic  yards  of  Cold 
Spring  gravel  from  West  Haven.  Other  stone  used  upon  the 
streets  was  taken  from  Willard's  L,edge,  of  which  no  record 
was  kept  in  this  office. 

The  customary  work  for  the  sewer  department  consisted 
in  giving  the  necessary  lines,  grades  and  elevations  for  the 
construction  of  sewers  in  the  following  named  streets  : 

Bank  street  51.4  feet  ;  Bradley  Place  319.6  ;  Bright  street 
565.1  feet;  Central  avenue  350  feet ;  Drew  street  26 1. 2  feet  ; 
Henry  street  328.6  feet  ;  Monroe  street  148  feet  ;  Union  street 
442 . 1  feet  : .  making  a  total  of  2466  feet. 

After  completion  of  the  work,  measurements  were 
taken  and  maps  and  plans  made,  showing  owner's  names  and 
the  number  of  feet  frontage  of  the  abutting  property  ;  these 
maps  and  plans  were  used  in  making  out  the  assessments. 
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Maps  were  also  made  which  gave  not  only  the  frontages  but 
the  connections,  openings,  direction  of  flow,  etc.,  which  are 
preserved  for  future  reference. 

For  the  water  department,  lines,  grades  and  elevations, 
have  been  given  on  the  following  named  streets  : 

Bank  street,  Battery  street,  East  avenue  and  Wright: 
avenue. 

Street  lines  or  grades  or  both  have  been  given  to  appli- 
cants who  intend  to  build  or  otherwise  improve  their  property. 
The  following  streets,  Buell,  Green,  Hayward,  and  Maple,  and 
Marble  avenue  were  renumbered  and  the  correct  numbers 
given  for  each  door.  Correct  numbers  were  given  all  who 
applied  for  them.

OF  THE 

CITY  ATTORNEY. 


To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Since  my  last  report,  but  one  suit  has  been  instituted 
against  the  city.  This  is  a  bill  in  Chancery  brought  by  Mr. 
Loomis  J.  Smith  to  enjoin  the  city  from  the  collection  of  cer- 
tain assessments  for  street  improvements  and  is  returnable  at 
the  approaching  term  of  our  County  Court. 

The  case  of  John  J.  Brothers  against  the  City,  which  was 
pending  a  year  ago,  was  heard  before  Hon.  M.  A.  Bingham, 
whose  report  was  filed  at  the  September  term  of  the  County 
Court,  1900.  A  hearing  was  had  upon  the  report,  but  the 
Court  as  yet  has  handed  down  no  decision. 

The  suit  of  the  Rutland  Railroad  Company  against  H.  E. 
Sails  and  that  of  R.  S.  Taft  against  the  City  are  still  pending. 
The  only  other  cases  in  which  the  city  is  interested  are  the  in- 
dictments against  the'  Champlain  Transportation  Company 
and  Shepard  &  Morse  Lumber  Company  for  obstructing  King 
street  and  Main  street,  respectively.  It  is  expected  that  one 
of  these  cases  will  be  tried  at  the  approaching  term  of  the 
County  Court.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

CHIEF  OF  POLICE. 


To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  law,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  my  report  of  the  Department  of  Police  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1900. 

The  expense  of  the  department  has  increased  over  that  of 
the  preceding  year,  by  the  addition  of  two  patrolmen  on  the 
streets  adjacent  to  the  lumber  mills  and  yards,  and  a  special 
officer  at  Lakeside  till  midnight  and  on  Sunday  afternoons 
from  June  1st  to  Sept.  15th,  This  extra  police  service  has 
been  provided  in  response  to  the  earnest  appeal  of  the  lumber 
interests  and  the  imperative  demand  of  the  insurance  compa- 
nies who  have  made  the  service  a  condition  to  the  preservation 
of  normal  insurance  rates. 

The  large  number  of  special  policemen  required  during 
the  week  of  the  street  fair  held  during  the  month  of  August  ; 
also  called  for  added  expenditure,  license  fees  collected  reim- 
bursed the  City  Treasury  for  the  increased  outlay,  but  not 
this  department. 

It  is  to-  the  credit  of  the  city,  and  a  source  of  gratification 
to  the  department  and  particularly  to  me,  that  so  good  order 
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prevailed  ;  notwithstanding  the  large  crowds  in  our  city  every- 
day,  that  not  a  single  arrest  was  made  during  the  continuance 
of  the  fair. 

During  the  year  over  nine  hundred  complaints  have  been 
made  to  the  office,  and  investigated  by  the  department.  In 
but  a  small  percentage  of  these  cases  has  it  been  necessary  to 
make  arrests.  While  there  have  been  several  petty  burglaries 
committed  within  the  year,  in  most  instances  the  perpetrators 
have  been  detected  and  punished  ;  although  a  few  of  the 
culprits  are  still  at  large,  it  is  my  belief  the  burglaries  in  every 
instance  were  the  work  of  novices  and  home  talent. 

The  records  of  the  department  show  that  during  the  year 
1900,  the  whole  number  of  arrests  was  231  as  against  326  in 
1899,  which  if  equally  good  order  has  prevailed  is  a  record  of 
which  the  city  has  reason  to  be  proud  ;  for  in  the  best  governed 
communities,  generally  speaking,  there  are  the  fewest  arrests.. 
The  arrests  made  are  classified  as  follows  : 
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The  above  classification  does  not  include  arrests  made 
by  Sheriff  Reeves  and  his  Deputies  or  by  the  city  constable.

calls  and  complaints. 

The  office  is  kept  open  day  and  night  so  that  a  call  on 
the  department  in  person  or  by  telephone  may  receive  a 
ready  response. 

I  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  that 
portion  of  my  report  of  1899  in  relation  to  the  present  office 
accommodations  of  the  department. 

Although  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  is  the  head  of  the  de- 
partment, I  shall  at  all  times  be  glad  to  receive  from  any 
member  of  the  Board  any  suggestions  calculated  to  improve 
the  efficiency  of  the  force.

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One  hundred  and  two  respondents  were  convicted,  sixteen 
were  acquitted,  twenty-nine  were  discharged  on  nolle  prosequi, 
and  two,  who  were  out  of  the  Vermont  Industrial  School  on 
parole,  were  returned  into  the  custody  of  the  Superintendent  of.

This  makes  each  ' 'paying  patient"  receive  an  average 
of  $1 .59  per  week  as  charity,  besides  the  benefit  of  the  equip- 
ment and  of  gratuitous  medical  and  surgical  care,  and  leaves 
a  balance  of  2,005  weeks  as  pure  charity,  to  free  patients,  as 
well  as  the  523  out  door  patients  who  were  also  entire  char- 
ity. For  part  of  this  charity,  of  course  the  donors  of  free 
beds  are  entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  the  recipients. 

The  daily  average  of  the  patients  throughout  the  year 
has  been  60  y%.

MAYOR'S  MESSAGE. 


Delivered  Before  the  City  Council  April  I,  1901. 


To  the  Honorable,  The  Board  of  Aldermen: 

In  keeping  with  the  practice  of  my  predecessors  in  office 
and  in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  City  Charter,  I  pre- 
sent for  your  consideration  a  few  facts  and  suggestions  which 
I  trust  may  prove  of  some  value  in  assuming  the  management 
of  the  affairs  of  the  municipality,  but  which  are  not  put  forth 
as  covering  the  entire  scope  of  the  city's  business  for  the  com- 
ing year. 

In  the  first  place  I  consider  it  important  that  we  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  our  respective  offices  with  a  full  appreciation  of 
the  fact  that  we  are  the  servants  or  employees  of  the  citizens  as 
a  whole.  We  should  aim  to  conduct  the  public  business  and  to 
regulate  the  public  service,  upon  the  same  business  principles 
that  we  would  apply  in  the  conduct  of  a  private  enterprise, 
mindful,  however,  of  the  fact  that  our  success  cannot  be  gauged 
by  money  standards  alone,  but  to  a  great  degree  must  be  meas- 
ured by  the  standard  of  improved  sanitation,  better  municipal 
service,  improved  public  utilities,  and  a  higher  citizenship. 

Municipal  government,  while  it  should  be  conservative, 
should  also  be  progressive.    The  city  which  expends  the  least 
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cannot  so  truly  boast  of  its  municipal  service  as  the  one  which, 
keeping  its  expenditures  within  reasonable  limits,  receives  most 
in  return  for  its  money.  Progressiveness  is  imperative,  but  at 
the  same  time,  of  equal  necessity  is  the  keeping  of  pur  tax  rate 
within  reasonable  limits. 

A  community  like  our  own,  demanding  many  of  the  im- 
provements and  luxuries  of  the  larger  cities,  which  luxuries  by 
the  way  soon  come  to  be  looked  upon  as  necessities,  must  expect 
an  increase  in  municipal  expenses ;  or  choosing  the  other  alter- 
native, must  be  willing  to  go  back  to  the  times  of  impure  water, 
improper  drainage,  dark  streets,  poor  roads,  no'  sidewalks, 
cramped,  unsanitary  and  unventilated  school-houses,  and  less 
efficient  service  in  our  police,  fire  and  other  departments.  We 
can,  however,  afford  to  take  no  step  backwards,  "and  if  we 
would  attract  to  our  city,  so  beautiful  in  its  location  and  sur- 
roundings, a  desirable  class  of  residents,  who  in  considerable 
numbers  are  nowadays  looking  towards  the  smaller  cities  as 
desirable  places  in  which  to  live,  we  must  not  only  maintain 
our  present  position,  but  must  ever  be  alive  to  the  necessities 
and  the  benefits  of  modern  municipal  management. 

While  we  may  thus  properly  set  for  ourselves  a  high 
ideal,  we  must  bear  in  mind,  as  in  the  proper  management  of 
private  affairs,  that  we  must  strive  to  attain  it  only  by  proper 
methods  and  under  proper  limitations  as  to  time  and  expense. 
Judicious,  economical  and  honest  management  are  absolute 
essentials'  to  proper  municipal  government. 

Allow  me  to  say,  gentlemen,  that  it  seems  to>  me  to  be  the 
duty  of  every  one  of  you  to  take  upon  yourselves  the  full  re- 
sponsibility of  every  measure  and  of  every  matter  of  business 
which  shall  come  before  your  honorable  body.  Concentration 
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of  effort  and  centralization  of  responsibility  will  prove  much 
more  valuable  to  the  people  than  any  unnecessary  division  of 
duties.  While  matters  may  properly  be  referred  to  commit- 
tees for  investigation  and  (report,  still  it  is  the  duty  of'  each 
member  to  assume  in  a  whole-hearted  manner,  the  full  re- 
sponsibility which  has  been  entrusted  to  him  by  the  people. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  the  bonded  debt  of 
the  city  was  $625,000,  and  the  sinking  fund  $64,076.40,  leav- 
ing a  net  bonded  indebtedness  of  $560,923,60.  This  amount 
will  be  increased  $20,000  by  the  issue  of  school  bonds  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  vote  of  the  City  Council,  March  27th,  1901. 
A  proper  estimate  of  the  safe  limitation  of  indebtedness  of  a 
municipality  is  not  based  entirely  upon  its  property  valuation, 
but  is  modified  by  the  character  of  the  debt  incurred. 

For  example,  a  debt  incurred  in  establishing  or  perfecting 
a  public  utility  which  afterwards  becomes  a  paying  investment, 
must  be  deducted  from  a  statement  of  the  indebtedness  of  a 
municipality,  in  estimating  its  borrowing  capacity. 

In  making  the  above  statements,  I  do  not  wish  to  be  under- 
stood as  favoring  any  increase  of  our  bonded  indebtedness 
unless  necessity  shall  require  it,  but  desire  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  our  actual  indebtedness,  the  interest  on  which 
must  be  provided  for  by  taxation,  is  considerably  less  than  ap- 
pears from  an  unqualified  statement  of  our  financial  condition. 
In  proof  of  this  position  I  need  but  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  included  in  our  bonded  debt  is  $248,000  in  water 
bonds,  and  further  that  our  water  department  pays  annually 
its  running  expenses  and  the  interest  on  these  water  bonds,  and 
for  two  years  past  has  paid  a  profit  which  if  continued  twenty 
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years,  will  provide  a  sinking  fund  more  than  sufficient  to  retire 
its  bonds.  Therefore,  I  say,  gentlemen,  that  in  a  proper  state- 
ment of  our  financial  condition  as  affecting  an  estimate  of  a 
safe  limitation  of  municipal  indebtedness,  we  should  deduct 
from  our  actual  net  bonded  debt  of  $580,923.60,  the  amount 
of  our  water  bonds,  $248,000,  leaving  a  balance  against  us  for 
future  provision  of  $332,923.60.  This  latter  amount  is  the 
only  one  which  the  financial  world  will  charge  against  us  in 
estimating  our  safe  borrowing  capacity. 

Last  month  a  statement  was  presented  by  the  School  De- 
partment, showing  the  necessity  of  a  better  and  more  commo- 
dious school  building  to  replace  the  present  Archibald  Street 
building,  and  asking  for  $25,000  for  its  construction.  Should 
it  appear  necessary  to  provide  such  a  sum  (approximately) 
during  the  coming  year,  I  see  no  reason  why  it  may  not  be 
provided  safely  and  properly,  by  the  issuance  of  school  bonds. 
I  shall  not  favor  its  provision  by  any  method  which  will  in- 
crease our  present  rate  of  taxation. 

A  statement,  by  my  predecessor  in  office,  of  our  liabilities, 
January  ist,  1901,  together  with  the  estimated  expenses  and  re- 
ceipts for  the  year,  has  been  presented  to  your  honorable  body. 
A  review  of  this  statement  makes  it  clear  that  the  estimates 
therein  contained  have  been  thoughtfully  prepared  and  that  a 
tax  of  150  cents  on  the  dollar  of  the  grand  list,  should  be 
voted  to  provide  for  our  current  expenses  and  for  the  sinking 
fund.  Our  tax  rate  has,  in  my  opinion,  reached  the  safe  maxi- 
mum limit.  A  small  increase  in  our  property  valuation,  which 
at  present  is  nearly  thirteen  and  one  quarter  millions  of  dollars, 
and  a  slight  decrease,  if  possible,  in  the  expenses  of  our  various 
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departments,  may  enable  us  in  the  near  future,  to  hold  our  tax 
rate  somewhat  below  the  dollar  and  a  half  mark. 

The  completion  of  the  Edmunds  High  School  Building, 
during  the  past  year,  marks  a  new  era  in  our  City's  educational 
progress.  Burlington  is  essentially  an  educational  city,  and 
the  erection  of  this  modern  building,  which  ranks  with  the 
finest  and  best  equipped  high  school  buildings  in  New  England, 
is  an  important  step  in  still  further  establishing  the  position  of 
our  beautiful  city  as  one  of  the  leading  educational  centers  of 
Xew  England.  From  a  purely  business  point  of  view,  I  con- 
sider the  cost  of  the  Edmunds  High  School  Building  a  wTise  in- 
vestment and  believe  that  it  marks  the  beginning  of  a  new  era 
of  prosperity. 

When  the  Adams  school  building  is  re-constructed,  as  it 
will  be  during  the  coming  summer,  probably  no  city  of  equal 
size  in  New  England,  or  in  this  section,  can  boast  so  large  a 
number  of  fine,  well  appointed  and  modern  school  buildings, 
as  can  Burlington, — a  fact  which  is  becoming  widely  known 
and  to  our  advantage. 

The  last  ten  years  has  been  marked  as  a  decade  of  school- 
house  construction,  but  the  large  and  increasing  number  of 
children  of  school  age  in  the  city,  makes  it  imperative  that  we 
still  further  extend  this  era  of  school-house  building.  The 
rapid  growth  of  the  city  in  the  vicinity  of  ''Lakeside  Park"  and 
the  "Addition'''  will  make  it  necessary  for  the  city  to  provide 
a  new  school  building  for  this  section  in  the  near  future,  while 
the  overcrowded  condition  in  the  Archibald  Street  School  is 
such  as  to  make  the  question  of  relief  in  that  quarter  by  the 
provision  of  a  more  commodious  structure,  a  question  of 
present  moment. 
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I  feel  no  hesitancy  in  stating  that  the  sanitary  condition 
of  our  city  is  excellent,  and  altogether  satisfactory.  We  should, 
however,  always  be  on  the  alert  for  improvement  in  every  di- 
rection that  will  tend  towards  the  stamping  out  of  unhealthy 
conditions  and  surroundings  and  the  jugulation  of  preventable 
diseases.  Diphtheria,  scarlatina,  measles,  small  pox,  con- 
sumption and  typhoid  fever,  are  preventable  diseases,  and  our 
citizens  must  be  educated  to  a  higher  respect  for  proper  san- 
itary measures  and  strict  quarantine,  in  their  management. 
As  bearing  upon  this  point,  I  respectfully  urge  upon  your  hon- 
orable body,  the  necessity  of  the  passage  of  a  city  ordinance, 
requiring  physicians  and  heads  of  families  to  report  all  cases 
of  consumption  to  the  Health  Officer.  The  fact  of  the  con- 
tagiousness of  this  disease  is  settled,  and  the  disinfection  or 
destruction  of  the  sputum  of  consumptives,  and  the  disin- 
fection of  apartments  occupied  by  them  is  a  public  necessity. 

The  wide  spread  prevalence  of  small  pox  throughout  a 
large  section  of  our  national  domain,  and  its  recent  introduc- 
tion into  our  own  State,  calls  our  attention  anew  to  the  im- 
portance of  vaccination.  While  this  epidemic  has  been  gener- 
ally of  a  mild  character,  it  is,  nevertheless,  sufficient  to  cause 
alarm  and  to  warn  every  community  to  take  steps  to  prevent 
its  ingress.  The  only  protection  from  this  dreaded  scourge 
is  in  vaccination.  I  am  not  informed  whether  or  not  our  State 
Board  of  Health  will  consider  compulsory  vaccination  neces- 
sary. However,  I  believe  it  advisable  for  our  City  Health 
Department  to  order  the  vaccination  of  all  children  in  the  city 
under  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  of  all  above  this  age  who  are 
attending  any  school.    Such  immediate  action  I  recommend. 
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Should  the  disease  become  epidemic,  our  only  safe  course 
would  consist  in  general  compulsory  vaccination. 

In  this  connection  I  wish  to  add  that  I  believe  the  erection 
of  a  proper  "Detention  Hospital"  for  the  care  of  all- classes  of 
contagious  diseases  to  be  one  of  the  necessities  of  the  near 
future. 

The  subject  of  pure  food  is  one  which  is  very  properly 
receiving  much  thought  at  the  present  time.  I  mention  it 
here  to  call  your  attention  to  the  advisability  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  "Inspector  of  Milk"  and  an  "Inspector  of  Meat." 
It  is  of  vital  importance  that  the  quality  of  these  two  staple 
food  products,  supplied  to  our  citizens,  be  of  the  best.  A 
large  quantity  of  milk  is  daily  brought  into  the  city  from  a 
variety  of  sources  and  under  varying  conditions  as  to  quality, 
purity  and  cleanliness.  While  a  major  part  of  this  milk  supply 
is,  in  my  opinion,  the  best  obtainable,  I  am  aware  that  some  of 
it  would  fall  below  a  proper  standard.  For  these  reasons  I 
consider  it  our  duty  to  institute  some  method  for  its  proper  in- 
spection. It  is  my  own  opinion,  further,  that  we  should  permit 
no  milk  to  be  sold  in  our  city,  except  from  tuberculin  tested 
herds. 

It  may  be  objected  that  we  do  not  need  an  "Inspector  of 
Meat"  on  the  ground  that  a  large  percentage  of  our  meat  sup- 
ply is  from  the  West  and  that  all  W estern  beef  has  been  prop- 
erly inspected  before  shipment.  The  fact  remains,  however, 
that  a  large  amount  of  native  beef,  veal  and  other  meats  is 
annually  sold  in  our  city,  and  the  proper  inspection  of  the  same, 
especially  with  reference  to  beef  from  tuberculous  cattle,  is  of 
the  utmost  importance  to  the  health  of  this  community.

I  have  spoken  above  of  the  necessity  of  preventing,  as  far 
as  possible,  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases,  and  as  a  means 
to  that  end  I  urge  the  propriety  of  the  disinfection  of  our  public 
library  once  or  twice  every  year,  and  of  the  disinfection  of  the 
books  which  go  into  general  circulation  at  shorter  intervals. 

The  breach  of  sections  4  and  5  of  Chapter  XV  of  the 
"Revised  Ordinances"  of  the  city  is  of  such  frequent  occur- 
rence, that  I  take  this  opportunity  to  say  that  their  observance 
will  be  insisted  upon.    These  ordinances  are  as  follows  : 

Chapter  XV,  Section  4. — 

No  owner  or  occupant  of  a  stable  within  the  limits  of  the 
fire  district  shall  permit  more  than  one-half  of  a  cord  of  manure 
to  accumulate  or  remain  uncovered  outside  of  a  building  nor 
permit  the  grounds  therewith  to  be  foul  or  unclean.  The  cellar 
of  every  stable  and  of  every  store,  or  other  building  used  for 
storage,' shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  at  least  three  times  in  each 
year ;  once  in  the  months  of  April,  August  and  November,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  the  board  of  health  shall  require.  No 
person  shall  permit  any  manure,  house  offal,  or  other  noxious 
refuse  to  accumulate,  nor  shall  any  such  substance  be  kept  or 
maintained,  within  fifty  feet  of  any  school-house  or  of  any 
dwelling  house,  other  than  the  house  of  the  owner  or  occupant 
of  the  premises,  where  such  material  or  substance  is  placed,  or 
within  fifty  feet  of  any  street  in  said  fire  district,  without  the 
permission  of  the  city  council. 

Chapter  XV,  Section  5. — 

No  person  shall  remove  through  the  streets  located  within 
the  fire  district,  any  house  offal,  kitchen  refuse,  or  any  other 
iioxious  or  decaying  liquid  or  solid  matter,  except  in  liquid 
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tight  vessels  or  vehicles  with  close  covers,  so  constructed  and 
used  as  to  effectually  confine  the  same  therein ;  nor  shall  any 
person  remove  through  an}^  of  the  streets  of  the  city  any 
manure,  rubbish,  or  other  refuse  material,  except  in  vehicles 
with  canvas  or  other  close  fitting  covers,  such  as  will  prevent 
the  same  from  dropping  therefrom  while  being  removed. 

The  needs  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library  have  been  repeat- 
edly brought  to  the  attention  of  this  Board.  Of  its  condition 
and  its  increasing  usefulness,  one  may  judge  by  the  report  of 
its  Librarian  published  in  the  Annual  City  Report.  Its  great 
need  is  for  a  new  building  in  which  it  may  be  properly  and 
safely  housed.  In  these  days  of  library  building,  I  feel  it  is 
not  too  much  to  hope  that  in  the  near  future  the  way  and  the 
means  may  appear  for  the  erection  of  a  modern  commodious 
fire-proof  building  for  the  Fletcher  Library. 

The  affairs,  of  the  various  departments  are  being  judi- 
ciously and  honestly  managed,  and  you  are  no  doubt  informed 
of  their  condition  and  needs  from  a  study  of  their  reports  and 
from  your  acquaintance  with  city  affairs. 

The  old  Cherry  Street  School  property  has  been  for  some 
time  in  the  market,  and  as  it  yields  no  income  to  the  city,  I 
favor  its  early  sale. 

The  subject  of  a  Public  Park  on  the  lake  shore,  often  has 
been,  and  at  present  is  being,  discussed  by  many  of  our  citizens. 
Certainly  nothing  could  add  more  to  the  attractiveness  of  our 
city  and  the  healthfulness  of  our  people  than  the  possession  of 
such  a  park  where  all  could  go  for  relaxation  and  enjoyment. 
This  subject  is  worthy  of  early  consideration  on  account  of  the 
rapidly  increasing  value  of  the  lake  front.    It  certainly  will  be 
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considered  a  public  calamity  a  generation  hence,  if  the  city  does 
nut  own  an  outing  place  on  the  lake  shore. 

According  to  the  census  of  1900,  the  population  of  our  city 
was  18,640,  an  increase  of  4,050  in  the  ten  years  from  1890  to 
10,00.  While  these  figures  doi  not  indicate  a  rapid  or  unusual 
development,  I  think  there  is  no  question  but  what  our  growth 
as  a  city  has  been  a  gradual  and  healthy  one,  and  I  feel  no 
hesitancy  in  saying  that  our  increase  in  population  during  the 
last  decade,  together  with  our  development  along  all  material 
lines,  which  tend  to  make  our  city  a  better  place  in  which  to 
live,  has  been  of  a  degree  and  quality  of  which  we  may  well  be 
proud. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  say,  that  I  shall  expect  your 
hearty  co-operation  in  the  conduct  of  all  public  business,  and 
trust  that  our  administration  of  the  same  may  be  marked  by 
positive  moral  and  political  honesty,  and  a  lack  of  unreasona- 
ble partisanship.

Thirty-eight  students  (fifteen  girls  and  twenty- three  boys) 
have  been  aided  by  this  fund.  Twenty-four  in  the  High  School 
and  fourteen  in  the  University  of  Vermont.  The  amount  of 
assistance  received  in  individual  cases  has  ranged  all  the  way 
from  $12.00,  the  tuition  of  a  single  term  in  the  High  School, 
to  $320.00,  the  tuition  of  the  entire  course  in  the  University. 

Of  the  twenty-four  High  School  students,  a  number  are 
continuing  their  education  in  higher  institutions  of  learning. 
Of  the  fourteen  who  received  aid  in  the  University,  ten  have 
graduated  and  have  already  entered  professional  life  or  busi- 
ness, but  presumably  their  earnings  have  not  as  yet  been  large.

SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 

During  the  past  year  some  of  the  school  property  has 
been  greatly  improved. 

At  the  Edmunds  High  School,  the  physical  and  chemical 
laboratories  have  been  prepared  for  use,  the  rooms  for  the 
botanical  and  biological  laboratories  have  been  finished  and  a 
good  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  equipment  of  all  the 
laboratories.  Although  considerable  apparatus  has  been  pro- 
vided, much  more  will  be  required,  which  can  be  added  from 
time  to  time  to  meet  demands  as  they  may  arise. 

Great  changes  have  been  made  in  the  High  School 
grounds.  The  original  plan  involved  a  terrace  around  the 
building  with  direct  walks  from  Main  and  South  Union  streets 
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to  the  north  and  west  entrances  and  stone  steps  leading  up  to 
the  building. 

The  execution  of  this  plan,  including  the  stone  work, 
would  have  been  expensive,  and  the  plan  itself  was  objectiona- 
ble to  many. 

The  School  Commissioners,  after  careful  consideration  of 
the  matter,  decided  to  change  the  plan  of  grading,  by  doing 
away  with  the  terrace,  direct  walks  and  stone  steps,  and  substi- 
tuting therefor  a  gradual  incline  to  the  streets,  and  easy  curved 
approaches  to  the  north,  west  and  south  entrances. 

By  the  present  plan,  access  to>  the  building  is  much  easier 
and  more  convenient  than  before,  and  the  appearance  of 
grounds  and  building  is  generally  considered  to  be  greatly  im- 
proved. 

Late  in  the  season  a  large  amount  of  shrubbery  was 
planted  which  will  add  beauty  to  this  school  property  in  which 
our  people  justly  take  so  great  pride. 

The  use  of  this  building  another  year  confirms  our  first 
impression  as  to  its  beting  admirably  adapted  to  its  purpose. 

In  connection  with  the  grading  another  effort  was  made 
to  protect  the  building  from  water  by  sinking  a  deeper  drain 
than  that  laid  before,  east  of  the  building.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  effort  will  prove  successful. 

ADAMS  SCHOOL. 

In  my  last  report  it  was  stated  that  the  School  Commis- 
sioners recommended  that  the  Adams  School  be  converted 
into  an  eight  room  building  by  a  change  similar  to  that  em- 
ployed at  the  Pomeroy  School. 

Plans  for  such  a  transformation  were  drawn  by  Mr.  W. 
R.  B.  Willcox,  but  the  present  School  Commissioners,  after 
thorough  investigation,  taking  into  account  appearance,  size, 
accommodations  and  cost,  decided  that  it  would  be  for  the  in- 
terest of  the  city  to  construct  a  new  building.    Mr.  Willcox 
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submitted  plans  for  a  new  building  embodying  the  features 
desired  by  the  Commissioners,  and  they  were  approved  and 
adopted. 

Bids  were  called  for,  and  the  contracts  for  construction 
were  awarded  to  William  Cayea  for  general  construction,  and 
to  The  G.  S.  Blodgett  Co.  for  warming,  ventilating  and  plumb- 
ing, they  being  the  lowest  bidders. 

Soon  after  the  close  of  last  school  year,  the  old  building 
was  demolished,  and  the  work  of  construction  was  begun.  The 
construction  is  progressing  favorably  under  the  very  competent 
supervision  of  Mr.  George  B.  Rand.  It  is  expected  that  the 
building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  early  in  the  Spring  term, 
and  the  different  classes  composing  the  school  will  be  installed 
in  their  new  home  before  the  close  of  the  year.  Thus  far  the 
classes  of  this  school  have  been  widely  'distributed.  The  un- 
graded school  went  back  to^  the  Star  Hose  building,  and  the  C 
Grammar  and  A  Intermediate  classes  were  placed  in  the 
Grammar  Annex  building;  the  B  and  C  Intermediate  classes 
were  assigned  to  rooms  in  the  Edmunds  High  School ;  the  A 
and  B,  and  a  part  of  C  Primary  classes  to  the  Howard  Hose 
building,  and  the  lower  division  of  C  Primary  to  the  dwelling 
house  formerly  occupied  by  Mr.  C.  W.  Brown,  530  South 
Union  street.  This  assignment  has  been  inconvenient,  and 
teachers  and  pupils  have  been  subject  to  great  discomforts, 
but  they  have  cheerfully  made  the  best  of  the  unfavorable  sit- 
uation. 

In  making  provisions  for  the  Adams  School  pupils  as  indi- 
cated, it  was  found  to  be  necessary  to  give  up  temporarily  the 
Kindergarten  connected  with  the  school.  This,  I  trust,  will 
be  re-opened  on  completion  of  the  new  building.  - 

On  completion  of  the  Adams  School  a  general  system  of 
schools  of  this  character  will  have  been  established,  and  to  this 
system  additions  can  be  made  as  the  needs  of  the  City  may  re- 
quire.   From  a  financial  standpoint  I  regret  to  add  that  such 
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additions,  unless  all  indications  aire  misleading,  must  soon 
come. 


The  usual  incidental  repairs,  necessary  for  the  proper  ap- 
pearance and  preservation  of  the  school  property  were  made  in 
other  buildings,  but  nothing  else  worthy  of  special  mention 
was  done. 

LAKESIDE  PARK  SCHOOL. 

In  the  report  of  last  year  it  was  mentioned  that  the  School 
Commissioners  had  arranged  for  rooms  for  a  school  at  Lake- 
side Park.  These  rooms  are  in  a  building  erected  and  owned 
by  the  Queen  City  Cotton  Company,  situated  on  the  south  west 
corner  of  Wright  and  Conger  Avenues.  This  school  was 
opened  at  the  beginning  of  last  Spring  term  and  placed  in 
charge  of  Miss  Laura  L.  Brownell,  assisted  by  Miss  Emma  A. 
Robair.  The  need  of  this  school  was  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  there  were  ninety-six  (96)  pupils  in  the  school  the  first 
term.  Miss  Ella  M.  Brownell  was  appointed  to  the  Park 
Avenue  School  which  had  an  attendance  of  twenty-six  (26) 
that  term. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term,  a  Kindergarten  was 
opened  in  connection  with  the  Lakeside  Park  school,  and  the 
combined  enrollment  of  C  Primary  and  Kindergarten  was  one 
hundred  and  fourteen  (114). 

The  B  and  A  Primary  and  C  Intermediate  pupils  from  this 
section  of  the  City  were  sent  to  the  Park  Avenue  school  in 
which  the  enrollment  for  the  term  was  fifty-five  (55). 

Thus  there  were  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  (169)  pupils 
cared  for  in  these  two  buildings — both  of  which  were  rented 
by  the  city. 

It  is  evident  that  the  city  cannot  safely  depend  upon  such 
accommodations  for  present  needs,  and  with  the  prospect  of 
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new  industries  in  this  vicinity,  the  demand  for  adequate  and 
suitable  school  rooms  here  is  greatly  accentuated. 

The  opening  of  a  Kindergarten  at  Lakeside  Park  was  a 
very  beneficient  act.  In  no  other  part  of  the  city  is  there  so 
great  need,  of  a  Kindergarten — and  the  choice  of  Miss  Susie 
A.  Beach  for  Kindergartner  was  a  fortunate  one.  Miss  Emma 
A.  Robair  was  assigned  to  the  Primary  division  of  this  school, 
and  her  command  of  the  French  language  has  been  well  nigh 
an  essential  qualification  for  the  position. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Miss  Laura  L.  Brownell  and 
Miss  Ella  M.  Brownell  were  assigned  to  Park  Avenue  School, 
to  which  all  pupils  of  this  section  above  the  C  Primary  grade 
were  sent. 

To  have  required  the  C  Intermediate  pupils  of  this  school 
to  go  to  the  High  School  would  have  been  practically  prohibit- 
ive of  "their  attendance  at  school.  The  present  arrangement  is 
manifestly  a  great  convenience  to  the  pupils  of  this  part  of  the 
city. 

STAR  HOSE  INTERMEDIATE. 

Attention  was  directed  in  last  year's  report  to  the  over- 
crowded condition  of  the  C  Intermediate  class  in  the  Lawrence 
Barnes  School,  due  to  the  reception  of  pupils  in  that  grade  from 
the  Lawrence  Barnes  and  Archibald  Street  A  Primary  classes. 

To  avoid  this  congestion  the  pupils  passing  from  the  A 
Primary  grade  in  Archibald  Street  School  to  the  C  Intermedi- 
ate grade  were  sent  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term  to  the 
Star  Hose  building,  and  Miss  Ruth  E.  Vancor  was  assigned  to 
the  school.  The  opening  of  this  school  was  a  great  relief  to 
the  Lawrence  Barnes  School.  But  having  two  schools,  the  C 
Intermediate  and  Ungraded,  under  two  teachers  in  the  same 
room  at  the  same  time  is  an  arrangement  which  has  been  simply 
tolerated  because  of  necessity. 
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On  the  completion  of  the  new  Adams  School,  the  Un- 
graded school  can  return  to  the  Grammar  Annex  building. 
This  is  the  most  central  and,  therefore,  convenient  location 
for  such  a  school  which  the  city  now  affords. 

ARCHIBALD  STREET  PRIMARY. 

Your  attention  was  called  in  my  last  report  to  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  Archibald  Street  Primary  School.  That  con- 
dition not  only  continues  but  grows  constantly  worse.  The 
enrollment  for  the  last  Spring  term  in  this  school  was  one 
hundred  and  twenty-nine  (129),  for  the  last  Fall  term  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  (125),  and  during  the  present  term, 
when  visiting  the  school,  an  attendance  that  day  of  one  hun- 
dred and  seventeen  (117)  was  reported  to  me. 

One  hundred  and  eight  desks  are  crowded  into*  the  as- 
sembly room,  and  daily,  twice  as  many  pupils  occupy  the  recita- 
tion rooms  as  should  be  accommodated  in  them. 

Justice  to  this  part  of  the  city,  and  the  comfort,  health  and 
proper  educational  care  of  the  children  in  it,  all  unite  in  de- 
manding a  commodious  and  well  appointed  building  for  the 
district. 

GENERAL  CONDITIONS. 

With  but  few  changes  in  course  of  study,  in  text  books 
and  in  teachers  employed,  the  work  of  the  schools  has  been 
substantially  like  that  of  the  last  few  years.  Moreover,  the 
work  of  our  schools,  in  general  scope  and  method,  is  very 
much  like  that  of  other  cities  of  our  country  of  similar  size 
and  conditions.  Pupils  pass  from  our  schools  and  enter  cor- 
responding grades  in  other  cities,  and  come  from  other  cities 
and  enter  corresponding  grades  in  our  schools,  and  usually 
our  schools  do'  not  suffer  in  comparison  with  other  schools  in 
this  exchange  of  pupils.  There  is  sometimes  a  difference  of 
emphasis,  and  sometimes  an  unimportant  change  in  order  of 
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studies — but  these  differences  are  usually  of  little  consequence. 

Very  little  stress  has  been  placed  by  us  upon  mere  exhi- 
bition work,  and  our  main  effort  has  been  directed  to  an  all- 
round  symmetrical  training. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  the  policy  of  our  Board  of 
School  Commissioners  to  secure  good  representatives  from  the 
best  Normal  and  training  schools  in  this  and  other  States,  and 
a  glance  at  the  list  of  the  institutions  from  which  our  teachers 
have  come,  will  show  the  wide  range  of  the  higher  educational 
institutions  from  which  we  have  drawn. 

This  course,we  believe,is  far  better  than  that  which  requires 
a  School  Board  to  provide  teachers  from  a  single  source.  Our 
policy  secures  the  best  characteristics  in  instruction,  training 
and  spirit  from  many  institutions,  and  the  composite  effect 
upon  our  schools  is  of  great  value.  In  this  way  we  are  helped 
to  keep  out  of  ruts,  and  to  avoid  a  dull  monotony. 

READING. 

We  are  constantly  adding  to  our  reading  matter.  The 
independence  in  reading  acquired  by  our  pupils  under  the  syn- 
thetic, phonic  method  followed,  makes  it  advisable  to  provide 
a  larger  amount  of  reading  material,  and  we  are  therefore 
often  adding  to  our  stock  of  reading  books,  selected  from 
regular  series  of  readers,  or  complete  works  from  standard 
authors. 

During  the  last  term  we  went  farther  than  ever  before  in 
the  direction  of  high  class  reading,  by  introducing  some  of  our 
sixth  and  seventh  grades  to  several  of  the  plays  of  Shakespeare. 
These  young  pupils  read  Shakespeare,  under  the  guidance  of 
.  their  teachers,  with  a  degree  of  interest  and  of  intelligent  ap- 
preciation which  was  as  gratifying  as  it  was  surprising.  And 
yet  it  need  not  have  been  surprising  for  we  ought  long  ago  to 
have  learned  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  place  a  limit  to  what 
young  children  may  perceive  and  know  and  do.    We  are  more.- 
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likely  to  fail,  I  think,  in  depreciating  than  in  over  estimating 
the  intelligence  and  capacity  of  children. 

LANGUAGE. 

There  is  still  need  of  making  language  and  grammar  of 
practical  value  to  the  pupils.  It  is  a  matter  of  some  import- 
ance to  name  and  define  the  different  parts  of  speech,  but  the 
ability  to  do  this  stops  far  short  of  the  proper  goal,  if  the  pupil 
does  not  apply  his  knowledge  in  his  every  day  oral  and  written 
use  of  language,  and  thus  make  use  of  good  English. 

Our  teachers  are  constantly  exerting  themselves  to  ac- 
complish this  result.  The  extent  and  variety  of  reading  mat- 
ter below  the  High  School,  and  the  great  increase  in  English 
work  in  the  High  School  must,  with  the  other  means  em- 
ployed, result  in  substantial  improvement  in  the  general  use  of 
language. 

MATHEMATICS. 

In  mathematics,  from  the  lowest  Primary  grade  to  the 
High  School,  our  effort  is  to  adapt  the  work  to  the  different 
grades,  and  to  connect  the  work  with  practical  problems  suited 
to  the  grades.  And  we  seek  to  do  this  in  such  a  way  as  to  as- 
sociate the  subject  in  the  minds  of  the  pupils  with  matters  of 
interest  and  value  to  them.  Mental  arithmetic  we  keep  prom- 
inent, but  I  am  satisfied  that  more  emphasis  still  should  be 
placed  upon  this  method  of  presenting  simple  mathematical 
processes  and  calculations.  An  effort  will  be  made  for  a  more 
systematic,  regular  and  thorough  training  in  this  subject.  As 
a  means  of  teaching  pupils  to  think  logically,  I  doubt  if  there 
is  anything  superior  to  mental  arithmetic. 

DRAWING  AND  MUSIC. 

For  particular  information  in  Drawing  and  Music  you  are 
referred  to  the  reports  of  the  special  teachers,  Miss  Ella  K. 
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Herrick  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Humphrey.  Much  interest  has  been 
manifested  during  the  year  in  both  subjects. 

Much  more  attention  has  been  paid  lately  than  formerly 
to  the  artistic,  side  of  drawing,  and.  work  in  colors  is  much  more 
prominent -now  than  it  was  only  a  few  years  ago.  On  this  ac- 
count probably,  drawing  appeals  to  the  pupils  more  forcibly 
than  it  did  when  in  color  they  were  confined  to>  white  and  black, 
and  in  form  to  straight  lines  and  angles  mainly. 

In  connection  with  the  State  Teachers'  Association  in  this 
city  last  November,  an  exhibition  of  drawings  from  the  schools 
of  St.  Johnsbury,  Montpelier  and  Burlington  was  made  which 
was  very  creditable  to  the  schools  represented. 

Mr.  Humphrey  with  a  part  of  the  High  School  Chorus, 
contributed  to  the  interest  of  the  meetings  of  the  Association 
by-  furnishing  music  for  some  of  the  sessions.  Their  service 
was  very  creditable. 

The  character  of  the  work  in  both  Drawing  and  Music 
during  the  year  has  been  very  gratifying. 

INTERRUPTIONS. 

Last  term  was  subject  to  serious  interruptions.  The  as- 
sassination of  President  McKinley  was  not  only  a  matter  of 
absorbing  interest,  but  it  cast  such  a  gloom  over  the  country 
that  close  attention  to  school  work  was  impossible  for  several 
weeks.  No  class  of  our  people  mourned  the  death  of  our 
President  more  sincerely  than  did  the  school  children  and  upon 
no  class  was  there  a  deeper  impression  of  the  enormity  of  the 
crime  of  the  anarchist  than  upon  the  school  children. 

SMALL  POX. 

A  little  later  that  dreaded  disease,  small  pox,  broke  out, 
and  all  the  schools  were  closed  two  weeks,  and  the  Lawrence 
Barnes  School  three  weeks,  to  guard  against  the  spread  of  the 
disease  through  the  schools.    The  prevalence  of  this  disease

not  only  caused  great  irregularity  in  attendance,  but  consid- 
erably reduced  attendance  for  the  term. 

Under  the  circumstances,  it  cannot  be  expected  that  the 
work  of  the  term,  either  in  quantity  or  quality,  will  be  equal 
to  that  of  other  Fall  terms.  I  have  been  very  much  gratified, 
however,  to  see  how  nearly  up  to  the  usual  standard  our 
teachers  have  brought  their  work.  That  they  have  done  this, 
speaks  very  emphatically  for  the  steadiness,  ability  and  the 
faithfulness  of  our  teachers. 

Necessarily  in  the  condition  which  has  existed  during  the 
past  few  months,  many  perplexing'  questions  have  been  pre- 
sented to  the  teachers  for  action  and  decision.  That  these 
matters  have  been  met  with  delicacy  and  discretion  and  yet' 
with  firmness  is  highly  creditable  to  the  teachers,  and  for  the 
good  judgment  which  they  have  shown,  and  the  success  which 
nas  attended  their  efforts,  I  wish  to-  congratulate  them  and  to 
thank  them  heartily. 

STATE  TEACHERS'  CONVENTION. 

The  fifty-second  annual  meeting  of  the  Vermont  State 
Teachers'  Association  was  held  in  Burlington,  November  21- 
23.  Our  schools  remained  in  session  the  21st  and  thus  gave 
teachers  from  other  parts  of  the  State  an  opportunity  of  visit- 
ing them,  of  which  many  availed  themselves.  Our  teachers 
entered  heartily  into  the  arrangements  for  receiving  and  enter- 
taining the  visiting  teachers  and  thus  contributed  greatly  to 
the  enjoyment  of  the  meetings.  The  occasion  was  a  pleasant 
and  profitable  one  for  our  schools. 

SCHOOL  ROOM  DECORATION. 

Occasionally  by  gifts  from  friends,  but  oftener  by  the  ef- 
forts of  teachers  and.  puils,  aided  sometimes  by  the  School 
Board,  our  school  rooms  have  been  decorated  with  statuary  and 
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pictures.  It  has  been  a  pleasant  custom  for  classes  when  pro- 
moted or  when  graduating  to  leave  a  memorial  in  the  form  of 
a  picture  or  a  piece  of  statuary.  But  recently  so  large  an  ad- 
dition to  the  number  of  pictures  in  our  school  rooms  was  made 
that  it  is  worthy  of  special  mention.  In  connection  with  the 
meeting  of  the  State  Teachers'  Association,  an  opportunity 
came  to  have  an  exhibition  of  fine  photographic  reproductions 
of  beautiful  pictures  from  "The  Soule  Art  Company"  of 
Boston.  A  small  admission  fee  was  charged  to  those  not 
members  of  the  State  Association,  and  the  different  schools 
were  allowed  to  sell  tickets  with  the  understanding  that  each 
school  should  have  the  benefit  of  its  own  sales.  The  exhibi- 
tion was  very  interesting  and  attracted  a  large  number  of 
patrons,  and  resulted  in  securing  nearly  forty  (40)  pictures 
for  our  schools.  The  exhibition  itself  was  of  great  educational 
value  to  the  large  number  of  pupils  who  saw  it.  To  the  people 
who  aided  in  this  enterprise,  I  wish  to  express  our  thanks.  The 
pictures  have  been  appropriately  framed  and  now  adorn  our 
school  rooms.

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INDUSTRIAL  TRAINING. 

Burlington,  I  regret  to  say,  is  behind  many  cities  in  our 
country  in  respect  to  Industrial  Training.  In  some  places  in- 
dustrial training  is  made  a  part  of  the  required  course  of  in- 
struction— as  cooking  or  needle  work  for  the  girls,  and  Sloyd, 
carpentry,  or  metal  work  for  the  boys.  Attempts  have  been 
made  at  different  times  to  introduce  this  kind  of  work  into  our 
schools,  and  while  they  met  with  some  degree  of  success,  yet 
they  did  not  accomplish  as  much  as  we  hoped  they  would.  In 
my  judgment,  there  should  be  no  longer  delay  in  taking  an 
advance  step  in  this  direction.  Such  work,  while  an  added 
burden  to  some,  would  interest,  encourage,  stimulate  and 
strengthen  a  large  number  of  pupils.  The  effect  of  the  intro- 
duction of  industrial  training  into  public  schools,  has,  so  far  as 
I  have  observed  or  learned,  been  favorable  upon  school  work 
generally.  This  has  seemed  to  me  a  particularly  opportune 
time  to  present  this  matter,  because  the  buildings  upon  the 
Edmunds  property,  which  are  now  vacant,  would  afford  rooms 
and  good  facilities  for  introducing  and  pursuing  any  of  the 
lines  of  work  suggested.  The  buildings  could  be  prepared 
and  equipped  at  comparatively  little  expense.  The  course  of 
instruction  in  our  schools  would  be  broadened  and  improved, 
all  of  our  pupils  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  training  would 
be  benefited  to  some  extent,  and  many  would  be  benefited  to  a 
great  extent.  The  tendency  of  some  pupils  to  leave  school  for 
the  purpose  of  doing  something  would  be  counteracted,  and 
they  would  remain  in  school  to  enjoy  its  advantages  for  a 
longer  time.  The  ability  for  self-support,  and  for  useful  ca- 
reers would  be  cultivated  and  the  contributions  of  the  Burling- 
ton schools  to  good  citizenship  would  be  greatly  increased. 

Can  any  better  use  of  this  valuable  property  be  made  ?  Or 
can  anything  be  done  more  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  its 
conveyance  to  the  city  by  Mr.  Edmunds,  than  by  utilizing  it 
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in  the  way  here  suggested?  I  trust  this  matter  will  receive 
favorable  consideration. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

For  particular  information  in  regard  to'  the  High  School, 
you  are  referred  to  the  report  of  the  Principal,  Mr.  Isaac 
Thomas. 

The  enrollment  for  the  last  Fall  term  shows  an  increase 
of  fifty-one  (51)  over  that  of  the  corresponding  term  in  1900. 
This  gives  evidence  of  the  attractive  power  of  the  good  new 
building  with  its  equipment,  and  the  consequent  superior  ad- 
vantages which  it  offers.  The  school  is  in  good  condition  and 
is  doing  a  noble  work. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Very  few  cases  of  discipline  have  been  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Superintendent  during  the  past  year.  No  cases 
of  permanent  exclusion  from  school  have  occurred — and  tem- 
porary suspensions  have  been  rare.  In  most  cases  when 
-parents  and  teachers  meet  to  consider  matters  of  discipline,  they 
recognize  in  each  other  a  common  purpose  and  effort  for  the 
good  of  the  child,  and  established  upon  a  basis  of  mutual  un- 
derstanding, matters  are  generally  adjusted  satisfactorily. 

Parents  are  urged  to  visit  the  schools,  and  there  to  observe 
the  work  in  its  substance  and  methods,  and  they  may  be  as- 
sured of  a  hearty  welcome  from  the  teachers.  The  teachers 
will  be  very  glad  to  have  the  parents  co-operate  with  them  in 
all  their  efforts  for  the  instruction  and  training  of  the  pupils. 
Such  co-operation  will  be  helpful  to<  teachers  and  parents.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OP  THE  BURLINGTON  HIGH 

SCHOOL. 

BuBLiisTGTOisr,  Vt.,  January  ,  1902. 

Mr.  H.  0.  Wheeler,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Deak  Sir: — I  have  the  honor,  herewith,  of  submitting  to.  you  the 
second  report  of  the  High  School,  covering  the  calendar  year  just  com- 
pleted. 

Essentially  the  school  is  the  same  as  it  was  one  year  ago.  No- 
change  has  been  made  in  the  course  of  study  except  the  insertion  of 
formal  English  Grammar  into  the  first  year's  work  of  all  pupils,  and 
Declamation  into  the  last  year.  The  hours  of  the  school  sessions  and 
the  means  of  securing  good  order,  both  of  which  grow  in  favor  daily,, 
remain  unchanged.  No  new  school  organizations  have  been  formed 
and  the  number  of  teachers  relative  to  the  number  of  pupils  has  not 
changed. 

It  is  too  soon  yet  to  speak  of  the  value  of  formal  English  Grammar 
in  the  High  School  as  the  experiment  has  been  tried  only  one  term.  If 
it  can  be  brought  into  living  connection  with  the  pupils'  reading  and. 
speech  it  will  be  serviceable,  but  just  here  lies  the  difficulty.  For  our 
college  graduates,  unless  specially  prepared,  come  to  us  without  any 
knowledge  of  formal  English  Grammar,  and  as  a  consequence  their 
teaching  is  only  :'book"  or  "dead"  teaching,  something  worse  than  a 
waste  of  time.    My  opinion  is  that  until  the  teachers  of  English  in  the- 
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High  School  learn  (1)  to  master  the  syntax  of  any  English  work  they 
may  be  reading  without  reference  to  the  Grammar  except  to  obtain 
authority  on  disputed  points,  and  (2)  not  to  settle  disputed  points  in 
class  but  to  teach  only  the  essentials,  English  Grammar  will  be  a 
fruitless  study.  To  aid  both  teacher  and  pupil  in  their  work  there 
ought  to  be  one  good  book  in  the  hands  of  the  pupils  as  a  book  of 
reference  and  two  or  three  within  reach  of  the  teacher. 

In  regard  to  the  Declamation  and  Public  Speaking  it  can  be  said 
that  a  beginning  has  been  made,  but  that  is  all,  and  I  hope  that  the 
mistake  will  not  be  made  of  supposing  that  the  present  plan  is  satis- 
factory as  a  permanent  plan.  If  the  subject,  is  worth  while  at  all  it  is 
worth  the  entire  time  of  an  instructor  who  will  then  have  opportunity 
to  give  his  pupils  some  instruction  in  the  art  of  speaking  and  in  vocal 
culture. 

In  my  report  a  year  ago  I  mentioned  the  theories  in  accordance 
with  which  the  present  plan  for  securing  good  order  in  the  school  was 
adopted.  I  said  there  that  good  order  in  the  High  School  is  a  means 
and  not  an  end,  that  the  end  and  purpose  of  the  High  School  are  good 
work,  and  that  when  good  work  is  the  object  and  the  end  of  our  en- 
deavor, good  order  comes  as  a  matter  of  course.  I  mention  this  mat- 
ter again  because  of  the  confusion,  in  some  minds,  of  discipline, — so- 
called, — with  good  order.  In  those  minds  the  notion  of  discipline, — so 
far  as  denned  at  all, — seems  to  be  one  of  brute  force,  power  armed  with 
a  club,  a  tyrant  with  no  regard  for  either  the  rights  of  the  feelings  of 
the  disciplined  folk;  or  it  is  a  notion  that  in  some  way  or  other  lash- 
ings and  scourgings  are  not  only  necessary  but  wholesome  as  well,  in 
bringing  the  lashed  and  scourged  ones  into  subjection,  as  the  mediaeval 
hermits  and  monks  lacerated  and  scourged  their  bodies  in  order  to  win 
peace  to  their  souls;  or  it  is  a  notion  that  unless  the  rule  or  law  of 
the  governing  power  is  always  in  sight  there  can  be  no  power  of  gov- 
ernment. In  all  these  notions  the  fundamental  ideas  are  repression 
and  not  direction,  subjection  and  not  guidance,  tyranny  and  not  help- 
fulness to  self-government,  and  the  results  of  school  government,  based 
on  these  ideas,  have  always  been  insubordination  and  hatred  of  law  to 
some,  hypocricy  and  deceit  to  some,  and  breaking  down  of  all  spirit 
and  hope  to  others. 

Good  order  in  a  school,  order  as  a  permanent  condition  is,  on  the 
contrary,  obtainable  only  by  (1)  justice  as  exact,  as  possible,  and 
with  faith  enough  in  itself  to  be  patient  and  slow;  (2)  a  scrupulous 
and  painstaking  observance  of  the  rights  of  the  pupils  by  the  teachers 
at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances;  (3)  penalties  for  wrong- 
doing so  chosen  and  so  administered  as  to  commend  themselves  'finally 
to  the  sense  of  justice  of  the  pupil  affected  by  them;  (4)  perfect  stead- 
iness, perfect  evenness,  perfect  truthfulness  and  complete  sanity  of 
conduct  on  the  part  of  all  who  have  a  part  in  the  administration  of  the 
school  government;  (5)  prompt  but  never  hasty  infliction  of  penalty; 
and  (6)  that  condition  of  mind  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  which  makes 
him  regard  as  fundamental  the  notion  that  his  business  is  mainly  that 
of  instructor,  helper  and  guide  and  only  incidentally  that  of  inquisitor 
and  judge. 
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Notwithstanding  some  failure  in  (2)  and  (4)  of  the  above  condi- 
tions, the  steadiness  of  the  school  in  conduct  is  sensibly  increasing  and 
the  spirit  of  good  order  is  prevailing  more  and  more. 

The  teaching  force  is  still  too  small  for  the  best  results  in  the  work 
of  the  school.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  fifty  in  the  registration 
this  year  and  partly  to  meet  this  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  the 
teaching  force  was  increased  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  service  of  one 
and  one-half  teachers.  This  would  have  met  the  difficulty  fairly  well 
if  we  had  not  in  the  preceding  year  been  working  with  a  force  too 
small  by  one  teacher.  This  deficiency  together  with  the  clumsy  and 
uneconomical  method  of  handling  the  school  by  courses  has  brought 
about  two  bad  results:  (1)  The  recitation  divisions  have  in  some 
places  been  much  too  large,  and  in  many  places  too  uneven  in  size,  and 
(2)  the  principal  has  been  compelled  to  devote  too  much  of  his  time  to 
class-room  wTork  and  has  not  had  sufficient  time  to  devote  to  proper  and 
helpful  supervision  of  the  school,  the  need  of  which  grows  stronger  and 
stronger  as  the  school  increases  in  size.  I  hope  that  all  this  may  be 
remedied  next  year  and  so  the  efficiency  of  the  school  be  greatly  in- 
creased. 

It  has  been  a  matter  of  great  pleasure  to  note  the  past  two  years 
the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  looking  forward  to  college, 
e.  g.  out  of  a  class  of  66  in  1900  not  so  many  went  to  college  as  out  of 
a  class  of  53  in  1901,  and  out  of  the  present  class  of  70  more  than  half 
have  already  expressed  their  intention  of  entering  some  college  next 
September.  At  present  the  school  is  represented  in  six  colleges,  be- 
sides the  University  of  Vermont:  Holyoke,  Smith,  Vassar,  Tufts,  Am- 
herst and  Yale,  and  next  year  it  expects  to  add  to  this  list  Harvard, 
Brown,  Leland  Stanford  and  perhaps  Dartmouth.  At  the  same  time 
the  number  representing  the  school  in  the  University  at  home  has 
greatly  increased.  All  this  is  matter  for  congratulation  on  all  sides, 
for  it  means  that  the  desire  for  college  education  in  the  community  is 
on  the  increase  and  that  the  usefulness  of  the  school  in  preparing  for 
college  is  occupying  a  larger  and  larger  field. 

Along  with  this,  perhaps  as  the  cause  of  it,  has  been  observable  a 
growth  in  the  scholarly  spirit.  And  by  this  I  do  not  mean  scholarship, 
something  one  could  hardly  speak  of  with  propriety  in  High  School 
pupils,  but  that  spirit  which  manifests  itself  in  a  growing  desire  for 
knowledge  for  its  own  sake,  in  that  divine  curiosity  which  leads  its 
possessor  to  peer,  for  himself,  into  the  hidden  things  of  knowledge  and 
in  a  growing  appreciation  and  love  of  the  fine  and  beautiful  things  that 
lie  wrapped  in  the  thoughts  of  the  great  and  good  of  all  times.  Such  a 
spirit  is  better  and  finer  than  scholarship  as  life  is  finer  and  better  than 
mere  accretion,  and  to  see  evidences  of  its  growth  in  the  school  is  cause 
for  great  encouragement. 

A  few  words  ought  to  be  said  on  the  attempt  that  has  been  made 
the  past  three  years  to  make  the  school  a  center  of  interest,  social  and 
otherwise,  to  the  pupils.  The  course  of  reasoning  that  led  to  the  at- 
tempt is  somewhat  as  follows:  (1)  Our  pupils  are  sure  to  have  inter- 
ests, social  and  otherwise, — as  they  ought  to  have  if  they  are  normal, — 
for  which  neither  the  homes  nor  the  churches  of  many  furnish  a  basis. 
If  the  school  does  not  furnish  this  something  else  will,  and  the  school 
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cannot  afford  to  lose  the  opportunity;  (2)  Under  a  Democratic  form  of 
government,  such  as  ours,  it  is  absolutely  essential  in  training  for  good 
citizenship  that  there  should  be  a  common  center  of  interest,  some  ral- 
lying point  where  all  work  for  the  general  welfare.  What  center  so 
natural,  so  good  as  the  public  school?  (3)  The  meeting  of  teacher  and 
pupil  on  this  common  ground  does  much  to  bring  about  that  right  re- 
lation between  them  without  which  no  really  effective  and  permanent 
work  can  be  accomplished.  Of  course,  in  all  this  the  assumption  has 
been  made  that  the  school  exists  to  be  helpful  to  the  lives  of  its  pupils 
in  every  way  it  possibly  can  and  to  affect  them  on  as  many  sides  as 
possible. 

During  the  year  some  material  aids,  in  the  way  of  books  of  refer- 
ence, maps  and  charts,  and  laboratory  apparatus,  have  been  furnished, 
adding  to  the  efficiency  of  the  work.  More  are  needed  and  I  hope  will 
be  supplied  as  rapidly  as  the  Board  can  see  their  way  clear  to  do  so. 
Meantime  the  school  is  showing  its  appreciation  of  what  it  has  by  a 
diligent  use  of  them. 

The  enterprises  of  the  school  are  all  in  good  and  sound  condition. 
The  pupils  are  learning  how  to  manage  such  enterprises  in  a  business- 
like way — as  far  as  the  business  side  is  concerned — and  skilfully  and 
well  in  all  directions.  I  believe  such  things  are  a  part  of  a  sound  edu- 
cation and  yield  much  more  than  they  cost,  as  far  as  that  may  be  said 
of  anything  good.  I  make  specific  mention  of  the  Fair  last  May,  the 
Boat  ride  in  June,  the  two  entertainments,  one  to  be  given  in  January 
and  one  in  February  of  this  year,  besides  the  permanent  or  regular 
enterprises,  the  Register,  the  Lyceum  and  the  Athletics. 

In  all  the  things  thus  far  mentioned,  I  believe  the  school  has  good 
reason  for  encouragement  and  some  cause  for  congratulation  and  just 
pride.  I  believe,  however,  the  principal  has  one  just  cause  of  com- 
plaint. He  is  held  responsible  for  the  good  work  of  the  school  in  man- 
agement and  scholarship  and  at  the  same  time  is  allowed  practically 
no  voice  in  the  selection  of  his  teachers  and  but  little  authority  in  the- 
final  infliction  of  punishment.  He  thinks  there  is  neither  good  sense, 
good  business  nor  justice  in  such  an  arrangement  and  is  able  to  see  no 
reason  why  it  should  continue. 

For  all  the  good  things  done  for  the  school  by  those  in  authority 
during  the  past  year,  I  hereby  wish  to  make  acknowledgment  and  to 
express  my  appreciation  of  the  satisfaction  shown  by  the  Board  and 
Superintendent,  in  the  management  of  the  school.

REPORT  OF  TEACHER  OF  MUSIC. 

In  accordance  with  my  usual  custom,  I  herewith  hand  you  my  re- 
port of  music  work  for  1901. 

As  is  nearly  always  the  case,  the  work  is  more  satisfactory  in  some 
schools  than  in  others,  though  the  greater  excellence  is  not  always 
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found  in  the  same  one.  It  is  true  in  music  as  in  other  branches,  that 
some  classes  are  more  capable  than  others  of  the  same  grade,  and  occa- 
sionally a  particular  class  will  excel  in  every  grade  as  it  passes 
through  the  course.  Our  Grammar  School  collects  together  the  grad- 
uates of  the  various  lower  grade  schools  in  the  city,  and  the  pupils  of 
each  year  are  supposed  to  arrive  at  the  Grammar  Building  with  about 
the  same  amount  of  previous  training,  but  the  class  of  one  year  will 
excel,  and  another  will  fall  behind.  This  year  our  A  Grammar  class 
suffers  for  want  of  pupils  who  can  sing  the  second  soprano  part;  a 
very  unusual  condition.  As  a  whole,  the  class  is  not  up  to  the  usual 
work  in  music. 

If  I  should  judge  the  quality  of  our  work  by  the  results  seen  in  one 
class,  I  might  feel  discouraged,  but  we  have  some  children  in  the 
lower  grades  this  year,  who  are  doing  better  reading  than  has  been 
done  by  any  class  of  the  same  grade  since  I  have  been  here.  It  has 
been  my  lot  to  be  very  much  surprised  at  the  progress  made  by  two  or 
three  classes.  The  more  I  watch  the  work  of  the  different  schools,  the 
more  1  am  convinced  that  the  plan  we  are  following  is  producing  ex- 
cellent results  wherever  the  regular  teachers  are  competent  and  inter- 
ested. And  I  am  pleased  to  testify  to  the  willingness  and  general  abil- 
ity of  the  regular  teachers.  Many  of  them  have  taken  up  the  teaching 
of  music  since  I  came  here,  and  are  really  very  capable.  Some  of 
those  who  have  joined  us  more  recently  have  to  learn  it  almost  from  the 
beginning,  and  that  takes  time. 

Converse  School  suffered  again  last  year  from  the  lack  of  some  one 
to  drill  three  of  the  classes  in  music,  but  I  am  glad  that  this  year,  the 
appointment  of  a  special  assistant  who  is  competent  to  drill  any  of  the 
classes  in  music,  puts  the  school  once  more  in  a  condition  where  some- 
thing may  reasonably  be  expected  of  them  in  a  musical  way.  Good  re- 
sults are  already  evident  in  the  improvement  which  the  children  are 
making  in  reading  music. 

Our  music  suffered  with  all  the  other  studies  from  the  broken  up 
condition  of  the  Fall  term,  but  on  the  whole,  we  are  distinctly  in  ad- 
vance of  the  year  1900,  and  if  we  look  back  several  years,  there  is  no 
mistaking  the  improvement  which  has  been  made. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  for  me  to  record  the  fact,  that  at  the 
meeting  of  the  State  Teachers'  Association  held  here  in  November, 
there  were  present  eight  or  ten  Supervisors  of  Music,  who  held  a  meet- 
ing by  themselves,  and  discussed  methods  and  exchanged  experiences. 
This  little  conference,  though  necessarily  brief,  and  impromptu,  was 
felt  by  all  to  be  the  best  part  of  the  entire  convention  for  us.  The 
music  supervisors  of  Vermont  are  few  and  far  apart  and  cannot  meet 
often,  but  they  are  glad  to  attend  the  State  meeting  if  there  is  any- 
thing for  them.  It  is  our  feeling  that  the  State  Association  should 
take  more  notice  of  this  branch  of  school  work,  making  some  effort  to 
get  the  supervisors  to  attend  and  providing  some  expert,  if  possible,  to 
address  the  convention  at  least  once.  It  would  benefit  regular  teachers 
as  well  as  supervisors.

Mr.  H.  0.  Wheeler,  Superintendent  : 

Dear  Sir: — I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  work  in  my  de- 
partment during  the  past  year. 

Believing  more  earnestly  than  ever  that  careful  preparation  is  an 
element  of  all'  progress,  we  issued  early  in  the  year  general  directions 
covering  points  like  the  following: 

1.  Supplies  to  be  kept  on  hand: 

a.  Paper. 

b.  Pencils. 

c.  Erasers. 

d.  Rulers. 

e.  Model  stands  or  boards. 

f.  Objects  and  nature  material  for  drawing. 

g.  Brushes  and  color  material. 

2.  Picture  study. 

3.  Disposition  of  finished  drawing  work. 

4.  Class  criticism. 

As  a  result  of  these  circulars  of  general  direction,  we  nnd  an  im- 
provement regarding  convenient  readiness  for  class  lessons.  There  is 
still,  however,  in  some  rooms,  an  opportunity  for  progress  as  to  hearty 
co-operation  in  trying  to  secure  favorable  conditions. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year,  we  shall  for  convenience 
make  three  divisions:  viz.,  Primary,  Intermediate,  and  Grammar 
Work,  and  we  shall  try  to  present  in  a  clear  manner  the  aims  we  seek 
and  the  processes  by  which  we  hope  to  secure  them  in  a  synopsis  sup- 
plemented by  explanatory  comments.

We  have  divided  the  topics  indicated  in  the  above  synopsis  into 
different  groups,  since  some  of  the  subjects  are  wisely  emphasized  in 
Spring  and  Fall,  and  others  in  the  Winter  term.  For  instance,  in  the 
autumn  months  we  aim  to  lead  the  little  children  to  feel  and  express 
the  charm  of  form  and  color  peculiar  to  the  season.  WTe  do  this  by  se- 
lecting beautiful  specimens  of  plant  and  vegetable  life  and  drawing 
them  with  colored  crayons.  In  the  late  fall,  animal  forms  are  intro- 
duced, and  the  flight  of  birds,  the  rabbit,  and  similar  subjects  take  the 
place  of  the  earlier  studies. 

In  the  Winter  term  the  outlines  provide  for  form  study  of  solids, 
objects,  and  geometric  shapes,  design,  and  the  making  of  simple  card- 
board and  cloth  articles,  such  as  Christmas  cards,  penwipers,  Valen- 
tines, etc.  In  the  A  Primary  classes  beautiful  illustrated  papers  upon 
some  of  the  artists,  dear  to  children,  have  been  prepared.  Rosa  Bon- 
heur  and  Landseer  seem  to  be  the  favorites. 

In  the  Spring,  the  new  life  in  all  nature  is  our  topic,  and  we  devote 
much  time  to  drawing  and  painting  the  flowers  as  they  appear. 

In  general,  we  strive  to  keep  with  the  children  and  to  study  inter- 
ests which  claim  them.  We  draw  their  toys  and  the  children  them- 
selves, aiming  for  free  expression  rather  than  fine  execution.  We  ad- 
vocate variety  in  materials  and  processes,  and  think  that  the  effort  to 
express  what  has  been  seen  is  more  important  than  the  finished  prod- 
uct. All  sincere  attempts  are  encouraged  and  anything  like  harsh 
criticism  of  children's  work  is  condemned.  Our  purpose  is  not  so  much 
to  teach  drawing  as  to  teach  through  drawing.  We  try  to  secure  co- 
operation of  home  and  school  by  often  allowing  the  children  to  carry 
home  finished  work.  The  children  were  very  happy  in  making  their 
Christmas  cards.  To  make  something  well  and  then  to  feel  joy  in  giv- 
ing it  away  is  surely  educational. 

The  lesson  of  sustained  effort  is  sometimes  unknowingly  being 
learned  in  our  Primary  schools.  That  this  is  so  is  shown  by  the  advice 
one  small  boy  gave  to  his  drawing  teacher.  When  she  expressed 
doubt  as  to  her  ability  to  draw  a  certain  picture  upon  the  blackboard, 
he  raised  his  hand  and  said,  "But  if  you  try  very  hard,  and  think  very 
carefully,  you  can  make  it."

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Contrasting  the  purpose  and  character  of  the  Intermediate  work 
with  that  of  the  Primary  grades,' it  is  seen  to  emphasize  the  acquire- 
ment of  technical  skill  and  familiarity  with  free-hand  sketching.  This 
is  in  accordance  with  the  latest  conclusions  adopted  by  educational 
authorities.  It  will  be  remembered  that  Dr.  G.  Stanley  Hall  said, 
"The  hand  is  never  so  near  the  brain  as  in  the  years  from  eight  to 
thirteen.  Now  is  the  time  for  creating  habits  of  dexterity,  flexibility 
and  skill."  Not  only  should  education  of  the  hand  be  given  promin- 
ence, but  that  of  the  eye  as  well,  for  "The  man  whose  eyes  and  hands 
are  not  educated  is  only  half  a  man."  Clear,  vivid  impressions  of 
things  must  first  be  received,  and  accurate  representation  follows. 
How  many  people  really  see  things  well  enough  to  execute  an  easy 
sketch  of  the  object  observed,  or  how  many  could  locate  correctly  the 
ears  of  a  half  dozen  different  animals  in  simple  drawings?  With  the 
Japense  nation,  expression  by  means  of  brush  and  pencil  is  far  more 
common  than  with  us  and  it  is  by  no  means  uncommon  in  Japan  to  see 
laborers  on  their  way  to  work  take  out  pencil  or  brush  and  quickly 
and  easily  transcribe  picture  notes  of  a  passing  bird  or  a  flowering 
bush.  Through  public  school  drawing  graphic  expression  may  be  an 
art  much  more  employed  than  in  the  past. 

While  skill  and  accurate  observation  are  sought,  we  do  not  neg- 
lect the  cultivation  of  discrimination  and  good  taste.  In  the  schools  of 
to-day  we  are  thinking  a  great  deal  about  the  effects  of  our  teaching  of 
Art.  Those  effects  must  be  practical  and  they  should  affect  the  lives 
of  the  children  in  their  habits,  dress,  and  the  work  of  their  hands. 
Outside  of  the  school,  artists  and  women's  clubs  are  considering  this 
phase  of  art  education.  Interest  manifests  itself  in  efforts  at  school- 
room decoration  and  co-operation  with  the  school.  The  truth  is  being 
realized  that,  "Art  liveth  not  to  itself  alone;  that  art  is  not  for  a 
chosen  few,  but  for  all." 

In  the  constructive  drawing,  we  aim  to  lay  a  foundation  which 
may  be  of  service  in  any  trade.  Every  child  needs  a  training  that 
shall  fasten  upon  him  the  manufacturing  habit.  Such  education  is 
peculiarily  appropriate  in  a  community  which  has  entered  upon  a 
period  of  industrial  development.  vVe  regard  this  aim  of  establishing 
good  manufacturing  habits  as  one  of  the  most  important  to  be  estab- 
lished. Those  teachers  who  secure  voluntary  home  work  in  these 
lines  should  be  highly  esteemed,  for  while  prescribed  home  work  is 
likely  to  be  deadening  to  life  and  interest,  voluntary  making  of  useful 
articles  for  home  and  school  shows  mastery  of  knowledge  since,  "A 
thought  is  only  half  a  truth  until  expressed  in  action."

In  the  ninth  grade,  or  A  Grammar,  the  results  of  the  previous 
years'  training  are  marked.  Here  are  noted  those  pupils  who  have 
developed  special  talent.  Here  we  should  have  a  generous  equipment 
for  drawing,  with  facilities  for  class  work  in  small  divisions  and  a 
room  planned  so  as  to  make  the  teaching  of  light  and  shade  and  color 
possible.  The  pupils  are  fitted  for  work  of  this  character  upon  reach- 
ing this  grade,  but  owing,  in  part  at  least,  to  conditions  incident  to  the 
arrangement  of  lights  and  seats,  we  can  not  do  as  good  work  in  these 
particular  lines  as  pupils  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  years  accomplish  in 
some  other  cities.  r  Notwithstanding  disadvantages,  the  classes  did 
accomplish  some  very  creditable  work  last  year,  as  was  proven  by 
the  upper  grade  exhibit  shown  at  the  State  Teachers'  Association. 

The  public  school  drawing  shown  at  the  Association  was  a  center 
of  interest  throughout  the  convention.  We  think  the  unity  of  effort 
and  the  sequence  of  the  work  shown  was  a  great  help  to  us  all.  Espe- 
cially helpful  was  the  favorable  comment  of  friends  and  visitors. 

As  to  Art  work  in  the  High  School  during  the  past  year,  it  has 
been  "conspicuous  by  its  adsence."  Many  parents  express  regret  at  the 
fact,  and  many  pupils  who  would  profit  by  a  gx)d  High  Sc.ool  Draw- 
ing Course  are  deprived  of  the  study  they  had  grown  to  love.  A  brief 
drawing  course  is  given  the  class  in  the  History  of  Education.  This 
year  the  class  is  an  especially  promising  one. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Wheeler,  for  faithful  support  of  my 
department,  and  for  your  painstaking  care  and  helpfulness  through 
the  arduous  days  of  preparation  for  the  Convention.  Here  I  would  also 
thank  the  teachers,  whose  sustained  efforts  made  results  possible.  Tl~e 
School  Board  I  thank  for  their  recognition  of  service  and  for  their 
presence  in  our  schools  and  at  our  exhibitions.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN. 


Burlington,  Vt.,  January  2,  1902. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library: 

The  Librarian's  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31.  1901,  the  twenty-eighth  report  since  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  library,  and  the  seventeeth  I  have  had  the  privi- 
lege of  laying  before  your  Board,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

The  event  of  the  year  in  our  library  history  is  that  Mr. 
Carnegie,  whose  generosity  to  many  public  libraries  is  well 
known,  will  give  to  Burlington  S50.000  for  a  new  library 
building.  The  Trustees  will  no  doubt  in  due  time  express 
their  thanks  better  than  I  can  do,  but  no  one  but  a  librarian 
Avho  has  endured  for  years  the  inconveniences  of  the  old 
building,  can  understand  the  pleasure  and  gratitude  with  which 
we  look  forward  to  a  properly  constructed  library  building. 

In  Mr.  Eastman's  helpful  lecture  on  libraries,  he  spoke 
of  the  essential  conditions  for  an  ideal  library.  "The  first 
purpose  of  the  building  is  of  course  to  preserve  the  books :  the 
next  consideration  is  so  to  locate  it  that  it  will  be  easy  of  ac- 
cess, thus  making  the  books  easily  attainable  by  the  people. 
An  ideal  library  building  will  have  the  rooms  all  well  lighted, 
so  arranged  as  to  require  as  few  attendants  as  possible,  and 
with  facility  of  access  to  every  department." 

During  the  last  year  560  volumes  have  been  added  to  the 
catalogue  of  accessions,  and  the  shelf  list,  making  the  number 
so  entered  27,319.    Of  these  95  were  added  from  binding  peri- 
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odicals,  (31  of  which  were  gifts),  32  were  gifts  of  volumes, 
59  bought  to  replace  those  worn  out,  and  374  were  new  books. 
In  1900,  640  volumes  were  added  to  the  shelves,  80  more  than 
this  year.  There  were  484  cards  issued  to  applicants  for  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  books  from  the  library,  68  less  than 
last  year. 

The  books  given  out  for  home  use  numbered  43,802,  a  de- 
crease of  5,631  compared  with  1900,  when  the  circulation 
amounted  to  49,433.  Of  the  books  circulated  33,293  were 
classed  as  fiction  and  books  for  the  young,  3,571  less  than  last 
year.  The  loss  in  circulation  can  be  accounted  for  in  part  by 
the  library  having  been  closed  for  a  month. 

The  system  of  distributing  books  through  the  schools,  in 
use  for  many  years,  has  been  continued.  Th'e  teachers  who 
have  heretofore  made  the  most  use  of  books  from  the  library 
in  their  classes,  still  continue  to  do  so  and  appreciate  the  value 
of  taking  a  number  of  books  to  keep  during  a  school  term, 
thus  encouraging  the  love  of  good  reading,  and  especially  of 
such  books  as  will  aid  or  interest  the  scholars  in  their  lessons. 
One  teacher,  when  she  finds  we  have  new  books  that  might  be 
useful  to  her  scholars,  takes  the  trouble  to  read  them  herself, 
and  if  she  approves  of  them,  recommends  that  they  be  dupli- 
cated for  the  use  of  the  schools.  I  might  relate  many  inci- 
dents showing  how  useful  these  little  school  libraries  have 
oeen,  and  how  much  they  are  appreciated  by  teachers  and  pu- 
pils. There  are  some  teachers  who  do  not  wish  to  be  bur- 
dened with  this  additional  care,  added  to  their  busy  days, 
and  never  take  out  any  books  for  their  scholars.  But  there 
are  so  many  who  are  asking  for  more  books  on  the  subjects 
they  are  teaching,  that  it  has  taxed  our  resources  of  duplicates 
to  satisfy  them.  I  think  about  half  of  the  books  circulated 
from  the  library  are  taken  out  by  teachers  and  scholars. 

An  additional  number  of  shelves  in  rooms  in  another 
story  has  relieved  the  pressure  for  room  for  books,  so  that  for 
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the  present  they  are  not  piled  up  on  the  floor  in  the  alcoves,  and 
our  unbound  files  of  papers  and  magazines  are  no  longer  stored 
without  proper  order  in  any  nook  or  cranny  that  could  be 
found  to  receive  them.  But  this  relief  is  only  temporary.  We 
have  often  been  obliged  to  move  books  on  a  shelf  to  make 
room  for  additions,  confusing  the  classification  on  the 
shelves.  But  now  we  can  look  forward  to  a  spacious,  well  ar- 
ranged library  building,  with  order  restored  to  cur  shelves,  and 
proper  care  for  our  valuable  books  of  reference. 

I  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  fines,  imposed  for  the 
protection  of  the  library.  The  money  thus  obtained  is  ex- 
pended to  increase  its  growth/  In  many  cases,  this  is  the  only 
expense  the  borrower  is  called  upon  to  meet,  and  this  only  be- 
cause of  his  own  neglect;  it  should  be  paid  promptly  and 
cheerfully. 

Again  I  remind  friends  of  the  library  that  books  or  mag- 
azines that  would  be  of  use  to  any  one  can  be  given  to  the 
library  and  so  have  their  usefulness  increased  many  times. 

A  list  of  gifts  is  given  in  an  appendix  to  this  report.  The 
University  Cynic  and  High  School  Register  continue  to  give 
us  their  numbers.  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  those  who 
have  given  books  and  periodicals,  especially  the  local  news- 
papers for  their  issues,  and  for  their  kindness  in  giving  place 
in  their  columns  to  lists  of  new  books,  and  other  items  of  inter- 
est concerning  the  library.

HEALTH  OFFICER, 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  re- 
port of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  .1901. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  during  the 
year  was  three  hundred  and  forty-three  (343).  This  number 
includes  seventeen  (17)  still  births  and  fifteen  (15)  deaths  of 
non-residents  at  hospitals.  If  these  are  omitted  in  making  the 
computation,  the  death  rate,  based  upon  a  population  of  18,640, 
according  to  the  census  of  1900,  is  16.68  to  each  1,000. inhab- 
itants. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  fourteen  (14)  cases  of  diphtheria  and 
membranous  croup,  nine  (9)  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  twenty-two 
(22)  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  one  hundred  and  forty-three 
(143)  cases  of  measles  and  sixty-seven  (67)  cases  of  small 
pox  were  reported.  There  were  four  (4)  deaths  from  these 
diseases  during  the  year,  one  ( 1 )  from  diphtheria  and  mem- 
branous croup,  and  three  (3)  from  typhoid  fever. 

Except  for  the  fact  that  there  has  been  during  the  last 
three  months  of  the  year  an  epidemic  of  the  mild  type  of  small 
pox,  which  has  prevailed  so  extensively  throughout  the  coun- 
try during  the  last  two  years,  the  record  of  contagious  dis- 
eases for  the  year  has  been  remarkably  good. 

During  the  year  1900  there  were  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  (223)  cases  of  contagious  diseases  reported,  with  eleven 
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deaths  therefrom.  Including  the  sixty-seven  cases  of  small 
pox  there  were  during  the  year  1901  two  hundred  and  fifty-five 
(255)  cases,  with  only  four  deaths. 

During  the  forenoon  of  October  first  a  case  of  small  .pox 
at  21  Smith's  Lane  was  reported.  Later  in  the  day  three  more 
cases  were  reported,  two  at  53  Pitkin  street  and  one  at  42 
Blodgett  street.  It  was  impossible  to*  arrive  at  any  satis- 
factory conclusion  in  regard  tO'  the  origin  of  these  cases,  but  it 
is  quite  probable  that  there  had  been  others  which  had  not  been 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department.  The  fact 
that  there  has  been  small  pox  in  Burlington  during  the  last  year 
is  not  so  much  to  be  wondered  at  as  the  fact  that  we  had  es- 
caped it  so  long.  The  families  in  which  these  cases  occurred 
were  at  once  quarantined  and  every  effort  made  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease.  Many  people  had  already  been  exposed, 
however,  and  between  October  1st  and  November  10th,  thirty- 
three  cases  were  reported.  Between  that  date  and  November 
28th,  only  one  additional  case  was  discovered.  On  November 
28th,  a  case  of  small  pox  at  68  Interval  avenue  was  reported, 
and  in  investigating  to>  learn  if  possible  the  source  of  infection, 
it  was  discovered  that  there  had  been  a  case  in  the  neighbor- 
hood which  had  not  been  reported  by  the  attending  physician. 
The  patient  had  passed  the  acute  stage  and  when  found  was 
going  about  the  city  exposing  everyone  with  whom  he  came  in 
contact.  He  was  promptly  quarantined,  but  many  of  the  cases 
which  have  since  occurred  could  undoubtedly  be  traced  to  ex- 
posure directly  or  indirectly  by  this  patient.  The  attending 
physician  was  prosecuted  and  received  the  maximum  fine  pre- 
scribed by  law  for  the  offense.  Between  November  28th  and 
January  ist,i902,  thirty-one  additional  cases  were  reported, 
making  a  total  for  the  three  months  of  sixty-seven.  With  a 
few  exceptions  the  cases  have  been  mild  and  none  have  been 
fatal.

ANALYSIS  OF  VITAL,  STATISTICS. 

During  the  year  1901  the  births  in  Burlington  numbered 
four  hundred  and  sixty  (460)  ;  and  the  deaths,  three  hundred 
and  forty-three  (343).  Excess  of  births  over  deaths,  one 
hundred  and  seventeen  (117).  There  were,  in  1901,  eighty- 
five  (85)  less  births,  and  three  (3)  less  deaths  than  in  1900. 
Still  births  are  included  in  the  totals  of  births  and  deaths. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  ratio  of  persons  married,  in  1901,  to  the  whole  popu- 
lation (18,640)  was  1  in  56.14. 

Seasons. — There  were  twenty-seven  (27)  marriages  in 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  fifty-six  (56)  in  the  second,  thirty- 
seven  (37)  in  the  third  and  forty-six  (46)  in  the  fourth.  The 
month  of  June  had  the  largest  number  of  marriages,  thirty- 
four  (34)  and  the  month  of  March  the  smallest  number,  two 

(2). 

Nativity. — One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (129)  grooms 
and  one  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  brides  were  born  in  the 
United  States;  twenty-one  (21)  grooms  and  twenty-four 
(24)  brides  in  Canada;  two  (2)  grooms  and  five  (5)  brides 
in  Ireland;  and  fourteen  (14)  grooms  and  seven (7)  brides  in 
other  countries. 

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  in  1901  was  four  hundred  and 
sixty  (460),  which  was  eighty-five  (85)  less  than  in  1900.  In 
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this  number  are  included  seventeen  (17)  still  births.  The 
proportion  of  live  births  to  population  (18,640)  was  1  to  42.07. 

Sex. — Males,  two  hundred  and  forty-one  (241);  fe- 
males, two.  hundred  and  nineteen  (219). 

Parentage. — Three  hundred  and  seven  (307)  fathers  and 
three  hundred  and  fifteen  (315)  mothers  were  born  in  the 
United  States;  ninety-four  (94)  fathers  and  ninety-four  (94) 
mothers  were  born  in  Canada;  seven  (7)  fathers  and  nine  (9) 
mothers  were  born  in  Ireland;  forty-six  (46)  fathers  and 
forty  two  (42)  mothers  in  other  countries.  The  nativity  of 
six  (6)  fathers  was  unknown. 

Seasons. — The  largest  number  of  births,  one  hundred  and 
thirty-two  (132)  occurred  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  ; 
one  hundred  and  seventeen  (117)  in  the  first  ;  one  hundred  and 
fourteen  (114)  in  the  second;  and  ninety-seven  (97)  in  the 
fourth. 

Locality. — One  hundred  and  forty-four  (144)  births  oc- 
curred in  the  Third  Ward ;  one  hundred  and  twenty-two 
(122)  in  the  Second  Ward ;  one  hundred  and  nineteen  (119) 
in  the  Fifth  Ward;  fifty-four  (54)  in  the  Fourth  Ward,  and 
twenty-one  (21)  in  the  First  Ward. 

AGE  OF  MOTHERS. 

The  ages  at  which  mothers  bore  the  greatest'  number  of 
children  in  1901,  were  twenty-seven  (27).  and  twenty-nine 
(29),  thirty-one  children  having  been  borne  by  mothers  of 
each  age.  The  youngest  mother  was  fifteen  (15)  years  old, 
the  oldest  forty-six  (46).  Twenty-four  (24)  children  were 
borne  by  mothers  eighteen  (18)  years  old  and  under;  and 
twenty-three  (23)  by  women  forty  (40)  years  old  and  over. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1901.  including  seventeen 
(17)  still  births,  was  three  hundred  and  forty-three  (343), 
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three  (3)  less  than  in  1900,  and  thirty-five  (35)  less  than  in 
1899.  With  a  population  of.  18,640  the  ratio  of  deaths,  ex- 
clusive of  still  births,  and  fifteen  (15)  non-residents  at  hos- 
pitals, was  16.68,  or  one  death  in  59.93  of  the  population. 

SEASONS. 

The  greatest  number  of  deaths,  ninety-one  (91)  occurred 
in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year;  the, smallest  number,  seventy- 
one  (71)  in  the  fourth.  The  greatest  monthly  mortality  was 
in  August,  thirty-seven  (37)  deaths,  and  the  smallest  in  May 
and  November,  twenty-one  (21)  deaths,  each. 

SEX. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-five  (165)  of  the  deaths,  includ- 
ing still  births, were  of  males,  and  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  (178)  of  females. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-two  (192)  decedents  were  over 
fourteen  (14)  years  of  age.  Of  these  ninety-one  (91)  were 
married;  fifty-seven  (57)  widowed;  and  forty-three  (43) 
single.    One  not  stated. 

AGE. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-two  (122)  of  the  deaths,  includ- 
ing seventeen  (17)  still  births,  were  of  children  under  one  year 
of  age,  which  was  35.3  per  cent,  of  all  deaths;  eighteen  (18) 
were  of  children  between  one  and  five  years  of  age,  or  5.2  per 
cent,  of  all  deaths;  twenty-one  (21)  between  five  (5)  and 
twenty  (20)  years  of  age,  or  6.1  per  cent,  of  all;  sixty-four 
(64)  were  between  twenty  (20)  and  fifty  (50)  years  of  age, 
or  15.7  per  cent,  of  all;  fifty-seven  (57)  were  between  fifty 
(50)  and  seventy  (70)  years  of  age,  or  16.6  per  cent,  of  all; 
sixty-one  (61)  were  seventy  (70)  and  over,  or  17.7  per  cent, 
of  the  total. 
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NATIVITY. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-three  (263)  of  the  decedents,  in- 
cluding seventeen  (17)  still  births,  were  born  in  the.  United 
States ;.  forty-one  (41)  in  Canada;  twenty  (20)  in  Ireland; 
eleven  (11)  in  other  countries.  The  birth  place  of  eight  (8) 
is  not  known. 

LOCALITY. 

The  largest  number  of  deaths,  one  hundred  and  six  (106) 
was  in  the  Third  Ward;  the  next  largest,  eighty-four  (84)  in 
the  Fifth;  the  next,  seventy-two  (72)  in  the  Second;  the 
next,  forty  (40)  each  in  the  Fourth  and  First,  including  fif- 
teen (15)  deaths  at  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

CITY  PHYSICIAN. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council,  City  of  Burlington: 

Since  my  last  report,  1  have  visited  the  Poor  Farm  42 
times.  The  health  of  the  inmates,  upon  my  last  visit,  I  found 
generally  good.  In  addition  to  my  duties  at  the  Poor  Farm, 
I  have  been  called  upon,  as  City  Physician,  to  attend  1456 
patients  in  147  families,  making  807  visits.  Included  in  this  list 
are  9  births,  11 1  consultations  at  house,  538  consultations  at 
office.  Of  this  number  there  have  been  8  deaths,  viz :  cancer 
uteri,  one;  cholera  infantum,  one;  paralysis,  one;  heart  dis- 
ease, one;  senile  debility,  one;  asphyxia,  one;  peritonitis, 
one;  phthisis,  pulmonalis,  one.

WATER  COMMISSIONERS, 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council,  City  of  Burlington: 

Gentlemen  : — As  enjoined  by  the  city  ordinances,  the 
Water  Commissioners  submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1901. 

The  receipts  from  water  rates  for  the  year  have  been 
$47,831.58,  a  decrease  of  $1,262.93  from  the  receipts  of  the 
previous  year.  The  decrease  is  the  result  of  a  reduction  of 
rates  that  has  been  in  effect  during  the  whole  of  this  year,  and 
the  five  per  cent,  discount  amounted  to  about  $2,400.00  on  the 
collections  made. 

We- are  pleased  to  report  a  very  small 'amount  of  uncol- 
lected bills,  there  being  only  $59.26  now  due  for  water,  and  we 
feel  the  present. ordinances,  relative  to  collections,  are  giving 
very  general  satisfaction  to  consumers,  and  well  protect  the  in- 
terests of  the  city.  The  water  is  now  shut  off  in  only  four 
places  for 'non-payment. 

The  pumping  station  and  reservoirs  are  in  good  condition, 
and  some  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  year.  The 
pumps  have  proved  fully  equal  to  all  requirements,  and  the  cost 
for  running  them  has  not  been  excessively  large,  but  there  is  no 
doubt  that  new  pumps,  with  the  modern  improvements,  would 
supply  the  same  amount  of  water  at  a  less  cost,  so  that  on  the 
ground  of  economy,  and  to  insure  against  any  possible  contin- 
gency, there  should  be  new  pumps  installed  within  a  very  few 
years,  and  the  present  pumps  held  in  reserve,  as  an  emergency 
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supply,  although,  as  yet,  there  has  never  been  a  lack  of  water 
to  supply  every  demand. 

All  constructive  work  ordered  by  your  Honorable  Board, 
has  been  completed  and  is  now  in  use.  The  laying  of  the  new 
main  in  the  Lower  Road  was  tedious  and  expensive,  as  much 
rock  was  encountered  that  required  drilling  and  blasting,  but  it 
was  accomplished  at  a  cost  within  the  estimate  and  the  appro- 
priation for  that  purpose. 

The  conditions,  relative  to  the  stone  post  to*  mark  the 
boundary  of  right  of  way,  and  the  occupation  of  Lake  street 
by  the  Central  Vermont  Railroad,  remain  the  same  as  reported 
last  year. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  a  careful  inspection  of  the 
intake  pipe  made  by  Mr.  Falcon,  the  gentleman  who  laid  it 
when  it  was  put  down,  and  the  Superintendent  who,  also,  made 
a  personal  examination  of  some  parts  of  the  work  many  feet 
below  the  surface  of  the  lake.  The  whole  line  was  found  in 
excellent  condition,  and  tests  have  proved  there  were  no  appre- 
ciable leaks.  The  quality  of  our  water  continues  to  be  of  the 
very  best. 

The  amount  provided  for  disbursement  during  the  year, 
being  the  sum  received  for  water  in  1900,  has  enabled  the  de- 
partment to  pay  the  current  expense  for  the  year,interest  on 
the  water  bonds,  the  sum  of  $6,421.50  for  construction,  as 
ordered  by  the  City  Council,  and  to  deposit  in  the  sinking  fund, 
for  liquidating  the  water  works  indebtedness,  the  sum  of 
$7^65.64. 

There  has  been  paid  into1  the  sinking  fund  of  the  water 
department,  since  the  charter  was  amended  in  1896,  a  total  of 
$32,410.74,  on  which  interest,  in  a  savings  bank,  would  exceed 
$1,595.98,  and  make  present  amount  in  excess  of  $34,006.72. 

Your  Water  Commissioners  have  a  confident  hope  that 
when  the  $  160,000.00  of  water  bonds,  due  in  1906,  are  paya- 
ble, the  sum  in  the  sinking  fund  will  reduce  the  issue  of  the  new 
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bonds  by  an  amount  that  will  add  strength  to  the  now  high 
credit  of  the  city,  and  show  that  Burlington  creates  a  sinking 
fund  to  liquidate  maturing  liabilities. 

For  details  of  the  work  of  the  department  and  other  in- 
formation; we  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Su- 
perintendent, which  is  very  complete.

In  compliance  with  the  instruction  conveyed  by  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  a  six  inch  lire  service  has  been  laid  from

Resolved  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  as- 
follows: 

That  the  Water  Commissioners  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
instructed,  to  lay  a  water  main  across  the  land  of  Robinson  & 
Edwards,  if  so  requested  in  writing,  upon  the  receipt  of  a 
check  for  the  estimated  cost  of  the  work,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  when  the  land  upon  which  this  main  is  laid,  is  accepted 
by  the  city  as  a  street  and  the  work  of  laying  water  main 
ordered  by  the  City  Council  in  said  street,  the  main  will  then 
be  purchased  by  Commissioners  of  the  Burlington  City  Water 
Works  at  price  paid  for  it.  Should  the  expense  of  said  work 
be  less  than  the  estimate,  said  Robinson  &  Edwards  shall  be 
repaid  the  difference  between  the  actual  cost  and  the  sum  ad- 
vanced by  them;  should  the  expense  of  said  work  be  greater 
than  the  estimated  cost,  said  Robinson  &  Edwards  shall  pay  to 
the  city  the  excess  of  actual  cost  above  the  estimated  cost." 

Approved  November  30th,  1900. 

ELECTROLYSIS. 

An  examination,  made  by  Professor  W.  H.  Freedman  of 
the  Electrical  Engineering  Department  of  the  U.  V.  M.,  in- 
dicates electrical  conditions  not  materially  different  from  those 
obtaining  in  1896,  when  Mr.  H.  A.  Storrs,  then  Professor  of 
Electrical  Engineering  at  the  University,  made  a  similar  in- 
vestigation. 

A  comparison  of  the  figures,  obtained  by  Prof.  Freed- 
man in  this  city,  with  those  contained  in  reports  on  electrolysis^ 
in  other  cities,  serves  to  indicate  that  the  electrical  deterioration 
of  water  pipes  in  this  city  is  not  takng  place  with  any  con- 
siderable degree  of  rapidity. 
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SINKING  FUND.

HIGH  SERVICE. 

The  consumption  on  the  high  service,  as  indicated  by  the 
pumping  record  of  that  station,  was  about  thirteen  million  gal- 
lons, or  about  4%  of  that  of  the  low  service.  Of  this  amount 
about  82  %  was  measured  to  consumers  through  meters ;  1  % 
was  estimated  to>  have  been  used  where  meters  stopped  and 
where  it  was  inexpedient  to  apply  meters,  5%  was  the  esti- 
mated loss  in  the  motor,  and  about  12%  remains  unaccounted 
for. 

About  81%  of  the  pumpage  was  accomplished  by  the  au- 
tomatic machine,  operated  by  down  town  consumption,  and 
the  remaining  19%  by  the  auxiliary  steam  plant. 
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METERS. 

There  are  now  in  use  2,401  meters,  an  increase  of  90  over 
last  year. 

Of  the  water  pumped,  54%  has  passed  through  meters 
yielding  81%  of  the  revenue.

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THIRTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

CHIEF  ENGINEER 

OF  THE 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington: 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  the 
annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1 901,  including  a  complete  inventory  of  property 
under  my  charge,  a  particular  statement  of  all  fire  alarms  and 
fires  which  have  occurred  during  the  past  year,  together  with 
the  cause  of  such  fires,  as  far  as  have  been  ascertained,  with  an 
exhibit  of  all  the  losses  caused  by  such  fires,  and  all  insurance 
thereon.  Also  a  general  statement  of  the  engine,  hook  and 
ladder  truck,  hose  carriages,  chemical  engine,  fire  alarm,  tele- 
graph, and  water  facilities ;  a  statement  of  expenditures  for 
the  year  1901,  and  an  estimate  of  revenue  required  to  maintain 
and  increase  the  department  for  the  ensuing  year,  together  with 
such  recommendations  and  general  information  in  regard  to  the 
Fire  Department  as  may  be  of  interest  to  your  honorable  body. 

During  the"  year  the  department  responded  to  52  alarms, 
an  increase  of  5  alarms  attended  over  previous  year;  41  gong 
alarms,  10  still  alarms  and  one  false  alarm. 

MANUAL  FORCE. 

The  department  consists  of  the  following  officers  and  men : 
One  chief  engineer,  two  assistant  engineers,  one  electrician, 
four  captains,  four  drivers  and  five  pipemen.  Total  regular 
force  14,  with  27  call  men;  total  force  41. 
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APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  the  follow- 
ing: One  second-class  Button  steam  fire  engine,  one  Babcock 
double  tank  chemical  engine  (50  gallon  tanks),  three  four- 
wheel  two-horse  hose  wagons,  one  hook  and  ladder  truck,  one 
exercise  wagon  and  three  hose  sleds,  one  sled  having  been  built 
this  year. 

hose:. 

The  department  has  at  present  3,650  feet  of  good  hose  and 
1,550  feet  of  medium  quality  hose. 

HORSES. 

There  are  now  nine  horses  in  the  department,  several  of 
which  have  been  replaced  during  the  past  year  on  account  of 
poor  condition.  The  condition  of  seven  is,  at  present,  all  that 
could  be  desired.  There  are  two  which  are  beginning  to  fail 
and  will  soon  be  unfit  for  this  service.  During  the  year  four 
were  purchased  and  three  sold. 

HARNESSES. 

The  harnesses  in  the  department  are  in  fair  condition,  but 
will  soon  need  repairing,  and  one  new  set  should  be  purchased. 

HOUSES. 

At  present  all  houses  are  in  a  good  state  of  repair,  except 
that  stations  two  and.  three  are  in  need  of  painting  to  prevent 
them  from  decaying. 

NATALITIES. 

During  the  year  one  fatality  occurred  at  one  of  the  fires 
responded  to  by  the  department,  viz  :  the  one  on  November  20y 
at  5.45  P.  M.  An  alarm  was  sounded  from  box  55,  summon- 
ing the  department  to  the  two  story  frame  dwelling  located  on 
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Spruce  Court.  This  alarm  was  caused  by  the  explosion  of  a 
coal  oil  lamp,  which  was  in  the  hand  of  the  occupant  of  the 
house.  Mrs.  Anna  Howard.  She  was  immediately  enveloped 
by  the  blazing  oil  and  so  seriously  burned  that  death  resulted  in 
a  few  days.  Her  son  was  also  seriously  burned  about  the 
hands  while  trying  to  save  his  mother. 

CASUALTIES. 

Three  slight  accidents  to  members  occurred  during  the 

year. 

FIRE  LOSS. 

The  most  reliable  statistics  place  the  estimated  loss  at 
$15,760.61;  insurance  paid,  $14,175.47;  estimated  value  of 
property  involved,  $178,170.33. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  department  the  past  year  was 
$15,299.68,  and  the  appropriation  was  $14,000.00.  As  it  is 
impossible  to  run  this  department  with  the  appropriation  made 
last  year,  I  would  ask  that  the  appropriation  for  the  year  1902 
be  $16,000.00,  as  we  are  greatly  in  need  of  new  apparatus,  hose, 
and  other  supplies  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  department. 

NUMBER  OE  BUILDINGS  IN  THE  CITY. 

Brick  and  stone  buildings,  eleven  hundred  and  ninety-two  ; 
wooden  buildings,  three  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine.  Of  this  number,  twelve  are  double  tenements.  Eighty- 
eight  buildings  were  erected  in  1901,  including  one  eight  tene- 
ment block. 

EIRE  ALARM  CHANGES  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  past  year  several  changes  have  been  made.  The 
lines  have  been  renewed  and  made  more  substantial,  and  the  fire 
alarm  is  now  in  good  condition.  One  new  fire  alarm  box  was 
added  last  year,  (No.  49)  at  the  corner  of  Buell  street  and 
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Orchard  Terrace.  Box  42  has  been  replaced  by  a  keyless  box, 
one  of  the  latest  and  most  improved  boxes,  giving  an  easier 
method  of  sending  in  an  alarm.  All  material  and  labor  in- 
volved in  these  changes  were  furnished  by  the  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Co.,  without  any  expense' whatever 
to  the  city. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Our  water  supply  is  in  good  condition.  The  pumping  sta- 
tion has  two  pumps  with  a  capacity  of  1,800,000  gallons  of 
water  every  twenty-four  hours.  This  capacity  gives  an  aver- 
age water  pressure  of  about  75  pounds  and  an  extreme  pressure 
of  120  pounds.    We  now  have  in  use  in  our  city  213  hydrants. 

I  would  also  call  )^our  attention  again  to  the  necessity  of 
adding  to  the  number  of  fire  hydrants,  as  at  present  in  some 
parts  of  the  city  it  requires  long  lines  of  hose,  a  decided  detri- 
ment to  the  working  of  the  department.  In  order  to  get  the 
full  power  of  our  hydrants  and  do  good  and  effective  work,  our 
lines  of  hose  should  be  made  as  short  as  possible. 

The  first  cost  of  putting  in  a  hydrant  is  practically  the  only 
expense,  as  the  maintenance  thereafter  is  merely  nominal. 
Therefore,  in  my  judgment,  it  is  cheaper  to  have  a  larger  num- 
ber of  hydrants  and  less  quantity  of  hose. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Under  this  head  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  again  to  the 
urgent  necessity  of  the  adoption  of  the  recommendations  made 
in  previous  reports  which  have  not  been  acted  upon.  Briefly 
they  are  as  follows : 

( 1 )  A  horse  and  wagon  for  the  chief.  This  horse  could 
also  be  used  as  an  extra  horse  in  case  any  accident  may  occur ; 
(2)  A  suitable  building  at  station  one  for  the  hook  and  ladder 
company;  (3)  A  modern  hook  and  ladder  truck,  as  the  one 
now  in  use  is  not  equal  to  the  rest  of  the  apparatus,  and  the  in- 
convenience of  the  arrangements  for  the  handling  of  this  piece 
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of  apparatus  has  been  plainly  apparent  for  some  time;  (4)  The 
connection  of  all  stations  with  the  public  telephone;  (5)  The 
appointment  of  a  city  electrician;  (6)  The  adoption  of  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  use  and  storage  of  calcium  carbide  and 
gasoline;  (7)  The  purchase  of  smoke  protectors  for  the  use  of 
the  department,  as,  in  my  opinion,  they  are  the  most  practical 
instrument  in  aiding  the  department  to  save  life  and  property ; 
(8)  The  urgent  need  of  a  new  exercise  wagon,  as  the  one  now 
in  use  is  in  an  unsafe  condition.  In  its  present  condition  it  is 
dangerous  to  life  to  respond  to  an  alarm  as  it  is  beyond  repair- 
ing; and  (9)  The  necessity  of  additional  fire  alarm  boxes. 
Some  portions  of  the  city  are  unprovided  for,  and  it  is  mislead- 
ing to  the  department  when  responding  to  an  alarm  in  some 
parts  of  the  city,  the  distance  between  boxes  being  so  great. 

ELECTRICAL  INSPECTOR. 

As  this  is  an  important  matter  in  connection  with  the  Fire 
Department,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  again  call  your  attention  to  the 
subject.  I  would  recommend  that  there  be  a  city  electrician, 
and  that  he  have  the  supervision  of  the  construction  of  all  wires 
and  appliances  used  in  the  interior  of  all  buildings,  public  or 
private,  including  electrical  plants,  and  of  every  wire  and  ap- 
pliance within  any  building  designed  to  carry  or  supply  elec- 
trical current,  and  that  he  have  the  right  to  prohibit  the  use  of 
any  wire  or  appliance  which  shall  be  defective  or  dangerous, 
either  in  material  or  workmanship.  Experience  is  teaching  us 
that  in  the  construction  of  wires  and  appliances  designed  for 
electrical  purposes  upon  public  streets  and  in  private  ways,  there 
is  great  danger  to  life  and  property,  unless  such  work  is  prop- 
erly performed.  Up  to  this  time  there  has  been  no  adequate 
means  provided  by  the  city  for  an  intelligent  supervision  of 
such  work.  A  longer  delay  in  this  matter  may  bring  serious 
results. 
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OVERHEAD  WIRES. 

The  obstructive  and  evil  effects  of  our  system  of  overhead 
wires  in  this  city  have  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  and 
cannot  be  too  strongly  condemned  at  this  time.  While  some 
wires  are  about  to  be  placed  under  ground,  yet  in  the  heart  of 
our  city  to-day  is  a  perfect  network  of  overhead  wires.  This 
obstruction  is  the  most  serious  matter  that  we  have  to  contend 
with  at  the  present  time  and  should- be  corrected  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. Under  the  present  condition  of  things  it  would  be  almost 
impossible  to  raise  our  extension  ladder  in  the  heart  of  the  city, 
especially  at  night,  when  cross  wires  cannot  be  seen.  Should 
a  serious  lire  occur,  this  condition  of  affairs  would  greatly 
hamper  our  department.  As  there  is  now  an  ordinance  for  the 
removal  of  overhead  signs  and  awnings  which  are  also  an  ob- 
struction to  the  department,  I  would  recommend  that  your  hon- 
orable body  include  in  that  ordinance  that  all  overhead  wires 
in  the  business  section  of  our  city  be  put  underground,  and  that 
we  make  every  effort  to  have  this  evil  corrected  before  disas- 
trous results  follow. 

RE  CO  M  M  K  NDATION . 

I  would  also  recommend  that  a  part  of  the  city  market  be 
given  to  the  Fire  Department  for  a  general  supply  station  foi 
the  whole  department  to  furnish  storage  for  the  annual  supply 
of  feed  for  the  horses  of  the  department.  The  department  has 
at  the  present  time  no  general  feed  supply  station,  and  provis- 
ions are  bought  piecemeal,  necessarily  at  top  price  of  the 
market. 

With  the  market  building  as  a  general  storehouse,  con- 
tracts could  be  made  for  enough  feed  of  all  kinds  to  supply  the 
department  for  one  year,  and  provisions  could  be  secured  in 
bulk  at  greatly  reduced  expense.  I  estimate  that  one-third  or 
one-fourth  of  the  amount  expended  yearly  for  feed  could  be 
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saved  by  using'  the  market  as  a  storage  station  and  making  an- 
nual feed  contracts. 

As  opportunity  permits,  certain  horses  ought  to  be  turned 
out  to  good  pasture  during  the  fall  and  summer  months.  When 
horses  are  -turned  out  on  good  pasture  they  come  back  greatly 
benefited.  The  change  from  grain  to  grass  rests  the  digestive 
system  and  is  cooling  and  purifying  to  the  blood.  Another 
advantage  is  the  benefit  to  the  feet  and  limbs.  The  feet  grow, 
become  tough  and  healthy  and  remain  sound.  There  should 
always  be  kept  in  the  fire  department  one  extra  horse  to  take 
the  places  of  horses  that  become  temporarily  incapacitated  for 
duty.  I  believe  it  would  be  found  more  economical  to  keep  one 
extra  horse  for  substitution  than  to  be  continually  borrowing 
or  hiring. 

remarks. 

During  the  past  year  only  one  fire  O'f  any  magnitude  has 
occurred.  The  total  fire  loss  for  the  year  is  somewhat  smaller 
than  last  year,  and  the  total  results  for  the  year  are  very  cred- 
itable to  the  Fire  Department. 

The  present  state  of  the  department,  with  a  record  of  the 
work  performed  during  the  past  year,  is  set  forth  in  extenso  in 
this  report.  The  department  is  in  a  good  state  of  efficiency, 
which  is  evidenced  by  a  glance  at  the  results  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  year. 

While  the  element  of  good  fortune  is  to  betaken  into  con- 
sideration, the  results  attained  are  due,  in  large  degree,  to  the 
promptness  with  which  alarms  are  transmitted,  the  quick  re- 
sponse by  the  department  and  the  fearless  and  intelligent  work 
of  the  members  of  the  department  when  the  scene  of  the  fire  is 
reached.  As  a  fire  fighting  machine,  the  department,  as  it 
stands  to-day,  is  the  embodiment  of  much  that  modern  sci- 
ence, skill  and  mechanical  ingenuity  has  been  able  to  devise, 
manned  by  men  in  the  main,  intelligent,  courageous  and  de- 
voted. 
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While  it  is  a  fact  that  no  city  in  the  land  can  boast  of  a 
superior  equipment,  so  far  as  quality  and  comprehensiveness 
of  apparatus  is  concerned,  or  a  more  intelligent  and  devoted 
corps  of  firemen,  at  the  same  time  it  is  important  to  remember 
that  the  size  of  the  department,  considering  the  present  growth 
of  our  city,  is  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands  liable  to  be  made 
at  any  time  upon  it.  Large  sections  of  our  city,  in  which  are 
located  valuable  properties,  are  still  without  proper  protection, 
for  example,  the  southern  part  of  the  city.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  needs  of  this  section  may  receive  due  consideration,  and 
that  the  necessary  additions  may  be  provided. 

The  small  loss  caused  by  fire  during  the  present  year  to 
date,  has,  no  doubt,  been  on  account  of  the  success  of  the  com- 
bination of  chemicals  that  are  in  service.  They  have  fully 
demonstrated  that  they  are  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  depart- 
ment. The  celerity  with  which  they  can  be  operated  is  the 
means  of  preventing  heavy  damage  by  water,  and  the  expense 
of  charging  them  is  only  trifling.  Of  all  the  fires  and  alarms 
from  all  sources  to  date,  fully  86  per  cent,  were  extinguished 
by  chemicals. 

APPOINTMENTS  AND  COMPENSATIONS. 

As  this  is  a  very  important  matter  for  consideration,  I 
deem  it  proper  at  this  time  to  make  some  suggestions  which 
will,  I  think,  improve  the  service.  The  success  and  efficiency 
of  this  department  depends  entirely  upon  the  kind  of  material 
we  select  to  operate  it.  If,  in  making  appointments,  good, 
bright  and  intelligent  men  are  selected,  then  the  department 
will  soon  attain  that  high  standard  of  efficiency  so  much  desired. 
If  on  the  other  hand,  our  selections  are  of  an  inferior  class  of 
men,  incompetent  and  unfit  for  the  service,  then  our  department 
will  never  reach  that  point  of  efficiency  that  we  are  looking  for. 
I  think  this  department  should  be  made  up  of  the  best  material 
that  can  be  selected,  and  every  inducement  offered  for  mechan- 
ics to  seek  positions  in  the  department. 
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As  to  compensation,  I  believe  in  paying  good  men  a  fair 
price  for  their  labor,  as  I  think  a  poor  and  incompetent  man 
in  this  business  is  dear  at  any  price.  I  wish  it  understood  at  this 
time,  that  I  am  in  favor  of  an  increased  compensation  for.  our 
men,  as  the^allowance  here  is  less  than  in  any  other  city  of  this 
size.'  But  I  also  want  it  understood  that  this  increase  in  pay 
must  be  brought  about  by  their  own  labor.  I  shall  expect 
every  man  to  improve  his  own  condition,  for  by  so  doing  he 
will  improve  the  condition  of  the  department.  J  feel  it  my 
duty  to  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  to  allow  for  such 
increased  compensation  as  may  be  agreed  upon.  I  think  this 
is  the  proper  solution  of  this  question,  and  I  hope  it  will  have 
careful  consideration. 

For  the  best  interest  of  the  Fire  Department  I  feel  it  in- 
cumbent upon  me  to  here  pass  opinion  again  on  a  resolution 
submitted  last  year  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  regarding  the 
rating  of  payment  of  the  call  men  on  a  system  of  percentage; 
attendance  at  every  fire  during  a  year  giving  a  perfect  percent- 
age, absences  from  fires  lowering  the  percentage,  the  rating  and 
payment  of  the  men  corresponding  to  their  percentage  of 
standing. 

In  my  opinion  this  system  is  not  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  Fire  Department.  Under  such  a  system  the  men  have 
come  to  feel  a  certain  amount  of  liberty  to  absent  themselves 
from  fires  if  the  same  occur  at  a  time  inconvenient  or  un- 
pleasant for  them  to  attend.  They  feel  that  in  absenting 
themselves  they  merely  suffer  the  loss  only  of  a  small  per- 
centage. This  might  prove  a  serious  matter  if  it  should  occur 
on  some  night  when  weather  conditions  tended  to  keep  many 
indoors. 

Furthermore,  the  keeping  of  such  a  percentage  system, 
as  can  be  readily  understood,  is  such  a  complicated  matter  and 
requires  such  an  endless  amount  of  detail  work,  that  is  is  highly 
impracticable.  -  Far  better  be  it  to  have  it  definitely  understood 
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what  amount  of  compensation  the  call  men  are  to  receive,  have 
attendance  at  all  fires  where  their  services  are  needed,  com- 
pulsory, and  have  sickness,  death  in  the  family,  or  permitted 
absence  from  home,  the  only  excuse  that  would  be  accepted  for 
non-attendance  at  fires. 

That  the  present  system  of  pay  for  call  men  fails  in  its 
purpose,  seems  to  be  fully  demonstrated  the  past  year.  It  af- 
fects the  efficiency  of  the  department,  for  at  present  they  may 
simply  sign  the  weekly  register  and  attend  no  fires  whatever, 
and  yet  receive  a  part  of  the  amount  allowed.  They  may  also 
leave  the  city  without  permission  and  return  at  their  leisure, 
and  it  also  conflicts  with  the  rules  governing  the  department. 

In  closing  this  thirty-sixth  annual  report,  I  wish  to  ex- 
tend to  the  officers  and  members  of  this  department  my  sin- 
cere thanks  for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  they  have  per- 
formed their  several  duties.  I  also  extend  to  your  honorable 
body  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  many  courtesies  shown  me  by. 
you  while  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.  Your  willingness  at 
all  times  to-  aid  us  by  furnishing  such  improvement  as  the  or- 
ganization of  this  department  has  demanded  from  time  to 
time,  has  been  very  gratifying  to  me,  and  should  be  appreci- 
ated by  all  citizens  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our  department. 

My  thanks  are  extended  to  all  persons  with  whom  I  have 
been  associated  in  the  performance  of  my  official  duties  as 
chief  of  the  department..

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REPORT 

OE  THE 

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 

ON  PERMANENT  STREET  IMPROVEMENTS. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  : — Herewith  is  respectfully  submitted  a  re- 
port of  .the  special  committee  created  by  a  resolution  adopted  at 
a  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Burlington  held  June  18,  1901,  as 
presented  by  W.  J.  Van  Patten.  The  resolution  reads  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Resolved,  that  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burling- 
ton, Vermont,  is  -authorized  to  pledge  the  credit  of  the  city  by 
bonding  or  otherwise,  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $30,000.00 
for  the  purpose  of  the  permanent  improvement  of  streets  and 
highways,  within  the  limits  of  Burlington,  as  follows :  The 
highway  known  as  the  Winooski  Turnpike,  otherwise  called  the 
Williston  Road,  from  the  head  of  Main  street  to  the  easterly 
boundary  of  the  city.  Colchester  Avenue,  from  the  head  of 
Pearl  street  to  the  Winooski  bridge.  North  -  Avenue,  from 
Battery  Park  to  North  street.  South  Union  street,  from 
Maple  street  south  to  its  conjunction  with  Shelburne  street; 
and  Shelburne  street,  from  that  point  to  the  southerly  boundary 
of  the  city. 

Resolved,  that  all  money  so  raised  shall  be  used  only  on 
permanent  improvements,  and  shall  be  according  to  plans  and 
specifications  prepared  by  the  City  Engineer,  which  plans  shall 
embrace  a  recommendation  of  the  extent  and  character  of  such 
improvements  and  materials  to  be  used  therein,  and  shall  be 
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subject  to  the  approval  and  determination  of  a  board  consist- 
ing of  the  Mayor,  the  City  Engineer,  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners." 

After  considering  the  several  streets  named  in  the  reso- 
lution, and  in  view  of  the  lateness  of  the  season  and  the  time 
that  would  be  required  to  install  a  new  crusher  plant  on  the 
hill  (a  move  that  seems  economical),  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  two  crushing  plants  that  were  then  in  operation  would 
be  immediately  available,  the  committee  deemed  it  advisable  to 
begin  work  on  Shelburne  street. 

In  compliance  with  the  committee's  instructions,  the  City 
Engineer  began  a  survey  of  Shelburne  street  on  June  22nd,  and 
on  June  24th,  the  Street  Department  began  the  work  of  con- 
struction near  the  Home  for  Destitute  Children.  At  this  point 
some  extensive  grading  was  done  which  resulted  in  reducing 
the  grade  from  8.3  per  cent,  to  1.825  per  cent. 

The  work  of  constructing  a  stone  roadway  has  been  com- 
pleted  from  a  point  950  feet  northerly  of  the  South  line  of  the 
city,  thence  northerly  for  a  distance  of  1,250  feet  with  12  inch 
Telford  paving  18  feet  in  width,  of  which  the  accompanying 
cuts  illustrate  the  work  in  three  stages  of  construction.  From 
the  northerly  end  of  the  Telford,  for  a  distance  of  4,220  feet, 
an  eight  inch  Macadam  roadway  18  feet  in  width  was  com- 
pleted on  November  2d. 

Along  the  section  of  stone  road  so  far  completed,  there 
has  been  constructed  3,900  feet  of  tile  drain  covered  with 
broken  stone. 

The  total  cost  of  construction  upon  Shelburne  street  has 
been  $12,374.81. 

After  the  work  was  commenced  on  Shelburne  street,  the 
committee  considered  the  advisability  of  letting  some  of  the 
other  streets  by  contract.  To  this  end,  a  survey  of  Colchester 
Avenue,  through  its  entire  length,  was  made,  specifications 
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drawn  up,  and  bids  invited  for  the  execution  of  the  entire- 
work. 

The  result  was  that  three  bids  were  submitted  to  the  com- 
mittee, who,  after  consultation  with  the  Street  Department,- 
decided  that  the  city  could  do  the  work  at  less  expense.  There- 
fore none  of  the  bids  were  accepted. 

With  a  favorable  season,  the  committee  expect  to  see- 
nearly  the  entire  work  completed  during  the  coming  year.

STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

For  the  use  of  this  department  we  have  received  from  the 
City  Treasurer  the  following  several  amounts : 

Balance  on  hand  January  1,  1901,  $20.75  J  from  the  high- 
way tax,  $26,000.00;  State  highway  tax,  re-apportionment  for 
1901,  $327.68;  which  makes  the  total  amount  for  our  use  dur- 
ing the  year,  $26,348.43. 

There  has  been  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for  curbing, 
sidewalk  and  sprinkling  assessments,  $10,897.26,  and  for  work 
done  for  other  departments  of  the  city,  including  the  sale  of 
crushed  stone,  collected  by  the  Superintendent    of  Streets, 
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$4,964.30,  which  amount,  having  been  used  by  this  department 
the  second  time,  makes  the  total  amount  received  by  this  de- 
partment, $42,209.99.  Of  tliis  sum  there  has  been  expended 
by  our  Superintendent  of  Streets  during  the  year,  as  shown 
by  his  report,  $41,510.89,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  on 
hand,  January  1,  1902,  of  $699.10. 

PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENT  FUND. 

At  a  city  meeting  on  June  18th,  1901,  it  was  voted  to  place 
to  the  credit  of  this  fund,  $30,000.00,  and  there  has  been  used 
for  this  purpose,  $12,519.71,  leaving  a  balance  of  $17,480.29. 

SEWER  DEPARTMENT. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  and  placed 
to  our  credit  by  the  City  Treasurer  for  sewer  purposes,  was 
$2,000.00,  and  there  was  assessed  against  the  abutting  property 
for  the  work  done,  as  ordered  by  the  City  Council  and  paid  into 
the  city  treasury,  $5,459.60,  making  a  total  of  $7,459.60.  We 
have  expended  during  the  year.  $5,019.63,  leaving  a  balance 
on  hand,  January  r,  1902.  of  $2,439.97. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHTS. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  for  electric 
lights  for  the  year  1901,  was  $13,770.00.  and  the  cost  of  the 
same  for  the  year  was  $13,886.^9,  leaving  a  shortage  of 
$116.59. 

We  have  now  176  lights,  to  which  should  be  added  a  small 
light  in  Mechanic's  Lane,  for  which  the  city  pays  $10.00, 
which  will  make  the  total  cost  for  lights  for  the  year  1902, 
$14,090.00. 

For  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount  spent  in  the 
above  mentioned  departments,  and  for  what  purpose  it  has

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been  expended,  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  our  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

CITY  ENGINEER. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  : — Herewith  is  respectfully  submitted  my 
tenth  annual  report  as  City  Engineer,  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1 90 1. 

As  the  details  of  cost  and  construction  are  found  in  the 
reports  of  other  departments,  this  report  deals  simply  with 
the  Engineering  part  of  the  work. 

Lines,  grades,  and  elevations  for  curbing,  grading  and 
sidewalks  were  given  the  Street  Department  upon  the  follow- 
ing named  streets : 

Archibald  street,  142.8  feet  of  curbing  and  145.0  feet  of 
walk;  Battery  street,  1585  feet  of  walk;  Bay  View  street, 
805.05  feet  of  curbing;  Bright  street,  1 174.7  feet  of  curbing 
and  306.45  feet  of  walk;  Elmwood  avenue,  1695.18  feet  of 
curbing  and  1724.03  feet  of  walk;  Orchard  Terrace,  240.08 
feet  of  curbing  and  245.5  feet  of  walk;  Prospect  street, 
62.33  feet  of  curbing;  Spring  street,  1620.8  feet  curbing 
and  1844.3  ^eet  °'f  walk;  St.  Paul  street,  227.75  feet  of  walk 
(replacing  old  walk)  ;  Summit  street,  693.7  ^eet  °f  curbing  and 
and  938.35  feet  of  walk;  Union  street,  871.07  feet  of  curbing* 
and  983.64  feet  of  walk;  Willard  street,  187.0  feet  of  walk; 
Wilson  street,  178.15  feet  of  curbing. 

The  total  length  of  curbing  set  during  the  year  is  7483.86 
feet,  and  the  total  length  of  walk  laid,  including  that  which 
replaced  old  walk,  is  8187.07  feet,  with  a  total  area  of  4341.6 
square  yards. 
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The  measurements  for  curbing  include  returns  for  drive- 
ways and  street  intersections.  After  completion,  the  work 
was  measured  and  assessment  maps  made,  showing  number 
of  feet  of  curbing  and  square  yards  of  walk  to  be  assessed 
against  each-  property  owner  abutting  the  above  improve- 
ments. 

Grade  was  given  for  resurfacing  the  following  Macadam 
streets : 

950.0  feet  on  College  street,  and  1400.0  feet  on  King 
street. 

Grade  and  lines  were  given  for  grading  and  building 
1250.0  feet  of  Telford  roadway  and  4220.0  feet  of  Macadam 
roadway  on  Shelburne  street. 

Also  a  survey  of  Colchester  avenue  from  Prospect  street 
to  the  Winooski  Bridge,  a  distance  of  5395  feet,  was  made  and 
plans  and  specifications  drawn,  that  the  work  might  be  let  by 
contract.  This  however  was  not  done.  In  this  connection 
allowT  me  to  say  that  I  would  recommend  that  before  a  stone 
road  is  built  in  this  street,  a  sewer  should  be  constructed  from 
a  point  near  the  bridge  southerly  to  East  avenue. 

For  the  above  work,  the  Street  Department  has  received 
from  Isle  LaMotte  4934.29  cubic  yards  of  rubble  lime  stone, 
and  from  other  parties  750,0  cubic  yards  of  lime  stone,  deliv- 
ered at  the  city  crushers.  The  remainder  of  the  stone  re- 
quired for  the  work  has  been  taken  from  the  Willard  quarry, 
which  furnishes  a  very  hard  sand  stone. 

The  customary  work  for  the  Sewer  Department  consisted 
of  giving  the  necessary  lines,  grades  and  elevations  for  the 
construction  of  sewers  in  the  following  named  streets: 

Bay  View  street,  304.45  feet;  Battery  street,  390.3  feet; 
North  avenue,  3374.47  feet;  North  Bend  street,  388.25  feet; 
Willard  street,  339.5  feet;  Wood's  (proposed)  street,  564.0 
feet;  making  a  total  of  5360.97  feet. 
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After  completion  of  the  work,  measurements  were  taken 
and  maps  and  plans  made,  showing  owner's  names  and  the 
number  of  feet  frontage  of  the  abutting  property,  these  maps 
and  plans  being  used  in  making  out  the  assessments.  Maps 
were  also  made  which  gave  not  only  the  frontages  but  the 
connections,  openings,  direction  of  flow,  etc.,  which  are  pre- 
served for  future  reference. 

For  the  Water  Department,  lines,  grades  and  elevations 
have  been  given  on  the  following  named  streets : 

Union  street  and  Winooski  avenue. 

Street  lines  or  grades  or  both  have  been  given  to  appli- 
cants who  intend  to  build  or  otherwise  improve  their  property. 
Correct  numbers  were  given  to  all  who  applied  for  them. 

As  a  result  of  the  proposition  made  by  Dr.  W.  Seward 
Webb  last  season,  relating  to  the  improvement  of  the  road 
from  the  South  line  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  through  South 
Burlington  and  Shelburne  to  Shelburne  Village,  a  citizen's 
meeting  was  called  and  the  following  committee  selected: 
Col.  L.  G.  B.  Cannon,  W.  J.  Van  Patten,  J.  W.  Goodell.  J.  J. 
Flynn  and  the  City  Engineer.  This  committee  was  to  in- 
quire into  the  possibility  of  seeing  the  work  of  improvement 
executed.  They  decided  that  a  careful  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
the  proposed  road,  based  upon  actual  surveys,  was  one  of  the 
first  steps  to  be  taken. 

To  this  end,  I  have  had  completed  a  survey  from  which 
an  estimate  of  the  probable  cost  has  been  made. 

The  estimated  cost  of  a  6  inch  Macadam  roadway  14  feet 
wide  and  24600.  feet  or  4.66  miles  in  length,  is  $27,198.27. 
This  estimate  includes  draining  but  does  not  include  any  ma- 
terial change  of  grade. 

To  reduce  the  maximum  grade  from  10.5%  to  3.-556 
near  the  LaPlatte  river  in  Shelburne,  also  to  make  some  minor 
changes  at  Spaulding's,  Drew's  and  Gove's,  we  estimate  a 
cost  of  $14,720.91. 
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Another  sub-division  may  be  made  as  follows :  In  the 
town  of  South  Burlington  there  are  9480  feet  of  the  road. 
For  this  distance,  the  Macadam  road  as  above  described,  is 
estimated  to  cost  $11,544.92,  including  drainage.  The  pro- 
posed change'  of  grade  in  this  section  would  be  $767.50,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  $12,312.42  for  the  proposed  construction  in  the 
town  of  South  Burlington. 

In  the  town  of  Shelburne  there  are  15 120.0  feet  of  the 
proposed  improvement  and  the  estimated  cost  of  the  Macadam 
roadway,  as  described  above,  would  be  $15,653.35,  and  the 
proposed  change  of  grade  would  be  $13,953.41;  making  a 
total  expenditure  in  the  town  of  Shelburne  of  $29,606.76. 

The  above  estimates  have  been  submitted  to  the  commit- 
tee, who  now  have  the  matter  under  consideration.

Gentlemen  : — As  required  by  law  I  herewith  submit  my 
report  of.  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1 90 1. 

vSince  my  last  report  the  expense  of  the  department  has 
"been  further  increased  by  the  addition  of  a  patrolman  through 
Lake  street  from  the  foot  of  Bank  street  to  the  freight  house 
of  the  Rutland  and  Burlington  railroad.  With  this  addi- 
tional patrol  our  manufacturing  and  lumber  interests  are  amply 
protected, 

Further  expense  has  been  incurred  by  the  addition  of  a 
second  day  man  at  the  office  since  May  1st,  1901. 

Half  night  and  Sunday  afternoon  service  was  continued 
during  the  summer  months  at  Lakeside  and  at  Battery  Park. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  me  to  be  able  to  report  that  during 
the  past  year  no  serious  crimes  have  been  committed,  and  that 
petty  offenders  have  in  the  main  been  apprehended  and  pun- 
ished. Over  eleven  hundred  complaints  have  been  made  to  the 
office  and  investigated  during  the  year  by  the  department.  In 
but  few.  of  these  cases  have  arrests  been  made  as  the  result  of 
these  investigations.  Arrests  and  prosecutions  for  breaches  of 
peace  have  been  less  frequent  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  records  of  the  department  show  that  during  the  year 
1901  the  whole  number  of  arrests  was  285,  which  are  classi- 
fied as  follows ;

To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council,  City  of  Burlington: 

Gentlemen  : — The  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners 
respectfully  submit  the  report  of  their  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments for  the  year  1901,  viz  : 

We  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  receipts 
have  been  sufficient  not  only  to  take  care  of  all  the  bills  of  the 
present  year,  but  also  of  a  considerable  amount  that  was  car- 
ried over  in  the  shape  of  unsettled  bills  for  the  year  previous. 
The  only  liabilities  which  the  cemeteries  have  are  for  coal 
which  has  recently  been  delivered,  and  which  will  be  paid  for 
the  coming  spring. 

The  cemeteries  have  received  the  faithful  supervision  of 
our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Michael  Collins,  and  their  fine  ap- 
pearance during  the  whole  season  has  been  a  sufficient  testi- 
mony to  his  carefulness  and  his  capacity. 

We  believe  our  people, have  been  more  than  ever  pleased 
with  the  fine  appearance  of  all  three  of  the  cemetery  grounds. 
Of  course  Take  View  Cemetery  excels  so  much  in  size  and  lo- 
cation that  it  demands  much  the  larger  part  of  the  work  to 
be  done  upon  it. 

The  completion  of  the  work  which  the  Rutland-Canadian 
Railway  were  to  do  upon  the  lake  bank  at  Take  View,  and 
the  erection  of  the  fence  between  their  track  and  the  cemetery 
grounds,  has  at  last  put  that  part  of  the  cemetery  in  excellent 
condition,  and  has,  in  most  respects  at  least,  been  a  great  im- 
provement to  the  grounds. 
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We  are  pleased  to  say  that  the  railroad  authorities  have 
lived  up  to  the  spirit  of  their  agreement  with  the  Cemetery 
Commissioners  in  regard  to  grading  and  finishing  the  bank. 
We  believe  we  will  have  no  further  trouble  from  wash  of  water 
from  excessive  rains. 

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  have  been  gratified  with  the 
increase  to  the  trust  funds  which  have  been  made  the  past  year. 
They  have  printed  and  distributed  to  the  owners  of  lots  a  cir- 
cular bearing  upon  the  desirability- of  funds  being  left  for  the 
perpetual  care  of  lots,  and  we  are  confident  that  calling  the  at- 
tention of  lot  owners  to  the  matter  in  this  way,  will  induce 
many  more  additions  to  these  funds. 

We  beg  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  kindly  co-oper- 
ation of  your  Honorable  Board,  and  all  the  city  officials  with 
whom  we  come  in  contact  in  the  work  entrusted  to  our  care.

EXTENT  OE  CHARITY. 

The  following  statement  will  enable  the  public  to  see  to 
what  extent  the  Hospital  is  a  public  charity. 

Adding  together  the  number  of  days  spent  in  the  Hospital 
by  each  patient  from  December,  1900,  to  December,  190 1,  and 
dividing  the  total  by  7,  we  find : 

Free  patients  cared  for  1,887  weeks. 

Patients  paying  $10.00  per  week   523  weeks. 
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Patients  paying  less  than  $10.00   640  weeks.

This  makes  each  "paying  patient"  receive  an  average  of 
$0.64  per  week  as  charity,  besides  the  benefit  of  the  equipment 
and  of  gratuitous  medical  and  surgical  care,  and  leaves  a  bal- 
ance of  1,887  weeks  as  pure  charity,  to  free  patients,  as  well  as 
the  537  out-door  patients  who  were  also  entire  charity.  For 
part  of  this  charity,  of  course  the  donors  of  free  beds  are  en- 
titled to  the  gratitude  of  the  recipients. 

The  daily  average  of  the  patients  throughout  the  year  has 
been  58^.

This  amount  exceeds  the  net  liabilities  of  January  1,  1901, 
by  $7,246.30. 

This  increase  in  our  liabilities  is  accounted  for,  and  more, 
by  the  extraordinary  expense  incurred  on  account  of  the  small 
pox  epidemic. 

The  extra  expense  of  the  Health  Department  on  account 
of  small  pox,  was  $6,699.39',  and  in  addition,  the  City  paid 
$1,493.80  towards  the  farm  which  was  purchased  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  an  isolation  hospital  for  small  pox  cases. 

This  extra  expense,  amounting  to  $8,193.19,  was  of 
course  unexpected  and  unprovided  for,  so  far  as  the  appropria- 
tions for  the  year  1901  were  concerned. 

Had  this  extraordinary  expenditure  not  been  neces- 
sary, we  should  have  been  able  to  meet  our  obligations  for  the 
year,  with  a  balance  of  $947.89  to  apply  on  the  floating  debt.

It  appears,  from  these  figures,  that  the  sum  of  $195,739.27 
must  be  raised  by  taxation  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the 
present  year. 

Eighty-eight  new  buildings  have  been  erected  in  the  city 
during  the  past  year,  and  it  seems  fair  to  assume  that  these 
will  increase  our  grand  list  by  at  least  $2,000.00  over  and 
above  any  deductions.  If  this  assumption ,  be  correct,  our 
grand  list  for  the  year  1902,  will  be  $133,052.82.  A  tax  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  cents  on  this  grand  list  will  raise  $199,- 
579.23,  which  sum  will  provide  for  the  estimated  expenses  and 
the  sinking  fund  and  leave  a  surplus  to  apply  on  the  floating- 
debt.  Should  the  grand  list  remain  the  same  as  last  year,  a 
tax  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  cents  will  raise  an  amount  $839.96 
in  excess  of  the  estimates.    Such  a  tax  I  recommend. 
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It  is  of  course  impossible  to  make  an  accurate  estimate  of 
the  expense  which  may  be  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
small  pox  epidemic.  However,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state 
in  this  connection,  that  we  now  have  but  a  small  number  of 
cases  in  the  city,  and  that  the  disease  is  under  better  control 
than  at  any  time  since  its  outbreak. 

In  conclusion,  I  urge  upon  every  department  the  necessity 
of  extreme  economy,  and  of  keeping  expenditures  within  the 
estimates.

ORDINANCES  ADOPTED  IN  *90*. 

CITY  OP  BURLINGTON. 

in  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  One. 
An  Ordinance  in  Relation  to  Injurious  Practices  in  the  Highway. 

It  is.  hereby  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  32  of  Chapter  12,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  the 
City  of  Burlington,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  32.  Every  bicycle,  tricycle,  velocipede,  automobile,  or  loco- 
mobile or  other  similar  vehicle,  equipped  with  rubber  or  pneumatic 
tires,  except  such  as  are  drawn  by  one  or  more  horses,  using  the  public 
streets  or  highways  of  said  city,  shall  show,  from  one  hour  after  sun- 
set until  one  hour  before  sunrise,  a  light  or  lights  so  placed  as  to  be 
seen  from  the  front  and  each  side,  such  light  or  lights  to  be  of  suf- 
ficient illuminating  power  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  two  hundred 
feet  therefrom.

CITY  OP  BURLINGTON. 

In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  One. 

An  Ordinance  in  Relation  to  the  Sale  of  Milk  and  Cream. 

It  is  hereby  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  as 
follows: 

Sec.  1.  No  person  shall  furnish,  supply,  sell,  or  peddle  milk  or 
cream  to  the  inhabitants  of  ,the  city  of  Burlington,  or  shall,  for  that 
purpose,  keep  or  have  in  possession  any  milk  or  cream,  save  such  as  is 
the  product  of  cows  which  are  found  to  be  free  from  tuberculosis,  by 
the  application  of  the  tuberculin  test,  to  be  made,  when  required  by  the 
Health  Officers  of  the  city,  under  the  supervision  or  a  qualified  veter- 
inary surgeon,  educated  at  and  graduated  from  some  regular  veter- 
inary school,  of  good  standing. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  furnish,  supply,  sell  or  peddle  milk  or 
cream  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Burlington,  or  shall,  for  that 
purpose,  keep  or  have  the  same  in  possession,  unless  and  until  he  shall 
procure  from  such  veterinary  surgeon  a  certificate,  setting  forth  that 
the  cows,  from  which  said  milk  or  cream  or  any  part  thereof,  is  pro- 
duced, have  been  subjected  to  and  passed  the  tuberculin  test,  prescribed 
in  the  preceding  section,  and  are  free  from  tuberculosis. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  furnish,  supply,  sell  or  peddle  milk  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Burlington,  or  shall,  for  that  purpose,  keep  or 
have  the  same  in  possession,  which  does  not  yield,  upon  analysis,  at 
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least  of  fat  4  per  cent,  of  sugar  4.3  per  cent,  of  proteids  4  per  cent,  of 
salts  .70  per  cent,  or  which  contains  of  water  over  87.5  per  cent. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  furnish,  supply,  sell  or  peddle  milk  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Burlington,  or  shall,  for  that  purpose,  keep 
or  have  the  same  in  possession,  which  contains  any  adulteration  or  any 
substance  added  for  the  purpose  of  preservation  or  of  increasing  the 
physical  properties  of  said  milk. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  acting  in  his  own 
discretion  or  upon  reasonable  complaint,  to  procure  samples  of  milk 
from  those  having  the  same  in  possession  for  sale  or  distribution  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Burlington,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be 
analyzed  by  a  chemist,  thereto  competent,  the  first  analysis  to  be  made 
not  earlier  than  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance.  Said 
samples  for  analysis  shall  be  taken  'from  the  common  stock  of  milk, 
and  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  convenient  for  said  Health  Officer, 
and  any  money  by  him  paid  or  advanced  for  such  samples,  or  the  analy- 
sis thereof,  shall  be  reimbursed  him  from  the  city  treasury. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  or 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  twenty-five  dollars,  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  for  each 
offense.
